* The 2022 SRS Distribution Las Vegas Bowl marks the first meeting between Florida and Oregon State on the gridiron. 
* Florida is playing its first-ever football game in Nevada across the program’s 115-year history. 

* The 2022 campaign represents the first time that Florida has faced two Pac-12 teams in the same season. 

* Florida has an all-time record of 24-23 across 47 all-time bowl games dating back through 1953.

They are one of eight RB duos in the FBS to have rushed for over 700 yards apiece this season, and one of four 
FBS RB duos to do so while each rushing for over 5.5 YPC 


The duo has combined for a touchdown in all 12 games, scoring 17 total TDs (rushing TDs in 11 of 12 games). 
The RB duo has combined for 46 of Florida’s 74 explosive rushes (10-plus yards) this season (62.2%). 
Johnson Jr. is one of 12 FBS RBs with back-to-back seasons with 10+ rushing TDs from 2021-22 and the only to do

Johnson Jr. posted back-to-back 100-yard rushing games in Weeks 10-11, including a career-high 161 yards vs. 
South Carolina in Week 11. He was the first UF RB with consecutive 100-yard games since Jordan Scarlett in 2016. 


In the last four games, the duo has combined for four 100-yard rushing performances, as Etienne hit 100 yards 
vs. South Carolina and at FSU, and Johnson did so at Texas A&M and vs. South Carolina 


Johnson Jr. and Etienne became Florida’s first pair of 100-yard rushers in 22 games (9/4/21 vs. FAU) in Week 11. 


Etienne’s 85-yard TD rush was in Week 11 was the seventh-longest TD rush in school history, and the longest by 
a UF player since Lamical Perine’s 88-yard TD run vs. Auburn in 2019. It was also the second-longest TD run by a 
freshman in school history, and the tied for the 10th-longest TD rush in the FBS this season. 


Johnson Jr. ranks t-fourth in the SEC and t-21st in the Power Five with 10 rushing touchdowns.

» AtNo. 11 Tennessee, James recorded his first-career sack in the first quarter, getting to Tennessee QB

» Wilson earned his first-career start vs. Eastern Washington. The last true freshman to start for the Gators 
at safety was Trey Dean Ill in 2018 vs. Colorado State. He added another start at No. 16 Florida State. 


» Freshman LB Jack Pyburn and Sophomore DL Keenan Landry both made their college debuts vs. Eastern 
Washington, as Pyburn had a solo tackle. Freshman OLB Bryce Capers later made his debut vs. South Carolina. 


* Georgia transfer DB Jalen Kimber made his UF debut and finished with two tackles vs. No. 7 Utah. 


» His 39-yard interception return TD vs. USF in the second quarter represented Florida’s first pick-six since 
(J Gardner-Johnson’s 30-yard interception return TD against Michigan in the Chick-Fil-A Peach Bowl on Dec. 
29, 2018. The pick-six marked Florida’s 51st since 1996.

» The Gators also held Texas A&M to 106 total yards in the second half, including 29 yards in the third 
quarter and 11 total rushing yards.

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HEAD COACH BILLY NAPIER 


Napier hired as the 28th head coach in Florida football history 


ollowing a late-morning flight from Louisiana and a police escort from the 
Gainesville Air Center, Billy Napier planted his feet on the University of Flor- 
ida campus at 12:12 p.m. on Sunday, Dec. 5. 

That’s the time Napier stepped from a van that carried his wife, their three kids 
and his mother, and into a throng of cheering fans ready to welcome him to Gator 
Nation. Napier arrived to similar fanfare at the airport when he was met by the UF 
band and cheerleaders. 

“Let’s go Napier!” yelled a young man as soon as Napier appeared from behind 
the van’s sliding door. 

“We love you Napier family,” another young man screamed. 

Napier flashed a big grin, did a Gator Chomp and then wiggled his way through 
the crowd — stopping for a few selfies along the way — toward the Heavener Foot- 
ball Complex to begin a day full of first-day-on-the-job tasks, including an introduc- 
tory press conference. 

“Well, back to finals,” one of the young men said as Napier passed. 

Much like finals week for UF students, it’s been whirlwind week for Napier since 
he was announced as Florida's head coach a week ago. 

Napier concluded his four seasons as head coach at Louisiana Lafayette on Sat- 
urday, Dec. 4, with a 24-16 win over Appalachian State in the Sun Belt Conference 
Championship Game. He said he slept about six hours before packing up the family 
for the trip to Florida. 

“We made a great memory there, so I slept a lot better after we took care of busi- 
ness,” Napier said minutes after his first visit to the Gators’ locker room. “It was a 
great week. I don’t think we could have drawn up a better ending, just so happy for 
the players. Four years of work kind of culminated there at Cajun Field. To see them 
be rewarded was a pretty awesome experience.” 

Prior to Dec. 5, the 42-year-old Napier said the last time he touched down at UF 
was in 2011 as an offensive analyst for Alabama when the Crimson Tide rolled into 
town. While he took care of unfinished business at Louisiana and did not visit cam- 
pus before accepting an offer from UF Athletic Director Scott Stricklin to take over 
the program, Napier has a past relationship with the Gators. 

He can thank his late father, Bill Napier, for that. 

The elder Napier was a longtime high school head coach in north Georgia and 
is the all-time winningest coach at Murray County High in Chatsworth, the same 
school Billy Napier played quarterback. Bill Napier started to root for the Gators in 
the early 1990s when Steve Spurrier was UF's head coach and found inspiration for 
his Murray County Indians from the Gators. 

The memory brought a smile to Bill’s son on Sunday. They used to watch Spurrier’s 
Gators play on TV together when Billy was growing up. Bill Napier died in 2017 
from Lou Gehrig's Disease. 

“He was a big Spurrier, Gators fan,” Billy said. “I grew up watching Danny Wuerf- 
fel, all the greats. It probably wouldn't be right for me to mention more and then miss 
a few. My dad actually was at the same school for 23 years. Eventually, he got the head 
coaching job and he changed the uniforms at the school to be exactly like Florida's.” 

“It’s humbling. That’s all I can say,” he said. “I am just thankful. A lot of people 
contributed to me being here. This is certainly not about me. I just want everybody to 
know how humbled I am to have this opportunity to lead at the University of Florida. 
I look forward to taking great pride in representing this university, this community, 
all the people that came before me. 

“Tm going to work and be relentless in our approach here. There’s no question that 
we've got work to do and we look forward to the challenge.” 

Napier finished 40-12 at Louisiana and returns to the Southeastern Conference, 
where he spent a season as an Alabama offensive analyst in 2011 and then four sea- 
sons coaching receivers from 2013-16. 


Napier’s deep roots in the game include stints on both Clemson coach Dabo 
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BILLY NAPIER compiled a 40-12 record in four years as head coach at the - 
University of Louisiana Lafayette. 


Swinney’s staff and five seasons overall under Nick Saban at Alabama. After multiple . 
offers to leave Louisiana the past couple of seasons, Napier finally decided the time . 
was right when the Gators called. 

“T think it was time for the next challenge,” he said. “I think it’s a unique time at 
the University of Florida, relative to the investment the administration was willing to 
make. The great opportunity that we have moving into the new facility this summer, 
and the history and the tradition, the iconic players and coaches that have competed. 
here. I think this is a unique place at a unique time and I’m looking forward to the 


challenge of leading here.” 
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BILLY NAPIER 


HEAD COACH 


Billy Napier enters his first season with the Gators after being 
named the 29th head coach in program history on Nov. 28, 2021 


In a short period of time since his arrival in Gainesville, 
Napier made an unprecedented impact on the Gators Football 
program. Within the first 60 days, he built a top-notch football 
staff—both on and off the field—and signed a recruiting class 
that ranked among the top 20 in the nation. 


Louisiana (2018-21) 

Napier spent four seasons at Louisiana-Lafayette and finished 
with a career record of 40-12, a perfect 16-0 mark against 
members of the Sun Belt West Division, four consecutive West 
Division titles, four straight bowl appearances, a share of the 
Sun Belt title in 2020 and 2021 Sun Belt Conference Champions. 


A two-time Sun Belt Conference Coach of the Year (2019 & 
2021), Napier took the Ragin’ Cajuns to unprecedented heights 
when the team broke into the national rankings in 2020 for the 
first time in the modern era. The team finished the campaign 
ranked No. 15 in the AP Top-25, No. 16 in the USA Today/Amway 
Coaches Poll and No. 19 in the College Football Playoff, Louisi- 
ana's highest rankings in all three polls. 


In 2021, he led the program to their first conference cham- 
pionship title since 2005 and only the second time in program 
history. Napier concluded his final season with a 12-1 record, the 
most single-season wins in school history after setting it with 
lin his second year. The 12 straight wins also set the program 
record for consecutive victories, as the previous record was 
eight in 1976. 


Napier lec! Louisiana to its fourth straight Sun Belt Conference 
Championship game with a 24-16 victory over Appalachian 
State to finish with a career record of 28-7 against conference 
opponents. Louisiana became the first team in conference his- 
tory to make all four conference championship games. 


Napier’s Louisiana team produced two 2022 NFL Draft picks 
in Safety Percy Butler and tackle Max Mitchell, who were both 
drafted in the fourth round by the Washington Commanders 
and the New York Jets, respectively. 


The 2020 Louisiana Sports Writer Association Coach of the 
Year, Napier navigated Louisiana through a season heavily 
impacted by COVID-I9 and claimed a share of the Sun Belt 
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Conference Championship, its third-straight West Division title 
and its second-straight bowl victory, a 31-24 win over UTSA in 
the SERVPRO First Responder Bowl. The Ragin’ Cajuns also ad- 
vanced to its third consecutive Sun Belt Championship game, 
but was canceled due to COVID-19. 


Napier's team broke into the national rankings for the first 
time in the modern era following its week one upset at No. 
25 lowa State, marking the first win over a ranked opponent 
on the road and only the second time in program history. He 
concluded non-conference matchups at Louisiana with a record 
of 13-5, as three of the losses came against ranked opponents - 
No.1 Alabama, No. 16 Mississippi State and No. 19 Texas. 


Both the offense and defense continued to flourish in 2020 
under Napier’s watch. Offensively, the team ranked 29th na- 
tionally in scoring offense (33.6) and 43rd nationally in total 
Offense (421.5), while the defense ranked 3ist in scoring de- 
fense (22.0) and 33rd in total defense (355.4). 


Napier coached Louisiana to 14 Sun Belt All-Conference se- 
lections, led by First Team selections Elijah Mitchell and Chris 
Smith. Mitchell wrapped up his stellar career ranking fifth in 
career scoring (276), fifth in career rushing touchdowns (41) 
and sixth in career rushing yards (3,267) before being drafted 
in the sixth round by the San Francisco 49ers. 


Smith additionally earned First Team All-America honors 
from (BSSports/247Sports, Pro Football Focus and Second 
Team All-America honors from the FWAA, marking the sec- 
ond consecutive season that a Ragin’ Cajun earned All-Amer- 
ica honors under Napier. 


In just the second season (2019) under Napier, the program 
set the all-time single season victories (11) at the time and 
second-straight trip to the Sun Belt Championship Game after 
clinching the league's West Division title with a 53-5 victory 
over Troy. The 11 victories also marked the first double-digit 
win season in program history and the first of three consecu- 
tive 10-plus win years by Napier. He was voted the program’s 
first Sun Belt Coach of the Year, becoming the third Louisiana 
coach to earn the distinction of top coach and the first since 
1995 in their respective conference. 


Napier coached three 2020 NFL Draft picks in Raymond 
Calais (RB), Kevin Dotson (G) and Robert Hunt (G), tying the 
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program record for draft selections in a year. Hunt 
became the third-highest pick in team history as he 
was selected 39th overall by the Miami Dolphins. A 
First Team All-American selection by the Associat- 
ed Press, USA Today, Sports Illustrated, Pro Football 
Focus and a Second Team All-American by Sporting 
News, Dotson was drafted in the fourth round by the 
Pittsburgh Steelers. Calais was tabbed by the reign- 
ing Super Bowl Champions, Tampa Bay Buccaneers 
in the seventh round. 


In Napier's first season at the helm, the Ragin’ 
Cajuns (7-7, 5-3) won the 2018 Sun Belt Conference 
West Division Championship, advancing to the in- 
augural conference championship game. Louisiana 
accepted an invitation to the AutoNation Cure Bowl, 
its first bowl trip since 2016. 


Arizona State (2017) 

Prior to his stint at Louisiana, Napier was the of- 
fensive coordinator and quarterbacks coach at Ari- 
zona State in 2017. 


Napier guided the Sun Devils’ offense to the 14th 
highest-graded offense in the FBS according to Pro 
Football Focus - including the 10th highest-graded 
passing attack in the nation. ASU was ranked 54th 
in the nation in total offense last season and 86th 
in the passing game the season prior. The offensive 
turnaround (+40 positions) was the eighth-largest 
in the FBS and ASU was one of just three programs 
to move from outside the Top-50 to inside of it in 
just one season. The 76-spot swing in the passing 
cr rankings was the third highest in all of the 


ASU developed one of the elite red zone scoring 
teams in the nation under Napier, tied for first na- 
tionally in converting on 95.83 percent of its red zone 
appearances (46-of-48) with the only two “blem- 
ishes” against the Sun Devils coming when the team 
took a knee late in the fourth quarter. ASU was Tith 
nationally in red zone touchdown scoring rate with 
36 touchdowns on those 48 attempts (75.00). 
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Ball security was another notable facet of Na- 
pier’s offense. The Sun Devils turned the ball over 
just 1] times in 2017, which ranked 12th nationally 
after finishing 82nd in the country a year ago with 
21 turnovers. 


Alabama (2011, 2013-16) 

Napier’s first experience in the SEC came at Ala- 
bama in 201] and he later returned to Crimson Tide 
from 2013-17 as the wide receivers coach. 


He was instrumental in helping Nick Saban and 
Alabama achieve a 63-7 record in five seasons 
(2011, 2015-2016), two National Championships 
(2011 & 2015) and was part of the great run of 26 
consecutive wins from 2015-2016. In 70 games at 
Alabama, the Crimson Tide offense averaged 6.27 
yards per play and 36.4 points per game. Napier 
coached three first round draft picks in Amari Coo- 
per, Jerry Jeudy, Amari Copper and Calvin Ridley 
while in Tuscaloosa. 


In 2016, Napier’s wide receiver corps were led 
by junior ArDarius Stewart, a third-round pick 
by the New York Jets in 2017 and Ridley. Stewart 
Snagged in a team-leading eight touchdowns and 
864 yards while Ridley totaled a team-high 72 
receptions. Napier also helped develop wide outs 
Gehrig Dieter (Kansas City) and Cam Sims (Wash- 


ington), both who were NFL free agent signees. 
After recruiting Ridley to sign with the Crim- 
son Tide, Napier coached him to a freshman-re- 
cord and team-leading 89 catches for 1,045 yards 
and seven touchdowns in 2015 along with being 
named a USA Today Freshman All-American. 


Napier played a vital role in Cooper’s historical 
campaign in the 2014 season. He became Ala- 
bama’s first Biletnikoff Award winner and caught a 
school- and SEC-record 124 passes for a UA-record 
1,727 receiving yards and 16 touchdowns. Cooper 
led the country in receptions (124), was second 
nationally in receiving yards (1,/27), receiving 
touchdowns (16) and catches per game (8.9) 
while ranking third in yards per game (125.4). A 
Heisman Trophy finalist and unanimous first team 
All-American, Cooper smashed all of the Tide’s 
career receiving marks with 228 receptions, 3,463 
yards and tied the SEC record with 31 receiving 
touchdowns. 


In his first season as the Crimson Tide’s receiv- 
ers coach in 2013, Napier built a deep and talented 
group of wide outs. Alabama had four players 
with at least 32 receptions, led by Cooper’s 45 
catches for 736 yards. 


The 201] season marked the first year for Napier 
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on the Alabama staff as he served as an offensive 
analyst, helping the Crimson Tide win the 2011 BCS 
national championship. The Tide ranked 16th in 
scoring offense, 30th in total offense and 1/th in 
rushing offense in 2011. 


Colorado State (2012) 

After a year at Alabama, Napier served as the 
assistant head coach and quarterbacks coach at 
Colorado State in 2012 for former Florida head 
coach Jim McElwain. 


Injuries forced Napier to go deep down the 
bench looking for quarterbacks during his one 
season in Fort Collins. The Rams saw three quar- 
terbacks play significant snaps as the starter with 
Garrett Grayson going down early in the season 
and M.J. McPeek followed two weeks later, forc- 
ing redshirt freshman Conner Smith into action. 
The trio combined to throw for 2,520 yards and 17 
touchdowns in 2012 as Colorado State won three of 
its final five games. 


Clemson (2003-04, 2006-10) 

Before his first stretch at Alabama, Napier spent 
seven years in two different stints at Clemson. 
During Napier’s final two seasons at Clemson he 
was - offensive coordinator and quarterbacks 
coach. 


At the age of 29, he became the youngest co- 
ordinator in the nation and in Clemson history. In 
his first season as Clemson’s coordinator, the 2009 
Tigers scored a school-record 436 points and col- 
lected 54 touchdowns (third-most in school histo- 
ry), averaged 5.73 yards per play (fourth best) and 
finished as the ACC Atlantic Division champions. 
Quarterback Kyle Parker was named a Freshman 
All-American and nine players Napier coached 
from 2009-10 went on to have careers in the NFL. 


He also served as Clemson’s recruiting coordi- 
nator from 2006-08. In those three seasons, he 
compiled two top-25 recruiting classes, according 
to Rivals.com, and in 2008, his class was tabbed 
as the second-best in the nation by ESPN.com. 
Known to his peers as a top recruiter, Napier 
Signed several players who went on to the NFL, 
including Kavell Conner, Crezdon Butler, Brandon 
Thompson and Marcus Gilchrist. 


Napier was the 2007-08 tight ends coach at 
Clemson, helping lead the Tigers to two bowl 
games and a prolific offense. 


The 2007 season featured a 9-4 record and the 
ACC’s highest-scoring offense. In his first year back 
with Clemson (2006), Napier worked primarily 
with the Tigers’ tight ends but also was respon- 
sible for the punt team and assisted in several 
special-teams capacities. The 2006 Tigers led the 
ACC in total offense, rushing and scoring offense, 
advancing to the Music City Bowl. 


Clemson averaged 410.9 yards per game and 


32./ points, more than doubling its opponent’s to- 
tals. Tight end Hunter Thomas started all 11 games 
for the Tigers, averaging 19.1 yards per reception. 
Michael Palmer, who Napier coached for three sea- 
sons, went on to the NFL. He also worked with the 
special teams units, helping develop the 2009 ACC 
sue the Year and a unanimous All-American, 
J. Spiller. 


He began his coaching career as an offensive 
graduate assistant at Clemson in 2003-04. The 
Tigers won nine games, including the Peach Bow! 
against Tennessee. The following season, Napier 
Was a graduate assistant on defense, and gained 
his first experience with recruiting off the field. 


Background 

As a player, Napier was a four-year letterwinner 
and two-time All-Southern Conference selection 
as the starting quarterback at Furman. The Pala- 
dins won two conference championships and in 
2001, Napier’s junior year, advanced to the Divi- 
Sion I-AA national championship game, losing to 
Montana. 


He completed 64.8-percent of his career passes, 
setting a school record. As the team captain during 
a record-setting senior season, Napier amassed 
2,475 passing yards, also a Furman record, and 
was a finalist for the Walter Payton Award, given 
annually to the nation’s most outstanding FCS of- 
fensive player. 


Napier grew up in Chatsworth, Georgia, and

A 24-year coaching veteran, Bateman arrived 
in Gainesville after spending three seasons as 
orth Carolina’s co-defensive coordinator and 
Safeties coach (2019-21). 


Upon his arrival in Carolina in 2019, Bateman 
helped engineer major improvements in the 
Tar Heel defense, which was one of the nation’s 
top five most improved units in total defense, 
scoring defense and rushing defense that year.

Steve Spurrier, entering season three as Gators head coach, called writer Mike Bianchi the day prior and pitched him the (FBS Programs) 
Storyline. It was seven months after the Gators ended the 1991 regular season with consecutive wins over Kentucky (which 
clinched an undefeated SEC record and the first league title in school history) and a thrilling 14-9 defeat of No. 3 Florida 
State, snapping a four-game losing streak to the Seminoles. It also gave UF a perfect 12-0 home record under Spurrier.

“The ‘Swamp’ is where Gators live,” Spurrier told Bianchi. “We feel comfortable there, but we hope our opponents feel 
tentative. A swamp is hot and sticky and can be dangerous.” 


Initially, the UF athletic department didn’t embrace the nickname. No posters, bumper stickers or marketing campaigns 
were put together right away. But Spurrier continued to use it. Then he and then-UF communications director Norm Carlson 
did some research. Turns out, in 1930, UF President John J. Tigert selected the location for the school’s football stadium and 
described the area as a “swampy depression.” The school hired engineers to drain the area and install pipes that funneled 
water down the hill along North-South Drive and dumped it into what is now known as Graham Pond. 


Needless to say, the nickname caught on, and Spurrier delivered the perfect quote for the athletic department to utilize once 
it eventually did embrace the moniker: “The ‘Swamp’ is a place where only Gators get out alive.” 


Since 1990, Florida has outscored opponents, 7,828 to 3,369 in 208 games 
inside The Swamp, putting the average outcome at 37.6 to 16.2 (21.4 points). 


The Gators had two significant win streaks in The Swamp in the 1990s: a 23- 
game run from 1990-93, and a school-record 30-game streak from 1994-99.

Florida’s school-record crowd of 90,916 on Nov. 28, 2015 marked the largest 
crowd ever to watch a football game in the state of Florida. The state has 
hosted 16 Super Bowls, four BCS National Championship Games and the 2017 
and 2021 College Football Playoff National Championship Game. 


The largest crowd for a home opener was 90,799 (Sept. 3, 2022 - Utah). The 
2005 opener vs. Wyoming remains the second-largest.

Chris Harry’s Quick Slant 


WHAT HAPPENED: Senior linebacker Amari Burney’s diving interception of red-hot 
Cameron Rising’s pass into the end zone with just 17 seconds remaining preserved 
a pulsating victory for the host Gators over the seventh-ranked Utes in what was a 
classic of a 2022 season opener Saturday night at Spurrier/Florida Field. The game 
marked the debut of Coach Billy Napier, who became the first coach in UF history 

to knock off a ranked opponent in his first game with the Gators. It wasn’t easy, but 
against the defending Pac-12 champion Utes it wasn’t supposed to be, either. Florida 
had to come from behind four times and had the will, firepower and weapon to do 

it behind sophomore quarterback Anthony Richardson. The 6-foot-4, 235-pound 
Richardson lived up to his preseason Heisman Trophy hype by passing for 168 yards 
and rushing for 106 and a career-best three touchdowns, including the go-ahead 
score with 1:25 to go that capped a clutch and poised drive of 14 plays and 75 yards 
over 4:57. He gave the Gators their three-point margin, but still left plenty of time for 
Rising, a junior and veteran, to give his team a chance. And he did. Rising (216 yards 
and 1 TD passing, 115 yards and 1 TD rushing) moved the Utes from their 25, with 
the big play his 29-yard run to the UF 19 on third-and-7. Three plays later, Rising 
faced a second-and-goal from the 6 and looked to force a low throw into traffic. Bur- 
ney was part of that traffic and took a nose dive to cradle the ball, secure the victory 
and send the “Swamp” into hysterics. Richardson scored on runs of 2, 45 and the 
game-winning 2 yards. The Gators also got 76 yards and a touchdown from tailback 
Montrell Johnson, the sophomore who came to UF with Napier from the University 

of Louisiana. Johnson more than made up for an opening-drive fumble (his team’s 
only turnover of the night) that set up a Utah touchdown and early 7-0 lead. From 
there, the game became a back-and-forth affair with seven lead changes. Both teams 
finished with well over 400 yards of total offense, with Utah getting 115 yards anda 
score from tailback Tavion Thomas and nine catches for 105 yards and a score from 
tight end Brant Kuithe. Of Florida’s 451 total yards, 283 came on the ground, while 
the Gators converted seven of 13 third downs and scored touchdowns on all three 
red zone possessions. 


WHAT IT MEANS: Napier went 40-12 and won the 2021 Sun Belt Conference 
championship at Louisiana. He inherited a team that went 6-7 last season, but now 
has expectations after beating a ranked opponent in an opener for only the third time 
program history and for the first time since 1982. Meanwhile, the Gators extended 
their FBS-record streak of season-opening home wins to 33, but it’s who they beat 
that made the feat all the more impressive and almost certainly will vault UF into next 
week’s Associated Press Top 25 just in time for another big-time challenge that will 
have bigger-picture ramifications in the Southeastern Conference. 


IN THE SPOTLIGHT: The 2022 Gators were always going to be about Richardson 
and nothing occurred Saturday night to think otherwise. He had some fabulous 
moments (without a turnover, no less) and will have plenty more, as the UF coaching 
staff continues to open things up for him and let him play. 


STAGGERING STATISTIC: The highest-ranked team Florida had ever defeated in 
an opener was No. 7 in Houston back in 1969 (the first year of Reaves-to-Alvarez). 
Openers over the last 30-plus years had been against overmatched directional 
schools. As for a showdown like this one, basically 53 years in the making, ask the 
largest opening-day crowd (90,799) in Florida history of it was worth the wait. 


UP NEXT: The Gators (1-0) will ride this high into next week’s start to the SEC 
schedule when Eastern Division foe and 20th-ranked Kentucky (1-0), which handled 
Miami-Ohio 37-13 in its opener, rolls into town. The Wildcats, under Coach Mark 
Stoops, return a boatload of players from the program’s second 10-win team over the 
last four seasons, which happen to be UK’s only double-digit victory campaigns of the 
last 44 years. Kentucky has beaten UF two of the last four meetings, including last 
year’s 20-13 win at Lexington, after losing 31 straight in the series from 1987-2017. 
The 1-2 start to the Florida season very likely is the most difficult first two games for 
any team in FBS classification.

WHAT HAPPENED: USF kicker Spencer Shrader missed a 49-yard field goal with 23 
seconds left and the 18th-ranked Gators got out of Spurrier/Florida Field with a vic- 
tory in a game Saturday night that easily could have gone the mega-underdog Bulls’ 
way. The snap on the game-tying kick attempt from Bryce Bernard was just fine, but 
holder Andrew Beardall fumbled the exchange and Shrader didn’t get a clean swing 
at the ball, which was wide to the right and short. It was the second fortuitous snap 
for Florida in three plays. Two snaps earlier, USF was at the UF 18 with 44 seconds 
to go — with a chance to win the game with a touchdown — but Bulls center Brad 
Cecil grounded a snap past quarterback Gerry Bohanon for a 14-yard loss that, 
eventually, made Shrader’s field goal all the longer, all the more difficult. Florida 
survived despite two second-half interceptions by sophomore quarterback Anthony 
Richardson, the first leading to a South Florida touchdown (and two-point conversion) 
that cut the Gators’ lead to just three, and the second coming on a throw into the 
end zone on a first-and-goal from the USF 5 and the home team trailing 28-24. The 
Bulls, though, gave the ball right back when Bohanon overthrew his intended receiver 
and defensive back Tre’Vez Johnson made a diving interception at the USF 28. Four 
Trevor Etienne runs later the Gators were in the end zone and leading 31-28 with 
5:05 to play, setting up the final frantic drive. The Bulls came as 24-point underdogs 
and with just one win over an FBS team in 21 tries the last three seasons. They left 
having out-gained the Gators in total offense 402 yards to 329, including 286 on 

the ground, led by tailback Brian Battie’s 17 carries, 150 yards and one score, plus 
another 102 on 15 carries and a score from Bohanon. Richardson had a second 
straight uneven game, finishing 10 of 18 for 112 yards, no touchdowns and the two 
interceptions, and only rushed seven times for 24 yards. UF, though, still ran for 217 
yards and three scores, led by sophomore Montrell Johnson Jr.’s six carries and 103 
yards. Florida twice trailed in the first half, but rallied back and even opened a 24-10 
lead late in the second quarter after sophomore cornerback Jalen Kimber returned 

a Bohanon interception 39 yards for a score. The Bulls, though, scored the next 18 
points, bridging the halves with a Shrader 49-yard field goal with 10 seconds to go 
and then capitalizing on a Richardson interception on UF’s opening second-half pos- 
session. Linebacker Dwayne Boyles went 37 yards on the return to set up a six-yard 
scoring run by Bohanon that was followed by a two-point conversion that closed the 
UF lead to 24-21. The Gators, meanwhile, went without a first down on its first three 
possessions after intermission, which allowed the Bulls to surge in front with an 11- 
play, 51-yard drive finished off by a 1-yard run by tailback Michel Dukes for a 28-24 
lead with 11:14 to go. Then came the crazy final 11-plus minutes. 


WHAT IT MEANS: A second win. That’s pretty much it. It certainly wasn’t the con- 
fidence-building kind of night Richardson and the Gators needed after last week’s 
home loss to Kentucky. 


IN THE SPOTLIGHT: It’s clear, after Richardson’s big night in the season-opening 
upset of then-No. 7 Utah, that defenses are not going to let the Florida quarterback 
beat them on the ground, so the Gators might as well lean on those three very talent- 
ed tailbacks to eat up rushing yards. Johnson, the sophomore transfer who followed 
Coach Billy Napier from Louisiana, Etienne, the collegiate rookie, and Nay’Quan 
Wright , the redshirt sophomore coming off season-ending foot surgery, combined for 
20 carries, 196 yards (that’s 9.8 per attempt) and each scored a touchdown. 


STAGGERING STATISTIC: The Gators have gone their first three games of the sea- 
son without a touchdown pass (versus four interceptions). We'll get back to you on

The Eagles, 
out of the Big Sky Conference, took the opening kickoff and marched to a 44-yard 
field goal from Seth Harrison and 3-0 lead not quite six minutes into the game. The 
Gators, though, answered instantly with Richardson dropping a 75-yard touchdown 
bomb to Justin Shorter on their first play from scrimmage. That started a run of 52 
unanswered points for the home team, their most to date in five games under Coach 
Billy Napier. For the afternoon, Florida totaled 666 yards of offense, which tied for 
the seventh-most in program history, versus EWU’s 411. Richardson, who exited the 
game for a half-dozen plays in the second quarter after an awkward-landing pass 
attempt, hit eight of his 10 throws and also had an interception on a deep ball thrown 
into double coverage. Reserve tailback Lorenzo Lingard’s 11-yard touchdown run 
with 11:53 to play put the Gators up 52-3. Eastern Washington was led by quar- 
terback Gunner Talkington, who went 24 of 37 for 250 yards and threw a 28-yard 
touchdown pass midway into the fourth quarter for the Eagles’ first trip into the end 
zone. They added a second TD with 3:17 to go when backup QB Kekoa Visperas ran 
25 yards up the middle of the UF defense to wrap the game’s scoring. 


WHAT IT MEANS: So far this season it’s been win one, lose one, win one, lose one, 
win one. As such, the Gators are back above .500, with all three of their victories out 
of Southeastern Conference play. UF has now won 15 consecutive regular-season 
non-league games, dating to the 2018 season-opening 53-6 victory over Charleston 
Southern. The Gators’ last non-conference defeat in a regular season was a 38-22 
loss at Florida State on Nov. 25, 2017. 


STAGGERING STATISTIC: OK, so it’s not staggering in the least, but the Gators 
improved to 22-1 against FCS teams since 1981, with the lone loss the 2013 debacle 
against Georgia Southern, a 26-20 loss on the way to the program’s first losing 
record in 34 years. 


UP NEXT: The Gators (3-2, 0-2), with a short week, return to SEC play next Saturday, 


with another noon game, this one against Missouri (2-3, 0-2), which threw a nasty 
scare into No. 1-ranked Georgia before falling 26-22 Saturday night at Columbia. The 
winner of the UF-Mizzou game will climb out of the SEC East winless cellar.

WHAT HAPPENED: Redshirt sophomore cornerback Jaydon Hill intercepted two 
passes, returning one for a score, and his defensive mates (after a tough after- 

noon at times) bowed up for a late-game stop to seal the outcome and allow the 
Gators to come away with their first Southeastern Conference victory under Coach 
Billy Napier in Saturday’s homecoming game at Spurrier/Florida Field. Sophomore 
tailback Montrell Johnson Jr. rushed for a third-quarter score as part of second-half 
UF ground game assault of 212 yards. Sophomore Anthony Richardson and junior 
Ricky Pearsall paired for a 9-yard scoring toss with 11:10 to play in what proved to 
be the decisive score on a day the Gators passed for just 66 yards against a Mizzou 
defense that threw a nasty scare at No. 1 Georgia a week earlier. A 37-yard field goal 
by Adam Mihalek in the first quarter and Hill’s 49-yard pick-six had Florida up 10 early 
in the second quarter, but the Gators were unable to muster anything on offense (and 
missed a pair of long field goals) in finishing with just 66 yards on 18 first-half plays. 
With Florida flailing, the Tigers were able to erase the 10-0 deficit and tie the game at 
the break on a 5-yard scoring run from Cody Schrader and 28-yard field goal by Har- 
rison Mevis 20 seconds before halftime. An 82-yard UF drive ended with Johnson’s 
3-yard score at the 6:55 mark of the third and after Hill intercepted Mizzou’s Brady 
Cook (22 of 30, 220 yards, 0 TD, 2 INT) inside the UF 5, the Gators responded with a 
nine-play, 91-yard drive capped by Richardson’s on-the-move dart to Pearsall in the 
back of the end zone. Back came the Tigers, though, converting on third-and-22 and 
third-and-15 on the way to an 18-yard touchdown run by Nathaniel Peat that drew 
the visitors within seven with six minutes to go. After Richardson's tip-ball intercep- 
tion with 2:57 left, Mizzou reached the UF 48, but Cook’s fourth-down slant (under 
pressure from linebacker Ventrell Miller) for wideout Tauskie Dove fell incomplete 
with 1:17 to go. Florida was out-gained in total yards 370-297 and gave up nine of 17 
third-down situations, yet still managed to come away with the victory. 


WHAT IT MEANS: A first win in SEC play for the Gators (against the still-winless 
Tigers), who climbed out of the East Division cellar and inched their way up to a mo- 
mentary spot in fourth place with five conference games to go. It was also Florida’s 
SEC win since beating Vanderbilt 42-0 on Oct. 9, 2021, breaking a run of six straight 
defeats. 


IN THE SPOTLIGHT: Hill would be the obvious choice, right? The guy missed all last 
season with a knee injury, suffered another knee injury in the offseason and made his 
UF debut just last week, announcing himself with seven tackles and two interceptions 
in his two games. But the Gators, with all their problems on third down, don’t win 
Saturday without the inspired play from Miller, the sixth-year senior who’s battled 
injuries of his own this season. Miller finished with 11 tackles, 10 of them solos and 
two of them for loss, and had the QB pressure on Missouri’s final play that helped 
clinched the win. 


STAGGERING STATISTIC: The 66 first-half yards for the Gators marked the team’s 
fewest in a half since gaining just 61 against Missouri in the 2014 homecoming meet- 
ing at the “Swamp.” UF lost that one 42-13, despite eventually out-gaining the Tigers 
283-119 in yards from scrimmage. 


UP NEXT: Florida (4-2, 1-2) will be home again, for the fifth time in the first six games 
of the season, to face No. 25 LSU (4-2, 2-1), which was manhandled at home by No. 
8 Tennessee 40-13 in another league noon game Saturday. The Gators have lost 
three straight in their series against the Tigers.

WHAT HAPPENED: Quarterback Jayden Daniels led the Tigers to long touchdowns 
on their offense’s first six possessions, as LSU rolled to a big lead and closed out the 
Gators with a late field goal in their Southeastern Conference showdown Saturday 
night at Spurrier/Florida Field. Daniels completed 23 of 32 passes for 349 yards and 
three touchdowns, while rushing for 44 yards and three more TDs. He was on the 
finishing/scoring end in some facet as LSU scored touchdowns on consecutive drives 
of 75, 73, 75, 83, 75 and 88 yards — in great part by converting eight of its first nine 
third-down situations — over the first three quarters to take a 42-21 lead into the 
fourth. On the first snap of that period, though, UF sophomore quarterback Anthony 
Richardson took off for an 81-yard touchdown run to draw his team within two scores. 
The Florida defense forced its first punt of the game on LSU’s next possession and 
UF went 80 yards in 11 plays, with freshman tailback Trevor Etienne making it 42-35 
on a 1-yard run with 5:18 to go. It was up to the Gators to make another stop and 
they appeared to do just that when Daniels, under pressure, threw down the middle 
of the field and was intercepted by cornerback Jason Marshall Jr. The pressure came 
from rushing defensive tackle Gervon Dexter Sr., who was flagged for roughing the 
passing, giving the Tigers an automatic first down at the UF 46. Nine plays and 17 
yards later, Damian Ramos kicked a season-long 47-yard field goal to make it a 
10-point lead with 1:52 remaining and ice the game. LSU finished with 528 yards of 
total offense, compared to 395 for Florida, and went 5-for-5 when in the red zone, 
with all of those scores TDs. Richardson completed 15 of 23 throws for 185 yards 
with one TD, that one coming on a 51-yard strike to Justin Shorter on the game’s 
second offensive play. UF had leads of 7-0, 14-7 and 21-14 before LSU scored four 
unanswered TDs to seize command of the game. 


WHAT IT MEANS: UF and LSU were probably viewed externally at about the same 
place, as far as their respective rebuilding situations. It would seem UF coach Billy 
Napier has a tougher rebuild on his hands, as the Gators have now lost three of their 
first four SEC games for the first time since 1986 and clearly have issues on the 
defensive side of the ball. 


IN THE SPOTLIGHT: Daniels, the transfer from Arizona State, finished with 393 
yards of total offense and had a hand in all six Tigers touchdowns. He also had some 
tremendous on-target throws and was a step ahead of the UF pass rush all night. 


UP NEXT: Florida (4-3, 1-3) is idle next week and will be back on the field Oct. 29 for 
its annual rivalry game against No. 1 and defending national champion Georgia (7-0, 
4-0). The Bulldogs, also off next week, beat up Vanderbilt 55-0 at home Saturday 
and will take a three-game winning streak against the Gators into the 100th all-time 
meeting between the two charter SEC programs.

WHAT HAPPENED: Quarterback Stetson Bennett passed for 316 yards and two 
touchdowns, the tailback duo of Kenny McIntosh and Daijuan Edwards combined for 
196 rushing yards and four scores, and the top-ranked Bulldogs’ vaunted defense 
gave Anthony Richardson and company fits Saturday in routing the Gators in the 
100th meeting of their storied Southeastern Conference rivalry at Jacksonville. 

Short touchdown runs in the first quarter by Edwards and Mcintosh were followed 

by Bennett scoring throws of 73 yards to tight end Brock Bowers and seven to wide 
receiver Ladd McConkey in the second, as UGA opened a commanding 28-3 halftime 
lead, with UF limited to a career-best 52-yard field goal from Adam Mihalek. The 
scoreboard wasn’t the only thing that was lopsided at intermission. The Bulldogs 
out-gained the Gators 346 yards to 84 in total offense, while forcing a half-dozen UF 
punts (compared to a combined four over the previous four games). UF, though, gave 
the fans in its half of TIAA Bank Field reason to stick around, thanks to a 75-drive to 
a 3-yard touchdown run by tailback Trevor Etienne, followed by a forced McIntosh 
fumble and defensive recovery that led to a 26-yard Mihalik field goal and made the 
score 28-13 midway through the third quarter. On the Bulldogs’ ensuing possession, 
Bennett was intercepted by linebacker Amari Burney, further igniting the UF side, 
with the energy going next level when Richardson fired a 78-yard touchdown strike 
to Xzavier Henderson that made it a one-possession game, 28-20, with 3:31 to go in 
the third. That was as close as it got, though. Georgia answered with a 78-yard drive, 
capped by Edwards’ second rushing TD, a 22-yard run up the middle that made it 
35-20 with 35 seconds left in the period. Then, after turning Florida away on downs, 
the Bulldogs drove to a 4-yard Mcintosh scoring run, keyed by a Bennett-to-Bowers 
completion of 29 yards on fourth-and-7 to set up what amounted to the put-away 
touchdown. When it was over, the Bulldogs had cranked out 555 yards of offense 

-- the most ever by a Georgia team in the series (surpassing the previous high of 505 
in 1976) -- versus 371 for the Gators. Richardson completed 18 of 37 passes for 271 
yards and one score, was held to just 19 yards on 11 rushing attempts, was sacked 
three times and hurried all game. The UF ground attack, averaging 212.6 yards per 
game coming in, was limited to 100 yards on 34 carries by a defense ranked No. 2 
nationally, including fourth against the run. 


WHAT IT MEANS: Georgia's recent dominance in the series now shows five wins 
over the previous six meetings by an average of 22 points. Meanwhile, the Gators 
have dropped four of their first five SEC games for the first time since the 1979, the 
first under Charley Pell, that finished 0-10-1. 


IN THE SPOTLIGHT: Take your pick of Bulldogs, but what an X-factor Bowers is for 
that offense, whether he’s lined up tight or split out. He finished with five catches for 
154 yards and the long TD. 


STAGGERING STATISTIC: The Bulldogs’ 25-point halftime lead marked the largest 
at the break in the series for either team since 1996. Florida was up 34-0 on Georgia 
that year on the way to a 47-7 victory. That UF team was ranked No. 1, as well, and 

went on to win the national title. 


UP NEXT: Florida (4-4, 1-4) hits the SEC road with a trip to face Texas A&M (3-4, 
1-3). The Aggies took a three-game losing streak into Saturday night’s road game at 
15th-ranked Ole Miss. Meanwhile, Georgia and No. 3 Tennessee will play next week 
at Athens, Ga., for what could be the SEC game of the year (and a possible College 
Football Playoff preview).

WHAT HAPPENED: Quarterback Anthony Richardson passed for two touchdowns 
and ran for a couple more, including a 60-yard dash, as the Gators snapped a two- 
game losing streak with a Southeastern Conference road victory against the depleted 
Aggies in front of more than 97,000 at Kyle Field. The game was a first-half shootout, 
featuring six lead changes, but UF dominated after intermission, getting an especially 
inspired performance from a defense that had taken its share of criticism in giving up 
more than 40 points and 500 yards in consecutive losses (at home against LSU and 
against top-ranked Georgia in Jacksonville) the last two weeks. Against the under- 
manned Aggies, who had six players out with flu and down another 11 due to injury, 
the Gators erased a 24-20 halftime deficit by outscoring the home team 21-0 on Rich- 
ardson touchdown tosses of 19 yards to Ja’Quavion Fraziars and 12 yards to Caleb 
Douglas in the third quarter, plus Montrell Johnson Jr.’s 5-yard, put-away scoring run 
with 1:21 to play. The seven possessions of the first half all ended in scores, including 
Richardson’s electrifying and untouched 60-yard run up the right sideline, with A&M 
tailback Devon Achane’s 2-yard TD run with a minute left before intermission putting 
A&M ahead; for the last time, as it turned out. The Florida defense forced the first 
A&M three-and-out to start the second half and Richardson, who completed 17 of 28 
passes for 201 yards, took possession after a 28-yard punt return by Xzavier Hen- 
derson, and needed just two plays to get the Gators in the end zone on a beautiful 
back-shoulder fade pass that Fraziars hauled in with one hand at the left-front pylon. 
After that, it was basically all Florida the rest of the way. UF finished with 492 yards 
of total offense, including 291 on the ground, while A&M, which had to turn to backup 
quarterback Haynes King (23 of 45 for 279 yards, 1 TD) after Conner Weigman was 
scratched due to the flu, finished with 413 yards. The overwhelming majority of those 
yards (read on) came before halftime. 


WHAT IT MEANS: With their fifth win of the season, the Gators snapped a five-game 
SEC road losing streak (their previous last away victory in league play was 2020 at 
Tennessee). More importantly to the here and now, Florida needs just one win in its 
last three games to become bow! eligible, which has been a stated goal for Coach 
Billy Napier in his first UF season. The Gators also snapped their pseudo-hex of 
games against Coach Jimbo Fisher, winning for just the second time in 10 cracks 
(eight at Florida State, two at A&M) against their former cross-state nemesis. 


IN THE SPOTLIGHT: Credit to UF’s co-defensive coordinators, Patrick Toney and 
Sean Spencer, for whatever adjustments they made at halftime. The Aggies scored 
24 points in the first and rolled up 307 yards of total offense, averaging more than 
nine yards a play while punting just once. In the second half, the Florida defense held 
A&M to no points, a measly 106 yards, forced five punts, a pair of turnovers and also 
turned the Aggies away on downs deep in their own territory in the fourth quarter. 
The Gators came into the game ranked 130th in the country (out of 131 FBS teams) 
in third-down conversion defense, surrendering a whopping 52 percent. The Aggies 
converted their first three third-down chances, but went 1-for-10 the rest of the way. 


STAGGERING STATISTIC: A&M, which began the 2022 season ranked No. 6 in the 
country and a trendy pick to reach the College Football Playoff, has lost five straight 
games for the first time since 1980. That was way back when the Aggies were part 
of the Southwest Conference (32 years from joining the SEC). A&M needs to win its 
final three games to avoid missing a bowl game for the first time since 2008. 


UP NEXT: Florida (5-4, 2-4) will play its final home game (and celebrate its annual 
“Senior Day”) against SEC East foe South Carolina (5-3, 2-3) on Nov. 12 at “The 
Swamp.” The Gamecocks, who trampled the Gators 40-17 last season at Columbia, 
broke into the Associated Press Top 25 last weekend but lost at home to Missouri. 
USC is on the road later Saturday night at league-winless Vanderbilt.

WHAT HAPPENED: At last, Billy Napier got a wire-to-wire rout — in a Southeast- 
ern Conference game, no less — as the UF offense and defense had their finest 
all-around performances of the season in Saturday’s plucking of the Gamecocks at 
Spurrier/Florida Field, giving the Gators’ first-year coach a sixth victory and making 
his team bowl eligible. Sophomore quarterback Anthony Richardson only passed for 
112 yards, but tossed a pair of scores and rushed for another. The Gators abso- 
lutely manhandled the Gamecocks on the ground, cranking out 374 yards rushing, 
including 281 in a first half when UF scored touchdowns on its first three possessions 
and eventually built a 24-0 lead. At one point, the Gators had three players with at 
least 100 yards rushing, but Richardson, with 102 yards, was sacked for a 6-yard 
loss, and what would have been an historic note was suddenly for naught. No matter. 
Sophomore Montrell Johnson Jr. carried 24 times for a career-high 161 yards and a 
touchdown. Richardson had 96 yards on 15 attempts. The running play of the day, 
however, came from freshman Trevor Etienne (8 carries, 100 yards) who took an 
inside handoff late in the first quarter, broke the line, hit the second level and sped 
for an 85-yard touchdown run that represented the program’s longest play from 
scrimmage since 2018. Etienne’s score put the Gators up 21-0, with Adam Mihalek’s 
28-yard field goal with just over six minutes to go in the first half making it 24-0. USC 
got on the board late with just inside two minutes to go in the half when punter Kai 
Krueger hit a wide open Dakereon Joyner on a fake, with Joyner racing 48 yards for a 
touchdown. The ensuing two-point conversion failed. Midway through the third quar- 
ter, 415-pound nose tackle Desmond Watson stripped Gamecocks tailback Jaheim 
Bell on a stuffed run into the line for a turnover at the USC 12. Richardson capitalized 
with a 3-yard touchdown toss to sophomore tight end Jonathan Odom to go up 31-6, 
his second scoring pass of the day (along with a 15-yarder to wideout Ricky Pearsall 
in the first quarter). Johnson finished the scoring with an 8-yard run with 6:02 left. 

For the game, UF finished amassed 515 yards of offense, while holding USC and 
quarterback Spencer Rattler (8 of 16 for 145 yards) to just 237 total yards, only 44 

on the ground, and forcing three turnovers. The Florida defense has now gone six 
consecutive quarters without surrendering a touchdown (after shutting out Texas A&M 
in the second half last weekend). The Gamecocks played without their top running 
back, MarShawn Lloyd (556 yards, 9 TDs), who missed the game with a deep thigh 
bruise. Doubtful he would have made much of a difference. 


WHAT IT MEANS: Being bowl eligible was a stated goal by Napier in his first season 
of this rebuild. No, the Gators aren't going to a New Year’s Six game, but they’re now 
assured of those all-important handful of extra holiday-season practices and, if they 
can build on these back-to-back wins, could end up at a cool venue. Somewhere 
like, say, Nashville for the Music City Bowl, Memphis for the Liberty Bowl or, closer to 
home, the Gator Bowl in Jacksonville. There’s already some buzz about a potential 
matchup against Notre Dame. 


IN THE SPOTLIGHT: Etienne’s touchdown was the longest by a UF freshman run- 
ning back since John L. Williams ripped off an 86-yarder against West Texas State on 
Oct. 16, 1982, ahomecoming game the Gators won 77-14. He officially got his first 
100-yard game on his eighth carry, which came early in the fourth quarter. UF gets 
two more years (at least) with Travis’s little brother who is well on his way to playing 
his way out of big bro’s shadow. 


STAGGERING STATISTIC: UF was thisclose from playing a fourth straight game 
without committing a turnover. Alas, with 1:14 to play, senior Nay’Quan Wright fum- 
bled at the South Carolina 9 and thus stopped a run of 51 consecutive possessions 
without a turnover. That's a significant development (and a reason for UF’s improved 
offensive numbers the last few weeks), considering how turnovers undermined the 
offense during the first half of the season. The Gators’ last turnover before Wright’s 
fumble came on the next-to-last possession (a Richardson interception) of their 24-17 
home win against Missouri on Oct. 8. 


UP NEXT: Florida (6-4, 3-4) goes to Vanderbilt to close out the SEC slate with a noon 
game. The Commodores (4-6, 1-5) began Saturday not only winless in league play 
this season, but on a 26-game conference losing streak, only to upset Kentucky 24- 
21 earlier in the day at Lexington. UF has an eight-game winning streak over Vandy, 
dating to 2014, and has won 30 of the previous 31 in the series, dating to 1989. 
South Carolina (6-4, 3-4) finishes the season — get this — at home against No. 5 
Tennessee and at No. 12 Clemson.

WHAT HAPPENED: Quarterback Mike Wright threw three touchdown passes to 
three different receivers and the Vanderbilt defense completely neutralized the Ga- 
tors’ high-powered rushing attack Saturday in a stunning Southeastern Conference 
upset defeat of the Gators at FirstBank Stadium. The loss was UF's first in the series 
since 2013 and just the second over the last 31 games, dating to 1989. Wright fired 
TD tosses of 10 to wideout Jayden McGowan in the second quarter, then seven to 
Gavin Schoenwald and 28 to Ben Bresnahan, both tight ends, in the third quarter to 
open a 28-12 lead. Along the way, though, UF did its part in aiding the Commodores, 
who came in as 22.5-point underdogs having just last week snapped a 26-game 
SEC losing streak. While Vandy was building its lead, Florida was committing three 
personal-foul penalties, plus a killer defensive holding call on an incomplete third- 
down play, all of which came back to haunt the Gators. There was more. Return man 
Jason Marshall Jr. muffed a punt that caromed into the end zone and was recovered 
by the Commodores for a special teams TD. And then there was Anthony Richard- 
son’s late third-quarter interception (a forced pass while he was being taken down for 
a sack) that set up the third Wright TD and put the Commodores in front 28-12 with 
11 seconds left in the third period. After that pick, Richardson bounced back, firing 

a 74-yard touchdown pass to wideout Daejon Reynolds (8 catches, 65 yards, 2 TD) 
with 12 minutes left, but the Gators missed a second attempt at two-point conversion 
to keep Vandy’s lead at 10. Still, UF had a shot to make things interesting when 
Marshall intercepted Wright with 6:32 to play at the Vandy 5, but the Gators failed 

on the sudden change even to get a first down, giving the ball back on downs to the 
Commodores, who padded the lead with a 27-yard field goal from Joseph Bulovas 
with 4:38 left. Richardson answered, though, driving Florida 75 yards in seven plays, 
hitting Reynolds for a 16-yard on fourth down with 3:13 left. After a failed onsides kick 
attempt, the Gators forced a punt and got possession at their own 9 with 46 seconds 
left. Richardson threw his team to the Vandy 34, but his Hail Mary attempt on the 
game’s final snap sailed out of the back of the end zone. Wright finished 10 of 16 for 
108 yards, the three scores and a pick, while senior tailback Ray Davis carried 30 
times for 122 yards for a Vandy ground game that went for 175 yards. Richardson hit 
25 of 42 for 400 and three scores, but rushed only four times for 25 yards. The Flor- 
ida running game, averaging 225.3 yards coming in (2nd in the SEC, 3rd nationally) 
and 6.1 yards per game (first and second, respectively), was stonewalled to just 45 
yards on 21 attempts (2.1 per carry). UF sixth-year senior linebacker Ventrell Miller, 
the heart and soul of the Florida defense and locker room, was ejected from the 
game in the second half due to a targeting call and thus will be disqualifed from the 
first half of the Gators’ next game. A pretty big one. Read on. 


WHAT IT MEANS: The charge to finish strong and secure the most attractive bowl 
game hit a Music City wall. The UF coaches will need to do a deep dive into what ex- 
actly went wrong (or what Vandy did right) with the running game. The Commodores 
now trail in the all-time series 11-43-2. 


IN THE SPOTLIGHT: Vandy’s defense earlier this season gave up 495 yards against 
FCS opponent Elon, and three other times surrendered at least 500 yards against an 
opponent. The Commodores came into the game allowing 164.3 yards rushing per 
game, which ranked 91st in the country, but the Gators finished 119 yards under that 
figure, with tailbacks Montrell Johnson Jr. and Trevor Etienne combining for just 41 
combined yards on 14 carries. 


STAGGERING STATISTIC: Vanderbilt, which beat Kentucky on the road last week, 
has its first two-game winning streak in SEC play since Nov. 17 and 24 of 2018, when 
the Commodores finished the season with a 36-29 win over Ole Miss and 38-13 
thrashing of rival Tennessee on the way to posting a 6-6 record that got them a berth 
in the Texas Bowl against Baylor. The win also ended Vandy’s 12-game home losing 
streak. 


UP NEXT: Florida (6-5) will wrap the 2022 regular season Friday night with its first 
road game at rival and 19th-ranked Florida State (7-4) since 2018. The Gators own a 
three-game winning streak against the Seminoles, with the 2020 game at Tallahassee 
canceled due to COVID after the SEC opted for an all-league schedule for its teams. 
Billy Napier will be the third different UF coach (joining Dan Mullen and interim Greg 
Knox) to face FSU in the series’ last three meetings. The Seminoles, who defeated 
Louisiana 49-17 Saturday, moved into the Associated Press Top 25 two weeks ago 
and will be ranked when the teams play for the first time since 2016. UF leads the 
series 37-26-2.

WHAT HAPPENED: Florida State RB Trey Benson scored on a 17-yard run with 4:06 
left to play as the host Seminoles withstood a late rally by the Gators to win 45-38 on 
Friday night at sold-out Doak Campbell Stadium in Tallahassee. The Gators (6-6) fell 
behind 38-24 after three quarters, but a 1-yard TD run by Montrell Johnson Jr. and 

a 45-yard scoring dash by Trevor Etienne tied the game 38-38 with 7:41 remaining. 
The No. 16-ranked Seminoles (9-3) answered with a seven-play, 65-yard drive that 
ended with Benson’s TD run. Benson rushed for 111 yards and three scores. Still, the 
Gators drove to FSU’s 26 on their final possession, but on fourth-and-12, QB Anthony 
Richardson faced immediate pressure and had to throw the ball into the end zone, 
where it fell incomplete. The combined 83 points are the most in the rivalry’s storied 
history, which dates to 1958. FSU scored 17 unanswered points in the third quarter, 
capped by a 6-yard TD pass from QB Jordan Travis to Kentron Poitier that put the 
Seminoles ahead 38-24. The turnaround stunned the Gators after a back-and-forth 
first half. Richardson, despite a UF receivers corps missing five regulars due to injury, 
threw three TD passes in the opening half, and K Adam Mihalek booted a 41-yard FG 
as Florida entered halftime with a 24-21 lead. Richardson connected with WR Ricky 
Pearsall for a pair of scores, the first a 52-yard strike in the first quarter 16 seconds 
after FSU scored the game’s first TD. Richardson added a 12-yard TD pass to TE 
Jonathan Odom later in the quarter to put Florida up 14-7. FSU responded this time 
with a 29-yard touchdown run by Travis, who escaped a heavy rush and danced 

his way down the sideline. Once again, Richardson found Pearsall, this time for a 
43-yard TD that put the Gators back in front, 21-14, with 9:25 left before halftime. 
Pearsall finished with five receptions for a career-high 148 yards and two scores. 
However, the Seminoles answered with another spectacular run by Travis. The Ga- 
tors blitzed on third-and-10 with FSU at their 11, and Travis avoided four defenders in 
the backfield, broke from the pocket, and raced to the 1-yard line where he was ruled 
down. Travis scored on the next play as FSU tied the game 21-21 with 5:44 to play in 
the first half. 


WHAT IT MEANS: Florida’s three-game win streak over the Seminoles is over. FSU 
had not beaten the Gators since 2017. The Gators lost their final two regular-season 
games on the road at Vanderbilt and Florida State, giving first-year coach Billy Napier 
a 6-6 record in his first regular season. The Gators will try to win a bowl game to 
finish on a positive note. 


IN THE SPOTLIGHT: The quarterback matchup between Florida’s Anthony Richard- 
son and FSU’s Jordan Travis was worth the price of admission. Richardson threw 
three touchdowns in the first half and was 5 of 7 for 151 yards at the break. However, 
Richardson threw 11 consecutive incomplete passes at one point in the second half 
to finish 9 of 27 for 198 yards, 3 TDs and 1 INT. He added 41 yards on 10 carries. 
Travis completed only 43 percent of his passes (13 of 30, 270 yards, 1 TD), but he 
did not toss an interception and was exceptional with his feet. Travis rushed 15 times 
for 83 yards and two TDs. The Gators finished with 460 yards of total offense, FSU 
had 497. 


STAGGERING STATISTIC: In the troublesome third quarter for the Gators, they 
managed minus-2 yards of total offense on their first three drives of the second half 
(nine plays). The Seminoles gained 162 yards on their first three drives, each ending 
with a score. 


UP NEXT: The Gators, who became bowl eligible by beating South Carolina at home 
two weeks ago, now must wait to hear their postseason destination next weekend. 
They finished the regular season 6-6 for the second year in a row and will need a 
bowl win to finish with a winning record.

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Gators' record in 2022 was half-empty, but the future looks more filling — Whitley

TALLAHASSEE — Billy Napier is not into public displays of emotion. But after the 12-game 
rollercoaster ride of a season came to an end Friday night, he couldn’t help himself. 


“Tt’s humbling to be standing on that sideline,” he said, gently pounding the table in front of him. “I’m 
proud of the way those kids competed in the game. Proud of the way those kids came together.” 


There was a lot for him to proud of against Florida State. But in the end, the Black Friday special was too 
much like all the checkered Saturdays that preceded it. 


"Tough one to swallow," Napier said. 


The Gators were really good in spots, had terrible stretches, showed resiliency, delivered plenty of drama 
and lost. This time it was 45-38, so nobody can say the regular-season’s final act wasn’t entertaining. 


ABC's Friday night audience was treated to the highest scoring game in series history. It was the second 
straight week the crowd rushed the field after the home team beat the Gators, which might be some kind 


of record. 


The last time FSU fans rushed the field was supposedly 1996, when the Seminoles beat the top-ranked 
Gators. In the intervening 26 years, rarely has so much joy erupted over beating a 6-6 team. 


That’s probably a testament to where FSU has come from under Mike Norvell. He inherited the Jimbo 
Fisher/Willie Taggart dumpster fire and lost 13 of his first 21 games. Now the Seminoles are 9-3 and 
envisioning a return to Bowden-like glory. 

“T’?m just so excited for what the future holds here,” Norvell said. 


So what about Florida? Should we judge a 6-6 season as half-empty or half-full? 


The half-empty crowd will point to the erratic play, some curious play-calling and the bottom-line fact 
that Napier lost to all the rivals — Tennessee, Georgia and FSU. 


That’s a first for a first-year coach at Florida. Throw in a loss to Vanderbilt, and there’s reason for fans to 
head into the holidays feeling half-empty. 


“We just need to perform better overall,” Anthony Richardson said. “It definitely kind of hurts just 
knowing what we can do and we’re not doing it every minute.” 


Pearsall, Etienne provided the good vs. FSU 

The good minutes Friday night were Ricky Pearsall’s two touchdown catches and 148 yards receiving and 
freshman Trevor Etienne gaining 129 yards. Montrell Johnson added 85 yards as the Gators rolled up 262 
yards rushing. 


That’s good enough to win most games, unless your QB completes nine of 27 passes. 


“Tt’s just crazy to see that there were only nine completions,” Richardson said. “That’s just crazy to me.” 


It must be noted that five of UF’s top six receivers were out with injuries. It’d be hard for Patrick 
Mahomes to overcome that kind of insanity. 


Then there was UF’s defense, which struggled to reach quarter-full level most of the season. It didn’t help 
matters that the top two tacklers were mostly missing. Rashad Torrance was out with an elbow injury and 


Ventrell Miller was serving a targeting penalty in the first half. 


With or without Miller, the Gators could not contain Jordan Travis. FSU’s QB gave a clinic on how to 
turn sacks into game-changing plays. 


“His legs were the difference in the game,” Napier said. 


Those legs largely explained how FSU scored 17 straight points to take a 38-24 lead into the fourth 
quarter. Then the Gators followed the standard 2022 script, rallying from the near-dead to almost win. 


Miller was asked if last year’s team would have shown such moxie. He said he didn’t know, so allow me 
to offer a definitive answer. 


No. 
The 2021 team would have mailed it in. 


The 2022 Gators laid the foundation for future teams 
“T’m proud of the intangibles our team showed,” Napier said. 


That gets to the half-full view of 2022. There has been a lot of progress, but it’s not easy to quantify and 
therefore easier to dismiss. But certain intangibles are the basis of every successful program. 


It’s stuff like attitude and discipline and buying in. The go-to word is “culture.” Installing a new one was 
Job One this year for Napier. 


“This a process,” he said before the game. “You don’t just flip a switch and the house is built.” 
A lot of fans don’t want to hear that, especially when they see the quick rebuilds at places like USC and 
LSU. All I can say is every coach needs three years to restock and mentally condition a roster before a 


legit verdict can be rendered. 


We’re one-third of the way there, not counting whatever bowl game UF gets. For all the legit half-full 
criticisms, there’s no question the culture has come around. 


That’s why Napier pounded the table Friday night. He knows the foundation has been laid. 


It takes a while for that to translate into tangible success, but that half-full glass will eventually start to 
fill. 


Just look at FSU. 


"It’s great to be a Florida Gator': Miller expresses gratitude for UF career

Since 2017, Florida football has cycled through two head coaches and hired a third while bringing a 
number of new assistants. 


The program has reached the SEC Championship, recorded 10- and 1 1-win seasons and has also faltered, 
stumbling its way to two sub-.500 campaigns in a five-year span. 


The Gators have signed over 100 players from the high school level while securing a few dozen transfers. 
Plenty of players have left the program, too. 


One constant throughout that stretch, however, has been the presence of linebacker Ventrell Miller, now a 
sixth-year senior who has been described by teammates as the heart and soul of the program. 


And with the 2022 regular season complete, whether or not the tenured defender will play one more game 
as a Gator remains to be seen. 


“T don’t know,” he said with regard to potentially playing in the team’s bowl game shortly after Florida 
lost 45-38 at Florida State on Friday night. “But like I said, man, I love those guys, man. Been going to 
war with those guys each and every day, battling in practice with those guys. It's been a pleasure.” 


Miller’s college journey to this point has been anything but conventional. A former three-star prospect out 
of Kathleen High School in Lakeland, Florida, Miller joined the Gators prior to the 2017 campaign but 
spent the entire season away from the team as he served a suspension for his role in a felony fraud 
scandal. 


Miller then managed to work his way to a reserve capacity a year later and appeared in all 13 of Florida’s 
games. It was after that campaign that his role expanded markedly. 


In 2019, Miller started 11 games and finished the season ranked second on the team in tackles. He also 
was one of eight Gators to record at least three sacks. In 2020, Miller paced Florida with 88 total tackles 
despite playing in 11 contests (10 starts). 

It was clear he was one of the team’s defensive anchors. He was somebody his teammates looked to. 

“T mean, the guy’s inspirational relative to his example, his consistency as a person, his leadership, his 
presence,” Billy Napier, Miller’s third head coach at the college level, said earlier this year. “He makes 


other people around him better.” 


But 2021 slammed the breaks on Miller’s momentum. He led the Gators with seven tackles in their 
season-opening contest against Florida Atlantic but felt that something was off in the days after the game. 


In practice, Miller said his arm felt strange but he remained confident he could play through the 
discomfort and started a week later against South Florida. 


He suffered a torn bicep. It required season-ending surgery. 


“Rehab was a grind,” Miller said. “Like, four or five months of just continuing to, every day going in and 
getting my rehab in.” 


Though grueling, the recovery process seemingly put Miller back on track. He said he returned to full- 
strength workouts in the gym and was able to get through spring practices without any discomfort. 


By the time fall camp rolled around, Miller was ready. 


He went on to rank third among Florida players in total tackles, second in tackles for loss, second in 
forced fumbles and routinely graded out as one of the nation’s top interior linebackers. 


“That’s our guy,” starting sophomore cornerback Jason Marshall said Monday. “He calls the plays. He 
basically holds the defense together.” 


It’s true. 
Florida’s defense was inconsistent at best this season. 


As of Nov. 21, only four FBS schools ranked lower than the Gators in third-down defense. The program 
also sat among the worst nationally in rushing defense, pass defense and sack percentage. Florida was a 

middle-of-the-road scoring defense, too, a number that shifted in the wrong direction on Friday when it 

surrendered 45 points in a loss to the Seminoles. 


Those issues have been exacerbated, however, when the Gators are without Miller, who missed part of the 
team’s loss to Kentucky due to an injury and was absent during a narrow win over USF due to the same 
ailment. 


“Ventrell has meant everything to this program,” senior linebacker Amari Burney said. “The last two 
years he’s been kinda dinged up a little bit, but just him still being here, still coming back, and anytime 
he’s been on the field he’s been producing. He’s been a leader on the field. I tell Ventrell everyday that 
I’m very grateful for him. He makes me better. When we’re on the field we’re really competing with each 
other. When I make a play I tell him its time for him to make a play. We just feed of each other’s energy, 
and I know when I’ve got 51 beside me, I’m invincible.” 


Even if Miller opts to play in Florida’s bowl game, the veteran has reached the end of his lengthy college 
journey. And despite the turnover that has occurred around him over the last six years, he said Friday that 
he’s confident the program is headed in the right direction thanks to Napier and the rest of the team’s 
coaching staff. 


He expressed his gratitude for having been a part of it. 


“We say each and every day, it’s great to be a Florida Gator,” Miller said. “Definitely coming here, they 
brought me from a boy to a man... I just want to say thank you.” 


Gators’ country-strong O’Cyrus Torrence is a player NFL teams will love, 


coaches say

GAINESVILLE, Fla. — Offensive lineman O’Cyrus Torrence stands in a second-story hallway at the 
University of Florida’s football training center, arms outstretched side-to-side. This isn’t about measuring the 
wingspan of a future selection in the NFL Draft, but reminiscing with assistant Jabbar Juluke over an in-home 
visit from the fall of 2018, when the kid called “Cybo” could touch the sidewalls of a cramped trailer he shared 
with his mom, grandmother and three siblings. 


“He had to duck his head to get into that trailer,” recalled Juluke, who back then was on staff at Louisiana and 
trying to sign an obscure prospect from Greensburg, La., population barely exceeding 700. If finding a kid like 
Torrence in the recruiting process seemed difficult, actually finding the trailer in the woods where he lived 
proved more challenging, even for a home-state coach like Juluke, who knew most every corner of every 
parish. 


“There’s country, but Greensburg is country,” said Juluke, who lived, played and coached in the state for a 
half-century and thought he knew his way around. 


“The middle of nowhere,” said Torrence, who ultimately walked out to the road that day and flagged down the 
car carrying Juluke and fellow Louisiana assistant D.J, Looney. 


Sitting inside the trailer, they warmed to the kid’s humility, his reasonable expectations, his authenticity. 
Without an iota of entitlement, Torrence discussed a late offer from Georgia, which wanted to sign him as a 
nose tackle, but reiterated how comfortable he felt as a blocker, how he believed that playing offensive line 
was the key “to taking football as far as it could go.” 


It took him to Lafayette, where he became a freshman All-America and an All-Sun Belt selection. Then it took 
him to Florida, where this season he proved himself SEC-worthy. Now it’s on the verge of taking him to the 
NFL as a high-round draft pick. 


“He’s about to buy his grandmother a big ol’ house,” Juluke said. 
Torrence’s face illuminates over a future of helping his mother Demetrice, whom he describes as “my rock,” 
and the grandmother he calls “Mama.” Maybe he’! buy them a place in Greensburg, or perhaps they’ll join 


him in whatever NFL location awaits. Whatever they want, whatever they need, he’s primed to provide. 


The arms capable of spanning that trailer are now wrapped around the family and the coaches who believed in 
him. 


‘Dang, this kid’s going to be good’ 
Florida assistant Rob Sale cuts a figure of the consummate offensive line coach, with calves that could double 
as bridge pillars and a no-B.S. demeanor for scorching dudes who slack in practice. 


Get him talking about Torrence, however, and Sale’s voice cracks. 


“T owe Cybo a lot. He’s the reason you enjoy coaching,” said Sale, his eyes pooling up. “He has your back and 
you have his. I’d run through a wall for him.” 


Part of the staff that signed Torrence in 2019, Sale saw on his first encounter at St. Helena Academy that the 
Ragin Cajuns were getting a “big, strong guy” capable of contributing early — even though the kid wasn’t 
ranked among the top 1,600 recruits in the 247 Sports Composite. When Torrence enrolled the ensuing 
August, it took only a few preseason practices for Sale’s expectations to soar. “Once I get my hands on them 
for a week or two, I can start to tell what you’re really working with,” he said. “And with Cybo, you could see 
right away that, dang, this kid’s going to be good.” 


Sales hammered home a refrain to the kid — “practice like a starter’ — and by Week 2 of his freshman 
season, Torrence was indeed starting for Louisiana at left guard, holding his own on a line that featured 
second-round NFL pick Robert Hunt and fourth-rounder Kevin Dotson, players who have combined for 57 
starts for the Dolphins and Steelers. 


Torrence joked about “being just good enough to stay out of Sale’s line of fire” when it came to those practice- 
field blisterings. A natural run blocker, he admitted that picking up the pass protections — identifying the mike 
linebacker and learning how to slide — was more complicated. During games, Torrence could rely on the 
center to point out assignments, but such assistance was forbidden in practice when Sale essentially used pop 
quizzes to determine what the freshman knew. “‘That’s when I’d mess up sometimes and he’d yell at me,” 
Torrence said. “But it always came from a place of love.” 


The pass-pro lessons apparently took, considering Torrence did not allow a sack in three years at Louisiana. 
Sale spent the 2021 season with the New York Giants before reuniting with head coach Billy Napier at Florida, 
where they prioritized Torrence as a prized transfer. 


Napier had played a crucial role in recruiting at Louisiana, and throughout Torrence’s senior high school 
season, they shared Thursday night calls that featured discussions of football and family, rarely in that order. It 
became such a ritual that Torrence thought it only appropriate to call Napier one Thursday to convey his 
commitment. 


Three years later, a crush of Power 5 schools pursued Torrence in the portal, though none of them could dent 
the longstanding relationships he shared with Napier, Sale, Juluke and other staffers who built a winner at 
Louisiana. So he joined the Gators, with a caveat: Hailed nationally as a premier pickup, he was greeted 
internally as a third-stringer on the depth chart. 


“Tt was weird. I hadn’t been third-string since my freshman year of high school, but the coaches didn’t want to 
show any favoritism,” he said. 


Sale never had doubts about Torrence’s ability to star at Florida. He simply wanted the new teammates to 
arrive at their own realization. “You’ve got to earn the respect of your room. You can’t just put a guy in there 
starting Day 1, or you’d lose everybody,” Sale said. “You’ve got to show them over time that he’s the best 
player, and to the guys in the room, it has to be 100 percent obvious. 


“T told Cybo he had to go earn it, and he did.” 


Through 10 starts — Torrence missed the Oct. 15 loss against LSU with a strained MCL — he has 
spearheaded an offense that ranks No. 2 nationally at 5.86 years per carry and 15th in sacks allowed. 


Week to week, facing a series of draftable SEC defensive linemen, Torrence has validated he can block them 
at a high level. 


“T like the challenge of going up against those guys,” he said. “I get in my stance and I’m happy. 


Athleticism and discipline 


The occasional salmon days at the Louisiana athletic dining hall were important to Torrence because he could 
take fish home to his cat, Cee-Cee. Among the upgraded resources at Florida are tuna packets players can grab 
anytime. So Cee-Cee approves of the move. 


The more ostentatious perks of the new $85 million football facility stretch far beyond Starkist. 


“You’ve got a sleep tank, a hyperbaric chamber, a cold tub — but we tell young guys that none of it’s worth a 
dang unless you use it,” Sale said. “Cybo dives into all of it.” That includes working with Kelsee Gomes, the 
football program’s director of sports nutrition. “There nobody who’s in Miss Kelsee’s back pocket as much as 
Cybo. He takes advantage of everything and really works on his body.” 


Listed at 6-foot-5 and 347 pounds, Torrence has the leanest muscle mass on the team, according to Sale. That’s 
a striking turn from when Torrence was an obese eighth-grader in Greensburg, topping 400 pounds. He hadn’t 
started playing football yet, but a fortunate trip to detention forced him to interact with the high school coach. 
They talked about Torrence needing to eat better and drop weight to lead a healthy life. 


“T decided that I was going to do it, and I used football as an excuse just to go out there and lose the weight,” 
he said. “Then I found out I actually loved football.” 


Though he still carries some loose skin around his midsection, a reminder of his 400-pound days, Torrence has 
maintained a consistent weight throughout college. “NFL teams ask if he’s a guy who spikes up and has to lose 
it, but he has been between 335 and 340 ever since I’ve known him,” Sale said. 


FQ 66S. 


Torrence rarely touches sweets in the dining hall, and when he does, he assures Sale that it’s “just a taste.” 
That mixture of big-man athleticism and self-discipline is why Sale projects Torrence as an All-Pro guard. 


“The ones that play a long time in the league are different — football isn’t just a hobby to them,” Sale said. 
“When it comes to training, nutrition, film study and practice, they’re committed. 


“T never had one time to put my foot in his ass and tell him to get moving. There are no bad days with Cybo. 
He plays sometimes when he doesn’t feel good, but you don’t know it. He’s easy to coach.” 


Torrence’s NIL earnings this year have been funneled to family. Along with money sent to his grandmother, he 
helped his mom pay rent for moving to a safer area of New Orleans close to her job. The most extravagant 
expenditure? “A pretty big TV” for his mom so she can watch the Gators games. She’s scared to fly and can’t 
make the 16-hour roundtrip drives to Gainesville. 


“Now she has a nice set-up at home, where she can cook and see all our games and be happy in her element,” 
Torrence said. 


The Athletic’s draft analyst Dane Brugler recently listed Torrence as the No. 27 prospect in the 2023 draft, a 
slot that would carry a multi-year rookie contract exceeding $12 million. The player who didn’t have enough 
money to get his game-day suits ironed at Louisiana, soon will achieve NFL wealth. 


“He’s not going to buy a bunch of flashy stuff,” Sale said. “He’s going to be level-headed, and I’ve got no 
worries about him going anywhere from New York to Houston. He’s like a garfish — he can thrive anywhere. 


“He’s a stud and you love him because the right things are important to him. Whatever organization gets him, 
the O-line room and everybody on that team is going to love him.” 


Just let Florida Gators’ Billy Napier do his job, ‘because he knows what he’s 
doing’

TALLAHASSEE — If you’re among the Florida Gators fans who are antsy, if not frustrated, with the 
team’s performance under first-year coach Billy Napier, Bryan Maggard has a message for you. 


“Tt’s like, just let this guy do his job, right?” Maggard said. “Give him some time, because he knows what 
he’s doing.” 


Maggard knows that better than anyone; he is the Louisiana athletic director who hired Napier, then 
watched him develop into the best coach his program has ever had. 


Maggard sat down with the Tampa Bay Times in the Doak Campbell Stadium press box Saturday, a few 
hours before his Ragin’ Cajuns’ defeat at Florida State ... and a few hours before Napier’s Gators lost at 
Vanderbilt to drop to 6-5. But you can tell by the way Maggard gushed about his former employee that 
the four disappointing quarters in Nashville wouldn’t overshadow their four years of success. 


Maggard knew Napier had a lot of potential when he pulled him away from Arizona State in December 
2017. Though Napier wasn’t a household name yet, he was a skilled schemer, charismatic recruiter and 
meticulous planner. As Maggard saw Napier in action during Year One, his belief was fortified. 


“You just knew right then that we can do some special things here,” Maggard said. 


The results did not necessarily back him up. Louisiana won the Sun Belt West Division title but dropped 
the conference championship game and Cure Bowl in Orlando to finish a pedestrian 7-7. Behind the 
scenes, however, Maggard saw Napier installing a championship foundation. 


“He did a great job of coming in and establishing a culture,” Maggard said. “It was legitimate. It was 
real.” 


So were the relationships Napier was building. Assistants came up to Maggard to tell him how much they 
enjoyed working for Napier. Maggard saw trust develop with players by how Napier put his arm around 
them and how they spoke in team meetings or hallway conversations. 


The progress began to take off at the end of Napier’s first year, starting with attrition and talent 
acquisition — the phase the Gators will formally enter after their regular season ends Friday night at FSU. 
Louisiana signed a recruiting class ranked No. | in the Sun Belt and 13th among Group of Five programs. 
Six signees started in the 2021 conference championship game, including offensive lineman O’Cyrus 
Torrence, who is having an All-America season after following Napier to Florida. 


That momentum flowed into Napier’s second spring, which he and his players could attack with a sense 
of familiarity and routine they didn’t have in Year One. 


“T think that’s when he really got to come in and establish his program...” Maggard said. “I just think he 
was able to really implement (his culture) and take his program to the next level.” 


The success happened immediately in Year Two, starting with a competitive loss to Mississippi State in 
the opener. The Ragin’ Cajuns won 11 of their next 13 games in what was (at the time) the best season in 
program history. They followed that by finishing 10-1 and sharing the conference title in 2020, then going 
12-1 and winning the championship outright last year before Napier left for Florida. 


There was no ill will when Napier got the Gators job. Far from it. Maggard told UF athletic director Scott 
Stricklin his hire was like Oklahoma luring Bob Stoops away from Florida’s staff before the 1999 season; 


Stoops led the Sooners to a national title and rebuilt them into a consistent national power. 


“Tt’s going to be that profound, in terms of getting Florida back to where they need to be — competing for 
and winning national championships,” Maggard said. “I believe that wholeheartedly.” 


Florida fans may be wavering on that belief after Napier’s mediocre start featured losses to Kentucky, 
Tennessee, LSU and Georgia plus a close call against USF. Maggard, however, remains steadfast. 


“There’s no doubt in my mind,” Maggard said, “Florida’s going to be extremely successful.” 


Gators’ 435-pound Des Watson grows into folk hero after near-TD goes viral

In Florida sophomore Desmond Watson’s mind, he’s a running back stuck in the body of the biggest 
player in Power 5 football. 


The Gators’ 6-foot-5, 435-pound man child also has become a folk hero. 


When he seized the football from the clutches of South Carolina’s Jaheim Bell, Watson’s instincts kicked 
in. 


“T just ripped it and thought 6,” he said Wednesday. 


Watson didn’t reach the end zone during a 38-6 win, but his attempt has run on loop ever since for the 19- 
year-old from Plant City. 


“Every time I open my phone, | at least see it two or three times,” the soft-spoken, Teddy bear of a nose 
tackle said. 


Mount Watson stands out but also has a penchant for creating viral moments. 


Watson body-slammed USF quarterback Gerry Bohanon to the turf at the Swamp on Sept. 17 for a critical 
fourth-quarter stop during Florida’s 31-28 win. 


Other impactful moments had been few until Watson’s tore away the football from South Carolina’s Bell 
and turned south toward pay dirt. 


“T was like ‘touchdown,’” Watson said. “I knew it was a touchdown, ain’t gonna lie.” 


Touchdown dreams ended when Gamecocks quarterback Spencer Rattler corralled Watson despite ceding 
4 inches and 220 pounds. 


From his Pop Warner days at fullback, Watson learned ball security comes first. 


“He punched the ball and I felt the ball coming out,” Watson explained. “It was more important to try to 
get possession than keep fighting. So I just grabbed the ball and fell down.” 


Watson’s teammates gave him a ribbing for allowing Rattler to tackle him, but not before a wild 
celebration on the Gators’ sideline. 


“Just seeing somebody that big with the ball in his hands — that’s something you rarely see,” safety 
Rashad Torrence II said. “So we had to take advantage of it and enjoy the moment.” 


The Gators are confident bigger moments are ahead. 


“The potential with Des is through the roof,” center Kingsley Eguakun said. “Not too many people are 
that size.” 


A less-massive version would be OK with coach Billy Napier — and Watson himself. 

A 4-star recruit from powerhouse Seffner Armwood, he only recently tapped his potential. 

“Wasn’t the best offseason in the world truth be known, but during training camp he changed gears,” 
Napier said. “He worked hard to earn the spot that he has, and he’s really garnered some respect because 


he’s developed some habits that have led to improvement. 


“He has more discipline in his life than he’s probably ever had. He’s experiencing some success. The guy 
has way more room to grow.” 


Watson wants to build on his success, beginning with his eighth consecutive start Saturday at Vanderbilt. 
Last week, he led all FBS defenders with a 96.9 run defense grade from Pro Football Focus. 

“T’ve never really doubted my athletic ability,” Watson said. “I know what I want to be in the future. So 
there’s things I had to do in order to get on the field and make plays. As long as I keep doing that, like 


getting my weight down and working more ... the sky’s the limit for me.” 


The Gators have lacked a game-changer in the middle since Jon Bullard, Dominique Easley and Sharrif 
Floyd anchored some of the nation’s best defenses. 


Back then, Watson was a running back playing Pop Warner who struck fear in opponents. 


“Everybody wanted the bigger kid to be running back because no one wanted to tackle him,” Watson 
recalled. 


But Watson quickly grew and soon found a home in the trenches. While he never lost his appetite for 
reaching the end zone, Watson accepted who he had become. 


“My high school coach always used to ask me if I wanted a goal-line package,” he said. “I always told 
him I’d rather play D-line. I’m not much of a spotlight guy.” 


These days, there is nowhere for Watson to hide. 
The athletic department’s creative team turned his near-touchdown into a 17-second video Tuesday 
drawing nearly 300,000 views in two days. Watson said he most enjoyed the moment he and Forrest 


Gump were running side by side. 


“T knew it was going to be something, but I didn’t expect that,” Watson said with a sheepish grin. “If I 
had to guess, I wouldn’t have guessed that. I enjoyed the video. 


“T feel a lot of people enjoyed it, too.” 


Florida Gators' O’Cyrus Torrence is only getting better against the best 
competition

After the recent rule change that has allowed players to transfer and play immediately, the transfer portal 
has become a source of help for many teams across the country. 


One of those teams, the Florida Gators, cashed in on the portal in a major way this offseason, specifically 
with the addition of offensive lineman O’Cyrus Torrence. 


New Gators head coach Billy Napier previously coached the University of Louisiana in the Sun Belt 
conference. After three straight double-digit winning seasons and three straight league titles, he jumped to 


the SEC and brought Torrence, one of his favorite players, with him. 


The 6-foot-5, 347-pounder currently leads all SEC guards in overall grade (89.0), run-blocking grade 
(91.7), and positively graded run-block percentage (23.6%). 


Not bad for a player who wasn’t even sure if he could hang at this level.

“When I went in the transfer portal, I thought I was just going to get in and get out,” Torrence said in an 
exclusive interview with PFF. “It couldn’t hurt just to go in and see if a bigger school would reach out. 
But when I got in the portal, [Napier] was the first one to reach out. 


“Tt made me feel pretty good. I thought he wouldn’t need me because he went to the SEC — and there are 
a bunch of good offensive linemen there. I wouldn’t say I had low confidence, but I figured he wouldn’t 
need me there. But he trusted and knew that I could be just as good of a player in this league as I was in 
that one.” 


Torrence started playing the game of football just because his oldest cousins were playing. He wanted to 
be like them. But he said he gave up football once he got to middle school and didn’t think he’d play 
again. 


In the end, it was the brotherhood, love of competition and a high school head coach who told him he was 
too damn big not to be playing football that helped get the pads back on. 


He played both sides of the ball in high school and actually had an offer from Georgia to play defensive 
line. But his heart was on offense; he liked being the guy who set up duo blocks rather than being the one 
taking them on. But the scholarship offers on offense didn’t come from the Power Five schools. Instead, 
he joined Napier at the University of Louisiana. It was there that he really took the next step toward being 
the dominant offensive lineman we see today. 


As a true freshman, the Greensburg, La., native was just a backup in camp, but an injury to their starting 
left guard early in the season meant that he was going to be thrown into the fire whether he was ready or 
not. 


“T was super nervous,” Torrence said. “I was nervous before every game. I didn’t realize how much they 
really needed me until I really got into film review and understood how important each spot on the 
offensive line was. I was taking it seriously for me, but when I became a starter, I realized how important 
it was to be a whole offensive line working together.” 


Torrence started 13 games as a true freshman in 2019. In 2020, he started 11 games and earned second- 
team Sun Belt honors. In 2021, his third year, he started another 12 games and was named an all- 


conference player.

Torrence attributes his success to learning behind Kevin Dotson, former UL offensive lineman and 
current Pittsburgh Steelers left guard. 


“T was following behind Kevin’s footsteps,” Torrence said. “When we would travel or when I had 
questions, I would always ask Kevin. He was that mentor to me. We both played guard, so I would try to 
take things from his game and put them into my game.” 


Now in the SEC, Torrence is not just playing as well as he did at Louisiana — he’s playing even better. 
And as he has matched up against superior pass-rushers, it has only taught him more and allowed him to 
advance his game. 


“T’ve realized in this league you can’t just punch and kick everybody [in pass sets],” Torrence said. 
“Players are better with their hand movement. In fall camp, I had that problem. During the early stages, I 
was getting beat in one-on-one drills because I was just punching, and these players are good at knocking 
my hands down instead of me catching and refitting my hands. Not everyone is going to want to bull rush 
me, so I can afford to take a shorter set and refit my hands. In the Sun Belt, it was just the same type of 
rushers, but here it’s speed guys with power. So I’ve had to adjust to the power.” 


Torrence called the learning curve “interesting but fun,” and it’s certainly fun when the learning part of 
what you do still yields elite grades. 


Week after week, Torrence is proving that he belongs in the SEC. And he will soon belong in the NFL. 


Gators Q&A: Senior Linebacker Amari Burney

Chris Burney, the father of Gators senior linebacker Amari Burney, likes to tell a story about how when 
his son was in high school, he watched an episode of HBO's "Hard Knocks" that showed then-Texans star 
J.J. Watt's sleeping habits. 


Watts often went to bed early so he could rise before the sun and be in top form. Soon, Amari started 
going to bed at 8 p.m. as a rising standout at Calvary Christian High in Clearwater. 


Of course, there are times to stay up late. Times like the season opener against Utah, when Burmey picked 
off a pass in the end zone in the final seconds to seal Florida's 29-26 over the Utes. 


Burney's postgame party in the wee hours of Sunday morning sounds like a blast — and a good story to 
tell one day. 


"I can't even tell you that — I'm gonna keep it a secret," Burney told reporters Wednesday. "After the 
Utah game we went out and had a little fun. I can't tell you what we did, but we got turnt up a little bit." 


Hey, guys just want to have fun, too. 


A fifth-year senior who played from the start of his UF career, Burney is one of three starters on Florida's 
defense playing in their final home game on Saturday. Burney, linebacker Ventrell Miller and safety Trey 
Dean III have been through a lot of ups and downs together. They hope to close with a victory over South 
Carolina and another good story to share one day. 


Unlike Miller and Dean, Burney has no plans to participate in Senior Day ceremonies prior to the game at 
The Swamp. He did that last year. 


Here is a Q&A with Burmey as he prepares to run onto Florida Field for the final time: 
AMARI BURNEY Q&A 


Q: When you went through Senior Day last year did you think it might be your last year? 
A: Not really. I kind of already talked with Coach about it last year and my parents. We had a COVID 
year and it was in my best interest to come back. 


Q: What are your emotions going into this game? 

A: Very high. I'm not the type of person to cry, but I'm just going to feel some type of way just knowing 
that this is my last game in The Swamp. The freshmen that came in, they are like brothers to me already. I 
told Shemar [James] I'm going to cry ... I'm just happy to have been here for this long and just want to go 
out with a bang. 


Q: Did you cry last year? 
A: No, because I knew I was going to be back. 


Q: Was the interception against Utah your most memorable moment? 

A: I would say that was my most memorable moment, most exciting moment that I had, just to end a 
game like that, the first game of the Coach Napier era. Just to go out with a big win like that, at The 
Swamp, sellout crowd, yeah, I could say that's my biggest memory. 


Q: What's the bond like between you, Trey and Ventrell? 

A: The bond is very, very strong. I mean, we can joke with each other, we can yell at each other, we can 
cuss at each other, we can fight with each other, but at the end of the day, we know that we've always got 
to be for each other. The way we talk to each other, it's like brothers, like we've been together for five. 
I've been with Ventrell for five, I've been with Trey for five, just the way we interact with each other, the 
way we hang out with each other, it's a very close bond. 


Q: Where is the defense's confidence after the second-half performance last week? 

A: I feel like it's a big confidence. I can see us flying around in practice. We're having a little more fun in 
practice. People are not taking it as we have to practice, we get to practice out there so knowing what we 
did in the second half against Texas A&M, and knowing what we can do for 60 minutes instead of 30 
minutes is like a big factor for us on defense. 


Q: What has been Ventrell's impact on the team? 

A: Ventrell has meant everything to this program. The last two years he's been kind of dinged up a little 
bit, but just him still being here, still coming back, and anytime he's been on the field he's been producing. 
He's been a leader. I tell Ventrell everyday that I'm very grateful for him. He makes me better. When 
we're on the field, we're really competing with each other. When I make a play, I tell him it's time for him 
to make a play. We just feed of each other's energy, and I know when I've got 51 beside me, I'm 
invincible. 


Q: What about Trey's impact? 

A: Trey Dean brings a lot of swagger and energy to the program. He's a guy that's gonna flex and talk his 
stuff. I'm not really a big talker on the field, but I know when I make a play I've got Trey Dean to talk for 
me. Trey Dean's gonna let them have it. Just knowing he's going to back you up is a big factor. 


Q: What is the importance of losing to South Carolina last season? 

A: We always owe somebody one when they get us the year before . We took a lot from it, but I feel like 
last year is last year and this year is this year. Two different teams, and we've got a new coaching staff, so 
I feel like what happened last year doesn't play too big of a factor. We're just trying to go out there and 
win a game. 


Q: How did the seniors buy into a new coaching staff this season? 

A: It was a big thing for the seniors, and I feel like the younger guys follow what the seniors do. If we're 
not respecting the coaches — if we're not following what he's doing, then we're saying 'we don't really 
care and this junk is some bull and why are we doing this?' — I feel like the young guys are going to 
follow our lead. But when Coach Napier got here and Coach Hocke got here and Coach PT got here, I 
think they saw the seniors buy in. We were buying in more than anybody else. We told them 'We're gonna 
lock in.' Just having the young guys follow our lead, I think it brought the team closer together. 


Gators Edge Rusher Antwaun Powell-Ryland Jr. Excelling in Expanded Role

Despite the small sample size, there is a potential emergence brewing on the Gators' defensive front. 


Brenton Cox Jr.'s unexpected dismissal from Florida on Oct. 31 sent a strong message to Florida's locker 
room as head coach Billy Napier attempts to instill a new culture in Gainesville. 


However, as a team reeling following two straight losses at the time, sending off a major defensive 
contributor didn't seem like a recipe for short-term success. 


With Cox's most substantial impact coming as a pass rusher, where Florida has already struggled at times 
this season — ranking tied for 95th in sacks to this point — UF found not just a serviceable plug at JACK 
for Cox but a boost in the unit from COVID-year redshirt sophomore Antwaun Powell-Ryland Jr. 


Serving in rotation with Cox throughout the year, Powell-Ryland flashed signs of promise in his limited 
playing time. Despite that, outside linebackers coach Mike Peterson shared his confidence in him to 
assume the role in a heightened capacity after the roster shakeup. 


"Coach Peterson, he was telling me that basically, he was just like get ready to play because he said he 
knew I was ready," Powell shared. "But it was just a matter of time when I was going to go." 


Peterson was right. 


That potential Powell-Ryland showed in a rotation this season turned into production as he accounted for 
six tackles, one sack and one forced fumble to play a crucial role in Florida's defensive surge on Saturday. 
He made the most of his first starting opportunity with a career-best outing in the 41-24 road win. 


"He's deserving," Napier said following Saturday's game. "Antwaun's a good football player. He's been 
productive when given opportunities in the past. Sometimes you don't know until that opportunity's 
presented to you. "One thing I know about A.P. is it means something to him to do his job for the other 
players. Great to see him step up and do big things that impacted the game today." 


He and strongside defensive end Princely Umanmielen were catalysts for the Gators' success as they each 
forced a fumble on Texas A&M quarterback Haynes King in the second half on back-to-back drives. 


"I felt it was a mismatch with me and the guard," Powell-Ryland recalled of his strip sack with 9:14 
remaining in the 4th quarter to help preserve the Gators' 10-point lead at the time. "So I slammed in, made 
a move on him to get a sack. 


"It felt real good." 
That ability to force turnovers, which has quietly been an area Florida's excelled at this season amid the 
turmoil that side of the football has brought, gave the Gators the positive swings in momentum they 


needed to shut out the Aggies’ attack in the second half. 


However, while Powell-Ryland's contributions in the increased role impressed a large portion of 
outsiders, his efforts came as little surprise to those operating alongside him in the defense. 


Umanmielen, specifically, expressed his confidence in the players who sat behind Cox for the majority of 
this season to step in and maintain or even increase the level of play from that spot prior to the Gators’ trip 
to College Station. 


"Brenton was a really good player, but I just feel like there was a lot of talent under him that's going to be 
put on display," he said on Wednesday. "The guys behind him aren't that far behind him, like Antwaun 
Powell, he's a great pass rusher." 


Middle linebacker Ventrell Miller, who Powell-Ryland labeled as the "heart of the defense" and a mentor 
for him as he explores this new venture as a starter, praised the Portsmouth, Va., talent — and fellow 
beneficiary of the vacancy at JACK Lloyd Summerall II — for their play on Saturday. 


"Definitely proud of those guys, Antwaun and Lloyd, both of them came and got the sack, caused a 
fumble," he said. "Those boys executed, and they knew what was on the line. I'm just proud of how they 
stepped up." 


The Gators enter the final quarter of the season on Saturday as they host South Carolina in the last home 
contest of 2022 with an opportunity to secure bowl eligibility. In that closing stretch, Powell-Ryland said 
he feels more driven than ever to prove himself on the gridiron and is looking to continue growing as a 
player to aid Florida to a strong finish in year one of the Napier regime. 


"I feel like I'm not where I'm supposed to be right now, as far as, I mean, anything — setting the edge, 
pass rushing. I feel like I can get better in everything." 


His goal, for now, is to aid the defensive unit in putting together a complete performance that resembles 
the one that came in the second half last weekend while also playing to secure the starting spot at this 
position for the foreseeable future. 


Gators thump Texas A&M behind Anthony Richardson’s 4 TDs, awakened 
defense

COLLEGE STATION, Texas — Anthony Richardson was Anthony Richardson once again, but Florida’s 
defense finally found itself, too. 


Texas A&M could not contain Richardson’s dual-threat talents during the Gators’ decisive 41-24 SEC 
road win, the first for new coach Billy Napier and for Florida since 2020. 


Florida’s defense joined in the fun at clamorous Kyle Field to silence a crowd of 97,797 and end a two- 
game skid. 


The much-maligned unit augmented Richardson’s 4-touchdown day by slowing down and shutting out 
the Aggies during the game’s final 30 minutes. 


“Could have easily got frustrated, but that locker room ... stuck together,” Napier said. “Just really proud 
of the overall response here.” 


Prospects appeared bleak for Florida (5-4, 2-4 SEC) after two failed possessions sandwiched a quick 
touchdown by Texas A&M (3-6, 1-5 SEC). Trailing 24-20 at halftime after six lead changes, the Gators 
had lost momentum while the Aggies would get back the ball to open the second half. 

The message in the locker room was clear. 

“A little bit of tough love,” veteran linebacker Ventrell Miller said. 

The Aggies soon received a healthy dose of defensive malevolence. 

The SEC’s worst third-down defense stopped Texas A&M on five straight conversion attempts after 
intermission, culminating with a strip sack by Princely Umanmielen. The native of nearby Manor came 
flying off the edge to suffocate Haynes King at the Florida 27 with around 11 minutes remaining and the 
Gators leading 34-24. 


The Aggies’ next possession ended on another King fumble, this time caused by Antwuan Powell-Ryland 
Jr. The sophomore shined while stepping in after veteran Brenton Cox Jr.’s dismissal Monday. 


“Great to see him step up and do big things that impacted the game,” Napier said. 


Richardson’s ability to impact games is well documented. Ditto the redshirt sophomore’s inconsistency 
during his first season as a starter. 


On Saturday, Richardson showcased his skill set against a young, vulnerable defense missing two injured 
veterans, including All-American safety Antonio Johnson. Richardson totaled 279 yards and accounted 
for 2 touchdowns each passing and running, highlighted by a 60-yard run. 


“T’ve always been able to run the ball, pass the ball,” the 20-year-old said. “Just coming out today and 
being successful with those things, it feels pretty good for us.” 


The flu left the Aggies without promising 5-star freshman Connor Weigman, who passed for 338 yards 
and 4 scores a week earlier against Ole Miss, and starting offensive lineman Kam Newberry. 


Texas A&M did not skip a beat early on, beginning with a 65-yard run by Devon Achane on his team’s 
first snap. 


A shootout between the teams ensued until King and the Aggies eventually began firing blanks. 


“We started off flat-footed,” Miller said. “We just got the boys motivated second half and everybody did 
their job. We showed them how the Florida Gators defense can play.” 


Florida fans, muffled much of the day by Texas A&M’s famous “12th Man,” eventually had their say, 
chanting, “It’s great to be a Florida Gator.” 


A bowl bid is one win away, but Napier is thinking much bigger. 

“Tt’s great to go to a bowl,” he said. “We’ve got bigger aspirations than that. The main thing that I’m 
probably most excited about is the progress we’ve made with those people. I could care less about 
anything but continuing that progress, that momentum, that brotherhood, those relationships. 


“Tf you get that right, the football comes with it.” 


Good football arrived when the Gators needed it against coach Jimbo Fisher’s free-falling Aggies, losers 
of five straight. 


While better days are likely ahead, this was pretty good one, too. 
While discussing his big day, Richardson knew he was missing out. 


“If you could see those guys in there, you’d probably think it’s a block party in there,” he said of the 
Florida locker room. “Everybody is having fun, smiling. It’s a blessing for us.” 


Florida's defense shows how patience will pay off

The defense saved the day. 


Now there are some words you probably never thought you’d read. At least not anytime soon when it came to 
Florida. 


Frankly, I thought I’d type “Biden endorses DeSantis” or “Kanye becomes rabbi” before the Gators' defense 
materialized. But a strange and instructive thing happened Saturday on the way to Patrick Toney being run out 
of Gainesville. 


Florida’s defense made tackles, covered receivers, caused turnovers, racked up some sacks, made third-down 
stops — repeat, made third-down stops — made crucial plays and did all those other things good defenses are 
supposed to do. 


The end result was a promising win for a team that really needed one. Florida 41, Texas A&M 24. 


We’ll pause now to allow Aggie boosters to pass around the 50-gallon cowboy hat in hopes they can buy out 
Jimbo Fisher. 


Texas A&M needed a victory worse than the Gators, who hadn’t won an SEC road game since the pandemic 
season of 2020. That’s one reason why Billy Napier was on the sideline in College Station Saturday instead of 


Dan Mullen. 


Napier’s first season has hit turbulence lately. There were one-sided losses to LSU and Georgia. Brenton Cox 
Jr. was kicked off the team. Five-star prospect Cormani McClain committed to Miami. 


Nobody expected an SEC East title this year, but fans were getting a little anxious. A “work in progress” is 
fine, but there needs to be actual progress for it to sell. 


We saw some from the start Saturday with the offense. Anthony Richardson was back in Heisman mode. 
“This is one of those days that is a pivotal day,” Napier said of his QB project. 

We’ve heard that before, only to watch AR’s bad habits flare the next time out. We may see that again against 
South Carolina. But Saturday’s tour de force reminded everyone why it’s worth being extra patient with 
Richardson. 


Speaking of which, how about Florida’s defense? 


It allowed a measly 106 yards, limited the Aggies to an average of 2.9 yards a play and stopped them on seven 
of eight third-down attempts. 


Sure, those are just the second half stats. I’d give you A&M’s first-half numbers, but they are too gargantuan 
to fit on anything smaller than a billboard. 


What made it worse as the Aggies came in averaging an SEC-worst 22.9 points a game. Fisher’s inability to 
develop an offense that could score against south Texas breeze is why those boosters might be scrambling to 
collect $86 million for Fisher’s golden parachute. 


And the squad he put out there Saturday was worse than usual. Flu sidelined a half-dozen contributors, 
including quarterback Conner Weigman. 


Next up: Locusts invade Jimbo’s office. 
But that’s A&M’s problem. Florida fans had enough to fret over in the first half. 


It was so bad, the words “Patrick Toney” were trending on Twitter. Among the comments about UF’s 
defensive coordinator: 


“We couldn’t stop A&M if we had 15 guys on defense. Patrick Toney is stealing paychecks.” 


“Leave it to Patrick Toney to be the only d coordinator in America that can make Jimbo Fisher and this offense 
look good.” 


“Patrick Toney I hate you.” 


Maybe Elon Musk needs to rethink censoring some tweeters. That last guy should at least send Toney an early 
Valentine’s Day card after the second-half resurrection. 


“Ultimately, when adversity is presented to you, it gives you an opportunity to prove what you’re made of,” 
Napier said. 


Adversity came when Adam Mihalek missed a 28-yard field goal at the start of the fourth quarter. Instead of 
falling behind by 13 points, the Aggies and Kyle Field began to stir. 


A&M drove to Florida’s 27-yard line, where Princely Umanmielen blindsided Haynes King and forced a 
fumble. The same thing happened on the Aggies’ next possession, with Antwaun Powell-Ryland doing the 


fumble-producing honors. 


Those heroics were needed because Florida’s offense had stopped scoring. The Aggies got a final boost when 
UF couldn’t punch it in on fourth down from the 2-yard line. 


Given how UF’s defense had played all season, fans had to expect A&M would drive down for a TD, recover 
an onsides kick and score on a last-second pass to win the game. 


Instead, the Gators didn’t allow a first down. 
“They got control of the line of scrimmage,” Fisher said. 


Now there’s another set of words you probably didn’t think you’d read this year. All this unexpected 
vocabulary doesn’t mean Florida suddenly has a good defense. 


It does mean that we shouldn’t be so quick to jump to grand conclusions with Napier, Richardson, Toney, etc., 
etc., etc. 


There are enough signs of progress to think UF can win its final three games. An 8-4 finish and a bow] trip 
might even please the worst Twitter critics. 


When Florida’s defense saves the day, anything is possible. 


Umanmielen, Powell-Ryland pace strong defensive day for Gators

COLLEGE STATION, Tex. — The shock of the news that starting outside linebacker Brenton Cox had been 
dismissed from Florida’s roster with just four contests left on its schedule hadn’t even stopped reverberating 
through the Gators’ football facility when Princely Umanmielen was asked about its impact. 


The sophomore defensive end took a moment to gather his thoughts, considering how best to address the 
forced departure of a teammate of nearly three years. 


He took a deep breath and proceeded. 


“Brenton was a really good player,” Umanmielen said in Gainesville on Wednesday evening. “But I just feel 
like there was a lot of talent under him that’s going to be put on display because the guys behind him aren’t 
that far behind him.” 


Without Cox no longer in the fold, the Gators were forced to rely on players who took part in a rep share while 
spelling the former starter for the first two-thirds of their season: sophomores Antwaun Powell-Ryland and 
Lloyd Summerall. Umanmielen was tabbed to help, too. 


And in their first taste of an increased role, the trio shined, picking up as many sacks collectively in a 41-24 
win at Texas A&M on Saturday as Cox had in eight games this season while forcing two fumbles, recovering 
one and recording nine tackles, including four for a loss. 


It was the most potent day of the year off the edges of Florida’s defensive line, an area that had been 
inconsistent through the previous eight games. 


“Sometimes you don’t know until that opportunity’s presented to you,” Florida head coach Billy Napier said 
after his team’s win in College Station. 


Despite their relative inexperience, Powell-Ryland and Umanmielen were extremely effective from opposite 
ends of Florida’s defensive front against the Aggies. 


Umanmielen offered explosive pass rush and was largely effective against the run, finishing the game with 
three total tackles, two tackles for loss, a sack and a forced fumble. 


The turnover he managed to generate came at a crucial point in the game, too. 


Texas A&M was driving and after nine plays, it reached Florida’s 27-yard line, threatening to narrow a 10- 
point deficit to at least seven points, if not three. But as quick as the Aggies gained some offensive momentum, 
Umanmielen stripped it from them, flying into the backfield and laying a massive blindside hit on quarterback 
Haynes King, who couldn’t maintain possession. 


Summerall was there to recover and the Gator offense, which had already scored 34 points, took over. 


It was a key play in an excellent Florida win by a player who made just the second start of his career despite 
being in his fourth year at the college level. 


“T've been joking with him all week,” Napier said of Umanmielen, who is from Texas. “You know, I said, 
"Hey, going back to the home state, they slept on you coming out. You know, you've got a chance to prove 
yourself.’ Princely's another one of those guys with minimal experience to some degree before this year that 


really is starting to develop nicely as a player. We've played him more in the third down packages here as of 
late, and he's been productive.” 


Powell-Ryland was similarly effective, though he was slightly more involved as a tackler, recording six in the 
contest, including two for a loss. 


The sophomore who had just 14 appearances under his belt in his first two years at Florida also ended an 
Aggies drive with a strip-sack, stealing the ball from King just one drive after Umanmielen did. It was his 
second forced fumble of the season. 


“Antwaun’s a good football player,” Napier said. “He’s been productive when given opportunities in the past. 
Sometimes you don’t know until that opportunity is presented to you. One thing I know about AP is it means 

something to him to do his job for the other players. Great to see him step up and do big things that impacted 

the game today.” 


Playing with a sense of selflessness was seemingly a point of emphasis for the Gators in the wake of Cox 
dismissal. On Wednesday, midseason All-American right guard O’Cyrus Torrence said Florida’s players had 
to be “in this thing together” and eliminate behavior that does not contribute to the Gators’ collective efforts. 


And on Saturday, Florida played with the cohesion Napier had been searching for. 


“T think that this game of football we spend countless hours on scheme, countless hours training, lifting 
weights, running, working on fundamentals, working on situational football,” Napier said, “but there’s a 
human element to this game and that’s a battle that we’ve been living with this group of players and I really 
can’t complement the leadership on our staff and the leadership amongst our players enough relative to, the 
character right, the accountability, the brotherhood, playing the game with a special team dynamic, a certain 
morale, just out of respect for the game and the way it should be played, and I think we saw some of that 
today.” 


It was especially apparent on the defensive side of the ball in the second half when the Gators managed to shut 
out the Aggies and limit them to just 106 total yards while forcing two turnovers. 


Florida senior linebacker Ventrell Miller, who has been described by coaches and teammates as the heartbeat 
of the Gators’ defensive efforts, said keeping Texas A&M off the scoreboard in the second half was a priority 
after Florida allowed it to score 24 points on 307 total yards before the intermission. 


“T think it just had to do with the halftime speech from some of the coaches and players,” Miller said of the 
Gators’ second half success. “We know we started off flat-footed, just taking ownership of that, and like I said, 
we just got the boys motivated second half and everybody came out and did their job, and we showed them 
how the Florida Gators defense can play.” 


It was a sign of significant progress for a defense that entered play on Saturday ranked at or near the bottom in 
nearly every meaningful statistic, including third downs, an area that has drawn the ire of Florida faithful. 


“T don’t think it’s about the play call,” Napier said. ‘I don’t think it’s about the fundamentals. I think it’s about 
what’s going on between the ears, I think it’s about the relationships in the room, | think it’s about being 
committed to the people around you and playing the game with those intentions.” 


As Napier starts the process of molding Florida’s team chemistry in the mold he set out for it, the group has 
improved. Umanmielen and Powell-Ryland, among others, were proof. 


“It’s good to see players lead and I think that’s part of a team that we are developing,” Napier said. “We took a 
step in the right direction in that regard today.” 


LB Amari Burney Setting a 'Big Picture' Example for Billy Napier's Gators

While identifying talent for the future — both currently on the roster and in the prep ranks — is 
imperative at this stage for the Florida Gators, the staff is also focused on instilling a certain style of 
operation and similar mindsets for players into the mix. 


Running back Montrell Johnson and offensive lineman O'Cyrus Torrence have seen what having the right 
pieces that operate a certain way can do for success on a Billy Napier-coached team during their time at 
Louisiana-Lafayette. Their ability to set examples for the new culture is a major reason Napier brought 
the duo over to anchor vital spots in Florida's offense and the locker room. 


However, there is a search for more from the personnel group Napier took over. 


One of the players Napier inherited that he's credited as a player to emulate moving forward in the team's 
rebuilding efforts is linebacker Amari Burney, who has started every game for the Gators this season. 


"Amari is one of the best players that we have, big picture-wise, relative to his attitude, his energy every 
day, the consistency in which he shows up and works," Napier said on Monday. "Nothing but respect for 
Amari in his overall approach." 


Burney has turned in multiple big performances as a fifth-year senior in 2022, with his best overall outing 
coming against Georgia on Saturday. 


He accounted for seven tackles and forced two third-quarter turnovers — with a forced fumble on the first 
defensive drive of the second half and an interception on the second. 


His impact in that part of the contest led to Florida's 17 unanswered points in the third quarter, clawing 
back within one possession of the No. 1 Bulldogs at a score of 28-20. That resiliency, which Napier 
coined as a potential "turning point," is an embodiment of Burney's career with the Gators as someone 
who's experienced considerable ups and downs throughout his time in Gainesville. 


He started his career in orange and blue by being jerked around the defensive backfield with time training 
at STAR and safety before eventually settling in as an off-ball linebacker. That time away from the 
position he would ultimately man stunted his growth as a defender early on, and has left some lasting 
effects on Burney's development at the collegiate level. 


But, this season, Burney has not-so-quietly had his best year with the Gators. He's rated as one of the 
team's best pass rushers and has multiple game-changing plays on his resume to either win Florida the 
game or put them in a position to contend in the matchup. 


Burney's teammates take notice of his consistency and resiliency despite the adversity he has and 
continues to face. 


On Saturday, that moment of adversity came when Dawgs tight end Brock Bowers scored from 73 yards 

out in the first half despite Burney's tight coverage of the All-American caliber talent. Burney got a hand 

on Stetson Bennett's pass down the left boundary, but instead of knocking it away, the ball ricocheted off 
his helmet before being bobbled and secured by Bowers to extend the Georgia lead to 21-0. 


He bounced back in the third quarter to catalyze the Florida comeback attempt. 


"The kid's resilient," the sophomore defensive lineman Tyreak Sapp said about Burney during his 
postgame media availability on Saturday. "He has a one-track mind and he has a one-play mind. That play 
was over, it's time to play the next play and it's time to win this game, at least attempt to win this game, 
and keep on pushing forward. Because, you know, the harder you play, the more resilient you are. 


"The more we come together [on] defense, the better chance we have at winning games like this." 


While they didn't win, the bleak reality that a 28-3 halftime score provided Florida did not deter Burney 
from producing at a high level in the second half, showcasing himself as a key piece for the defense. 


"This is a guy that has the respect of his peers," Napier said. "He's a smart player. He's a really good 
communicator, and he's really a versatile player. He's been very productive for us." 


Fellow starting linebacker Ventrell Miller, who is in his sixth season with the Gators and considered the 
leader of the defense, also speaks highly of Burney. Not only does his play pop off the film, but Miller 
credits Burney for his understanding of the new scheme that they've had equal time to learn. 

Miller said that helps him when he's on the field. 

"He knows the system in and out," Miller said on Oct. 5. "Even he helps me sometimes." 

While he may not be with the squad in 2023 due to his expiring eligibility, Burney will be an example for 


others to emulate as it pertains to the type of players Napier and Co. look to line the roster within their 
rebuilding efforts over the next few seasons. 


Katie Turner details Florida's evaluation process, recruiting strategy

From a recruiting standpoint, Florida football staff members just completed two of their most important 
weeks during the 2022 season. 


On the heels of a couple four-star commitments, the LSU game served as the Gators’ big recruiting 
weekend and their first round of official visitors this fall. 


That led into the bye week, UF’s only open date during the season. It was an opportunity for the staff to 
reassess its recruiting board, hit the road for high school games and conduct in-person evaluations. 


How do the Florida coaches determine their top targets? Which staff members watch a prospect’s tape 
before it reaches Billy Napier’s desk? And after the evaluation process, what does the recruitment of a 
player entail? 


Katie Turner, Florida’s assistant athletic director of recruiting strategy, recently appeared on Napier’s 
radio show and detailed the program’s recruiting operations. 


How UF’s evaluation process works 


Florida’s recruitment of any player starts in the film room. Before Napier evaluates a prospect himself 
and extends an offer, his army does in the initial scouting. 


“Tt actually all starts with our personnel department,” Turner said. “We have a personnel department that 
is really similar to an NFL Scouting department. Jacob LaFrance is our director of player personnel, and 
he has a full team underneath him. We have such an amazing staff that deserve a lot more shoutouts, so 
I’m just going to say all their names. So, Joe Hamilton (personnel analyst — defense), Nick McDonald 
(personnel analyst- offense), Lamar Sorey (quality control — personnel), Ross Bares (player personnel 
assistant), Bird Sherrill (director of college personnel) and Chase Clark (assistant for college personnel). 


“They will go through and look at every high school recruit’s film. We start with a four-hour radius. So, 
we Start in Gainesville and we work our way out four hours. And they comb through every single high 
school player. Anyone that’s on a roster, anyone that has film, they’re combing through it. Now, those 
guys were brought from UL with Coach Napier, so it was a very easy transition. They know his standard, 
they know what type of player they’re looking for, the quality of player. So, they start with that four-hour 
radius and then they work their way out.” 


Outside of the four-hour radius, Turner said UF’s personnel staff focuses on five core states before 
evaluating prospects nationally. 


“Florida is, of course. Gotta recruit Florida. That’s one of the core five states,” Turner said. “And then we 
have Georgia, Alabama, North Carolina and South Carolina and those are our five core states. And so, 
once they go from Florida, they do the other core states and then they go through all the film nationally. 
So that’s when you’re looking just at the best players in the whole entire country. Of course, you’re in 
Louisiana, Texas, California, so on and so forth. They do all of that.” 


All but one of Florida’s 21 commits come from the five core states, with New Jersey four-star defensive 
lineman Will Norman being the exception. UF’s top-10 class has an average distance to Gainesville of 
178.9 miles —the shortest distance of any Gators class dating back to the Steve Spurrier era — with 16 
recruits from the Sunshine State. 


After Florida’s personnel staff gives the green light on a prospect, his film is then evaluated by three more 
coaches before Napier. 


“Tf our personnel department doesn’t believe a player fits the standard, then it won’t even make it to a 
coach,” Turner said. “But any players that they’re like, ‘Yep, this guy would have an impact or this guy 
could make it here and he’d be what we’re looking for’, when that happens it then goes to the area coach 
and the area coach evaluates them. They have all these different criteria that they’re ranking them on. 


“After the area coach, then it goes to the position coach. Then from the position coach, it goes to the 
coordinator and then from the coordinator it finally gets to the head coach. So, it’s a very, very in-depth 
process. There are a lot of people that put their eyes on them and evaluate them.”

Once prospects have been targeted and/or offered by the staff, the next step is getting them to Gainesville. 
From there, the coaches turn it over to Turner, who oversees the whole on-campus recruiting operation. 


“By the time we do really get them on campus, we have a really good feel of what type of player they are, 
how they would make an impact in our defense or offense,” Turner said. “When everyone kind of decides 
that a player would make a huge impact for us, then the position coach and the area coach kind of work in 
tandem with them. And they say, ‘OK, let’s try to get this kid on campus.’ Then that’s when they come to 
me and my team. 


“T have an incredible team. Bri Wade is our director of recruiting operations and special events and then 
Sierra Griffin is our on-campus recruiting coordinator. And then we go through our whole gamut of, OK, 
what do we have to do? Is this first visit? Is this second visit? What did he see the first time? What hasn’t 
he seen? What’s important to him? So, every single on-campus visit is tailored to that specific prospect’s 
wants and needs.” 


Turner said she and her team also work hand in hand with Florida’s creative media department. They hold 
weekly meetings every Wednesday to discuss their social media strategy and create new graphics and 
videos for recruits. 


“Our creative team is amazing,” Turner said. “We have Doug Domingue (senior director of recruiting 
innovation), Tamsyn Stonebarger (associate director of digital strategy, Jordan Herald (director of 
creative media) Drew Mathis (assistant director of creative media and recruiting), Scott Hoffman 
(assistant director of creative video) and Randy Mickens (associate director of creative video for 
recruiting). They make up the whole creative department. 


“So, if you guys follow us on social media and you’re like, ‘These videos have been so great lately,’ or 
you’ve seen the hype videos from the official visits and our graphics that recruits tweet out, that’s a whole 
new staff that we really beefed up this past season and they’ve been doing a great job. We work hand in 
hand with them because a lot of their work ties into recruiting as well.” 


Ventrell Miller has come a long way on his 'crazy journey' at Florida

Ventrell Miller has a motto. It often guides him toward collisions with other human beings. 


This weekend, he will take a softer approach. 


It’s a bye week for Florida, and the team’s best player plans to be in the Fort Myers area. As calamitous 
as UF’s defense has been this season, Miller knows a real disaster when he sees one. 


“My motto is “Dirty Hard Work.” I put this term to use daily on the field, but now it’s time to apply it to a 
real-life situation.” 


So reads this introduction on the GoFundMe page Miller set up to raise money for victims of Hurricane 
Ian. It’s raised about $9,000 as of Wednesday. Miller was hoping for more, but he’ll gladly take what’s 
there and distribute it to people in and around Lee County. 

If that’s how Miller chooses to spend his one Saturday off this fall, no one in Gainesville is surprised. 


“Ventrell is what being a University of Florida football player is all about,” Billy Napier said. 


Those are words almost nobody expected they’d hear from a Florida coach shortly after Miller arrived on 
campus. He and eight other players used stolen credit card numbers to go on personal spending sprees. 


The players were suspended the entire 2017 season. Some transferred or just fell by the wayside. Miller 
decided to stick it out. 


“Tt matured him,” said his brother Antonio. “He didn’t even know if he would make it back to the team. It 
was all so real, so fast.” 


Antonio is the one who came up with the hurricane relief idea. A lot of players have capitalized on their 
fame with NIL, and many have used that platform for charitable purposes. Ventrell wasn’t sure his name 
was big enough to generate much attention. 

“He’s a humble guy,” Antonio said. “He doesn’t think about it in that light.” 

Ventrell Miller's Millerville Foundation seeks to do good 

They set up a nonprofit and named it Millerville Foundation Inc. Considering their football fame, 
Millerville would have been a fitting name for Lakeland when the brothers were coming up. 

They shared the hard-working gene. Antonio was two years older, but never filled out quite like his 
younger brother. He walked on as a long snapper at FAMU and turned himself into an AII-MEAC 
linebacker. 


Ventrell? There was always something a little different about him. 


“When it came to football,” Antonio said, “he always had malicious intent.” 


As a Pee Wee League running back, Ventrell wanted to destroy tacklers. As a college linebacker, he’s a 
ball-seeking missile. 


He dug himself out of the credit scam doghouse, made the SEC All-Academic Honor Roll and returned an 
interception 82 yards for touchdown as a redshirt freshman. He entrenched himself as a starter the next 
season. 


The Gators found out how valuable Miller is last year. He tore a biceps tendon in Week 2 and missed the 
rest of the season. 


The overall defense hasn’t been much better this year, ranking No. 106 out of 131 FBS teams in total 
defense. It might be No. 131 without Miller. A foot injury has required a lot of rehab and grimacing, but 
Miller still might win the Comeback Player of the Year award. 


Billy Napier calls Ventrell Miller 'inspirational' 
"The guy’s inspirational relative to his example, his consistency as a person, his leadership, his presence,” 


Napier said. 


Again, how odd that would have sounded in 2017. Though a little more context might help explain the 
transformation. Ventrell is the second oldest of five boys, raised by a single mother. 


“T guess you could say it wasn’t your typical American Dream you see on TV,” Antonio said. 
Their grandparents helped out as much as possible, but Millerville would never be mistaken for Park 
Avenue. Against that backdrop, you can see how a kid leaving home for the first time might be enticed by 


easy money. 


That doesn’t excuse thievery. Miller deserved the punishment he got. But he also deserved understanding 
and a chance to make things right. 


“Definitely a crazy journey,” he said. “I think it definitely made me the person I am today.” 
The journey will take a detour to Southwest Florida this weekend. The Gators’ defensive woes turn trivial 
compared to the catastrophe down there. Beyond the financial aid Miller will bring, maybe the hurricane 


victims can take something from the words he lives by. 


Life can turn into a mess. But you can dig out if you put in enough dirty hard work. 


Three Gators, Three Stories That Make Disability Awareness Month Personal 


for Them

They have different backgrounds and play different sports. But each has unique experiences that make this 
month — October is Disability Awareness Month — personal. 


Gators football player Desmond Watson has a younger brother with cerebral palsy. During her freshman year 
at UF, soccer player Fran Faraci was diagnosed with ADHD and a reading comprehension disorder. Women's 
basketball assistant coach Julian Assibey, a native of Ghana in West Africa, discovered he had dyslexia as an 
adult. 


The trio has pushed past limitations and boundaries to find success, a message that Kelley Catenacci and 
Chelsea Iobst of the Otis Hawkins Center for Academic and Personal Excellence strive to teach in their daily 
interactions with UF student-athletes. 


Catenacci is director of learning services at the Hawkins Center, and Iobst is an assistant director. They have 
spent October raising awareness on campus and social media that people with learning disabilities can 
overcome them with the appropriate resources and proper outlook. 


"It promotes conversation about a topic that has a little bit of a stigma to it," Catenacci said. "Oftentimes, those 
types of disabilities tend to be more invisible. So, if we are able to educate people and have a conversation 
about how it might impact people, I think we can create a space that is a little bit more welcoming and 
inclusive for people, whether it's at a college campus, in an office building or the larger society." 


The Hawkins Center has displayed signs and held various events to raise awareness among UF's student- 
athletes. On Tuesday, a conversation titled "Disability and Student-Athletes" was scheduled. The panel 
featured UF's Disability Resource Center representatives, the College of Education and the Hawkins Center 
Learning Services. 


"We spend a lot of time with students trying to help them identify with their disability because it really brings 
so much weight off of them," Iobst said. "To hear it and to see it gives them a sense of relief." 


When it comes to the types of disabilities that Catenacci and Iobst often help students overcome, one hurdle 
rises higher than the rest. 


"The biggest stigma, I think, for people who have learning disabilities is that they're not smart or that they're 
not capable of doing something," Catenacci said. "It's not who you are. It's what you have." 


The list of factors contributing to difficulty learning before a diagnosis is long: teaching style, class structure, 
physical environment and distractions. 


UF football player Chief Borders has watched friends, family members and teammates struggle with 
academics until diagnosed with a learning disability. He is an active supporter of the cause because he has 
witnessed success stories. 


"Some people don't get it the first time," Borders said. "That's perfectly OK. I just feel when people are there to 
help, it just makes everything a lot easier. It makes you feel like you're not alone." 


The playbook for success in teaching those with disabilities starts with awareness. Once there is a diagnosis, a 
plan of attack can be created, leading to life changes. 


Assibey can relate. 


"One of the things I really love about this awareness month is that it talks about all kinds of disabilities," 
Assibey said. "It allows you to feel normal, and what is normal, knowing that people are in the fight with you." 


To help raise awareness, Watson, Faraci and Assibey shared their personal stories and why they want to serve 
as advocates of Disability Awareness Month: 


DESMOND WATSON 


A promising player on Florida's defensive line, Watson has garnered attention this season for cracking the 
regular rotation and earning his first career start. 


Watson wears No. 21, an unusual number for a defensive tackle. But there's a story behind why he gave up the 
No. 99 he used to wear. 


"He wore 21," Watson said. "He comes to most of my games. Whenever he sees me in uniform with No. 21 on, 
he lights up a lot. He really, really likes that." 


According to Watson, his younger brother, Dyson McNeal, suffered a devastating stroke and subsequent brain 
damage when Dyson was only 5 years old. Dyson was already showing signs of being the best player in the 
family. That's saying something since their older brother, Darrian McNeal, starred at quarterback for Armwood 
High near Tampa and is a former receiver at Oregon. 


"It happened out of nowhere," Watson said. "My older brother had just went to college. My mom was getting 
ready to go to his first spring game, actually, and she had to come back from the airport. [Dyson] was in the 
hospital for months." 


Watson was in eighth grade at the time. Meanwhile, Dyson made it home from the hospital but was diagnosed 
with cerebral palsy, which has left him physically impaired. Watson discovered in an instant how life could 
change. 


"There's a lot of stuff we're still getting used to," he said. "It was definitely rough when it happened, but I feel 
like we adjusted pretty well. He's still happy. He can't walk, he can't talk and stuff like that, but he can 
communicate with us through facial expressions and body language." 


Dyson is now 11 and remains an inspiration to his big brother, who has learned about disabilities you can see, 
such as his Dyson's, and those you cannot. 


"I feel like his situation really helped me understand other people's disabilities," Watson said. "I feel like many 
people may look at how he looks, I guess you could say, with him having cerebral palsy. He can't really 
function his limbs or talk. People might look at him and think that he can't understand or has a learning 
disability, but he can read a room. He knows what people are saying. He still has the same attitude he had 
before. He is smart. He jokes around a lot in his own way. He can communicate with us. We know what he is 


trying to say." 


Florida football: Louisiana HS stars Montrell Johnson, Trevor Etienne spark 


UF's run game

The Florida football run game has been fueled by a pair of Louisiana running backs from different 
backgrounds who took different paths to join first-year coach Billy Napier’s program. 


Sophomore Montrell Johnson Jr. (46 carries, 368 yards, 5 TDs) and freshman Trevor Etienne (45 carries, 
306 yards, 2 TDs) will look to continue their success against home-state powerhouse LSU on Saturday at 
The Swamp (7 p.m., ESPN). 


Johnson, from New Orleans, and Etienne, from Jennings, La., are two of six players from The Pelican 
State on UF's roster. Two of those, Johnson and preseason All-American guard O’Cyrus Torrence, 
transferred to UF from Louisiana, where Napier coached for four seasons before being hired by UF. 


“We reaped the benefits of it at Louisiana,” Napier said. “And certainly, I think that we've got a handful 
of Louisiana kids on our team that are going to be excited about it. Any player that's from the state that 
we're competing against is always excited about playing in front of their home team. 


“When you talk about per capita, when you talk about player production in the state of Louisiana, it's as 
good as there is in the country. About 100 Division I players a year, and certainly we had our fair share of 
them at the previous stop.” 


Johnson goes from Sun Belt to the SEC 

Johnson came out of De La Salle High in New Orleans, a high-powered program that has produced a 
handful of NFL players and competes in the city’s competitive Catholic league. He was the 48th ranked 
running back in the Class of 2020 and had offers from Tennessee, Virginia and Arizona, but not LSU. 
Rather than leave his home state for a Power Five program, Johnson spent his freshman year at Louisiana 
with Napier, where he earned Sun Belt freshman of the year honors with 838 yards and 12 rushing TDs. 


The 5-foot-11, 218-pound Johnson then followed Napier to Florida, where his running ability has 
translated to the SEC level. His 8.0 yards per carry ranks second in the SEC among running backs, behind 
only Alabama standout Jahmyr Gibbs. Johnson has shown an ability to get tough yards inside the tackles 
in the red zone and spring some big runs. Four of Johnson’s carries this season have gone for 30 yards or 
more, including a 62-yard TD run against USF. 


Against Missouri last week, Johnson rushed 8 times for 86 yards, which included runs of 41 and 36 yards. 


“We were just taking what the defense was giving us throughout the whole, entire game,” Johnson said. “I 
think that the defense got worn out toward the second half and that’s why everything started to pop as it 
did.” 


Etienne all about football and family 

Etienne hails from Jennings, a small town (pop. 10,383) off Interstate 10 about 40 miles west of the 
Louisiana campus in Lafayette. As a junior, Etienne helped lead Jennings High to a state runner-up finish, 
boosting the pride of a city whose residents work in the oil fields and plants around town. 


“Tt’s a blue collar, work hard town,” Jennings High coach Rusty Phelps said. “They are proud of this 
community, they’re proud of this football program, and they support these kids who you know go on to 
play at the next level.” 


At Jennings High, Etienne was preceded by his older brother, Travis, who went on to star at Clemson 
before being picked by the Jacksonville Jaguars in the first round of the 2021 NFL Draft. The brothers, 
Phelps said, were close but competitive. 


“That’s one of the things Travis instilled in him was, this is a job, you have to take this serious, and you 
have to work every day at it,” Phelps said. 


The brothers spent summers together in the weight room. Trevor was a three-sport athlete who played 
point guard on the basketball team as a freshman and sophomore and then played baseball in the spring. 
Playing point guard helped Trevor with his field vision and cut back ability, along with playing in a veer 
option offense at Jennings. 


“The style of offense that we run I think benefitted him and his brother when they got to the next level, 
and I think you know that’s just part of the vision,” Phelps said. “Because you know, it’s not always 
blocked great, and you have to kind ad lib a little bit and maybe cut back or cut out. I think that’s some of 
the vision he has developed over the years.” 


The younger Etienne was recruited by LSU, but because of his older brother’s success at Clemson, his 
mind was open to leaving the state. He had developed a close relationship with Napier at Louisiana and 
Louisiana running backs coach Jabar Juluke. Clemson also recruited Trevor hard, but when Napier and 
Juluke both wound up at Florida, he chose to play for the Gators. 


“The familiarity with those two men had a lot to do with the decision that was made for him to go to 
Florida,” Phelps said. 


Etienne enrolled at UF early and gained the trust of the coaching staff during fall camp. As a true 
freshman, Etienne rushed for 64 yards on 5 carries in his debut against Utah, then wowed the crowd at 
The Swamp with a nifty, 11-yard TD run on a cut back against Kentucky. He’s coming off a season-high 
83 yards on 10 carries against Missouri, which included a 39-yard run. 


“He's always been a sharp, mature kid,” Napier said. “I was impressed with the work he did in the spring 
semester before he got here. I thought he really worked hard, and he was well prepared upon arrival. 


“You're talking about a football family. You're talking about a kid who is intelligent, he's mature, he's got 
character, and he's continuing to get better. I thought we saw that Saturday.” 


7=1? Gators Detail OL Growth; Richie Leonard, Austin Barber's Emergence

Five equals one, unless six or seven equals one. 


While the equation may not indicate that Florida assistants Rob Sale and Darnell Stapleton majored in 
mathematical studies, the Gators’ unique duo of offensive line coaches’ formula is working in their 
approach to developing UF's trenches. 


And, in football terms, the blueprint makes a lot of sense. Think of a chain being as strong as its weakest 
link — one quality offensive line is made of five quality contributors. But in Florida's case, that number 
extends to seven. 


"We've got a saying in the O-line room, five equals one," interior lineman Richie Leonard IV said after 
Florida's win over Eastern Washington. "And our coaches preach to us, coach Sale and coach Stapleton, 
you know, if six equals one, six are going to play. If seven equals one, seven are going to play." 


That's been the case through six games of the 2022 season. Leonard, a backup on UF's depth chart, has 
frequently cracked the lineup along Florida's interior offensive line, appearing in five games and tallying 
89 snaps along the way, with over half of those reps coming in the Gators' FBS contests this season. 


He's aligned at all three interior spots, left and right guard as well as center, and has graded out well in 
each performance. Leonard has yet to allow a quarterback pressure or sack, according to Pro Football 
Focus, and has improved his PFF run-blocking grade almost every week, beginning with a "below 
average" score of 53.8 against Utah and peaking with a "high quality" mark of 80.5 versus EWU. 


Keep in mind, Florida's offense has only been credited for four sacks allowed this season, good for the 
second-best mark in the SEC, and ranks No. 4 in the conference for generating 213.7 rushing yards per 
game. Leonard's utilization hasn't been out of necessity, but rather because he's earned the opportunities. 


"Just going through this camp and into this season so far," Leonard explained, "I think I've worked pretty 
hard, being able to be that sixth guy to step up." 


His fellow linemen agree. 


"Richie is a great asset for the team," starting offensive tackle Richard Gouraige said in September. 
"Having him rotate in [on] the offensive line has definitely helped us." 


Leonard's emergence extended UF's formula from five to six equaling one. Another young lineman, 
redshirt freshman Austin Barber, has stepped up in a big way this season and added another tally to the 
left side of the equation. 


Barber was tasked with replacing Michael Tarquin in Week 2 against Kentucky when the Gators' starting 
right tackle went down with a lower-body injury. Tarquin has yet to be cleared to return, resulting in 
Barber earning four starts and 287 snaps in total through six appearances. 


He, too, has yet to allow a sack, but has given up eight pressures thus far per PFF. In fairness, three of 
those came in Barber's fill-in showing in Week 2, and four stemmed from the first road appearance of his 


college career versus Tennessee. He's graded out as "above average" or better, with one "elite" mark of 
90.1 vs. USF, as a run blocker in four of his six games as well. 


"Coach Sale and coach Stape have turned me into a new player," Barber said last week. 


“T’ve been a totally different player from high school to now. In high school I was kind of like a big guy, 
just taking people down. It was easy. But when I came here it was a reality moment, that I actually had to 
get better with my technique and fundamentals." 


Both Leonard and Barber thoroughly credited Sale and Stapleton for placing an emphasis on improving 
their blocking techniques this offseason, proving beneficial as the duo has quickly taken on significant 
roles in the Gators' offense as a result of mechanical development. 


Head coach Billy Napier offered a glimpse into the process of developing their technique and shared his 
pleasure in Leonard and Barber's growth, as well as the rest of the offensive line's progression with Sale 
and Stapleton supervising the unit. 


"I think it's really a developmental position and one that requires a lot of synchronization," Napier said. 
"You know, great communication, there's a set of fundamentals that need to be taught there. 


"We have two full-time coaches that are on the field, we're the only team in the country that has that. And 
we really have created a culture here where the offensive line has been and will continue to be a strength 
of our team." 


In the event that an injury, or perhaps underwhelming play, the quality of depth on an offensive line can 
make or break an offense. Six games into Napier, Sale and Stapleton's tenures at Florida, Week 1 reserves 
have developed into capable contributors, strengthening the unit as a whole and lending credence to the 
idea that, in this sport, one does not always equal one. 


In this case, seven and one are one and the same. 
"Austin and Richie made leaps and bounds as players individually and [are] kind of fitting into the unit 


better," explained starting left guard Ethan White. "Just having them in practice and games and just being 
ready at all times helps." 


Montrell Johnson hasn’t skipped a beat in Gainesville

Louisiana running back, Montrell Johnson, entered the transfer portal on January 5th of 2022. Eight days later, 
Johnson transferred to the Florida Gators. This was one of the more impactful additions of the offseason. 


Johnson was just a true freshman in 2021, but that didn’t stop Napier from giving him the football. Johnson ran 
the ball 162 times, totaling 838 rushing yards and a team high 12 touchdowns. 


My preseason offensive MVP has not disappointed through six weeks of the 2022 season. Johnson has a team 
high 46 carries for 368 yards and five touchdowns, which ranks T-2 in the SEC. Johnson’s eight yards per 
carry ranks 2nd in the SEC, trailing only Alabama’s Jahmyr Gibbs. 


Johnson’s 5-11, 218-pound frame has been tough for opposing teams to bring down this season. Johnson 
averages 3.57 yards after contact, which is good enough for 7th in the SEC amongst RBs. Johnson’s broken 
tackle rate is 39.96%, ranking 6th in the league. Johnson has impressive elusiveness for someone his size. 


In 2021, Johnson logged a top speed of 21.5 mph in the open field. Johnson has frequently shown us that he’s 
not just a power back or a redzone threat. 


His big run rate (run of 20+ yards) of 8.7% ranks Ist in the SEC. He also ranks Ist in explosive play 
percentage rate amongst SEC RBs. 


The Gators’ offensive line is making the game way easier for Johnson and the rest of the running back unit. 
Johnson averages 4.46 yards before contact, which is the highest number amongst SEC RBs. The Gators’ OL 
has been one of the best in college football through six weeks, creating huge rushing lanes for their RBs. 


Johnson’s explosiveness, vision, and speed has allowed him to take advantage of great offensive line play. 


Alabama running backs, Jahmyr Gibbs and Jase McClellan rank 2nd and 3rd in yards before contact. Trevor 
Etienne ranks 6th in this category. 


Johnson isn’t the only back in the Gators room that’s at the top of the SEC in multiple categories. Gators’ 
rookie running back Trevor Etienne averages 6.8 yards per carry which ranks 3rd in the SEC. His broken 
tackle rate of 44.44% ranks 3rd in the SEC. He ranks 5th in the league in YAC, with an average of 3.78 yards. 


The advanced stats suggest that Florida’s offensive line and running backs are around the same level of 
Alabama’s in certain categories; that speaks volumes. 


The Louisiana transfer has been a bright spot for the Florida Gators through six weeks. Johnson is only a 
sophomore; he’s got two more years of eligibility left. 


It’s hard not to get excited about the future of the Gators’ running back room with Johnson and Etienne leading 
the pack. It’s early in both of their young careers, but they both have what it takes to play on Sunday’s.

‘That truly hits my heart': Ventrell Miller mentorship key in Jaydon Hill

Ventrell Miller’s eyes occasionally wandered to the front of the room, checking on a teammate he had 
long taken under his wing, sophomore cornerback Jaydon Hill. 


After a career performance in Florida’s 24-17 homecoming win over Missouri on Saturday, Hill was 
summoned to address a room full of media members, a momentum many thought was a long-time coming 
after he emerged as a standout player very early on in his career but had his promising trajectory stunted 
by two knee injuries that required surgery over roughly a year-and-a-half. 


Miller, who also spoke to media members on Saturday afternoon, beamed with pride as Hill had his 
moment. 


“Tt feels great to see Hill make some big time plays,” Miller said. “He's been working extremely hard 
throughout recovery. I've been working with him through recovery, so I'm extremely happy for him and 
I'm glad he got to make a couple plays like that. 


“Happy to see him smiling on the podium so it’s a great feeling.” 


While they don’t play the same positions, Hill said he has learned as much from Miller as he has anyone, 
a mentorship born from commonalities between the two players’ career paths and personal troubles. 


Both have missed significant time due to injuries, Hill a torn ACL two weeks into Florida’s 2021 fall 
camp that forced him to miss the entire season and Miller a torn bicep early on in the 2021 campaign that 
put him on the shelf for the year. 


Both have dealt with legal issues that forced them to rapidly mature. A former three-star prospect out of 
Kathleen High School in Lakeland, Miller joined the Gators in 2017 but spent the entire season away 
from the team as he served a suspension for his role in a felony fraud scandal while Hill reached a 
deferred prosecution agreement last year over three third-degree felony theft charges, stemming from the 
use of a debit card stolen from a vehicle to pay off hefty University of Florida parking-ticket debts. 


Their struggles have bonded them. 


“Ventrell, to this day, he keeps me going every day,” Hill said Wednesday. “That’s someone that truly 
hits my heart.” 


Without Miller, Hill said his performance against the Tigers wouldn’t have been possible. The sophomore 
cornerback recorded his first and second-career interceptions, including a first-quarter pick-six that 
ultimately proved critical in his team’s one-score win. Hill’s second interception came in the red zone 
with Missouri threatening to score. 


“Ventrell himself, he always on me, he never really let me be down,” Hill said. “Like, it didn’t matter, it 
didn't matter.” 


It was a long road to that success. 


A former four-star prospect out of Bob Jones High School in Madison, Alabama, Hill joined Florida’s 
roster in 2019 after missing his entire senior year at the prep level due to a torn ACL. 


But a lengthy absence from the field and lack of experience that was far greater than most his age seemed 
to immediately pale in comparison to his talent as he emerged as a viable reserve option in his first season 
at the college level and went on to appear in 10 games. 


A year later, in 2020, Hill made five starts in 12 appearances and finished the season with 14 total tackles 
and seven passes defended, which ranked second on the team behind only 2022 first-round selection Kaiir 
Elam. 


It catapulted the young corner into a position to compete for a full-time starting job opposite Elam in 
2021, something that never materialized as he tore his ACL two weeks into Florida’s fall camp and 
missed the entire campaign while his legal troubles persisted. 


Hill described it as one of the most trying periods of his life. 
“T'm just blessed to still be playing,” he said. “Honestly, I wasn't even supposed to play this year. 
It’s what made Saturday’s outing that much more rewarding for him. 


“Words can’t even describe the feeling honestly,” Hill said. “Just grateful for being here, you know? 
Being able to play.” 


While Hill’s performance was certainly momentous in terms of it marking the end of a lengthy battle with 
two serious knee injuries, his showing was hardly a surprise to his head coach and teammates, who saw 
flashes of his capabilities in the spring in the windows when he was healthy enough to participate. 


“He’s got passion about the game,” head coach Billy Napier said. “I always felt like watching him in 
spring ball that he was one of the best players we have.” 


Added running back Montrell Johnson: “He was just winning all of his one-on-ones. That’s how he stood 
out to me. Open-field tackling, he was great at that and I’m just glad to have him back on the field.” 


Hill said he’ll never forget Saturday’s game so long as he lives. It was a career performance for a player 
who struggled just to get on the field this season. Now, Hill is eager to continue to make sizable 
contributions without restriction. 


“T was honestly supposed to wear a brace today,” Hill said. “And before the game, it was just — like this 
was my last week wearing it, but before the game I was just telling myself like, ‘I’m good.’ I went 
through pregame and I was moving around and I was like, ‘Man, I’m not wearing it.’ Like, they came up 
and brought it to the sideline and I’m just like, ‘I’m not wearing it,’ you know? Honestly, it was just a lot 
of hard work, a lot of late nights, early mornings, a lot of tears. It was a grind.” 


Gators CB Jaydon Hill made a difference in win against Missouri. Some 


teammates ‘got teary-eyed’

GAINESVILLE, Fla. — When the trainer came through Florida’s pregame locker room bearing a knee 
brace, Jaydon Hill brushed him away. New day, new feels, a new lease on leg. The cornerback, only three 
months removed from surgery on his lateral collateral ligament, was determined to shed the final 
reminder of his summertime injury. 


“T just didn’t need that brace,” Hill said. “It wasn’t serving a purpose. It was just a burden.” 


While most of us probably shouldn’t quit that cycle of antibiotics or blow off physical therapy, Hill’s self- 
diagnosis proved to be spot-on. The bare-kneed protagonist snagged the first two interceptions of his 
career, including a pick six, and Florida edged Missouri 24-17 to shed a burden of its own: a six-game 
SEC losing skid that stretched 364 days. 


The Gators (4-2, 1-2) reached the midpoint of the regular season with five games decided in the final 
minutes. The weekly margin for error is so minuscule we aren’t sure whether to agonize over the losses 
that got away or praise a deity for the wins. 


“T think we’ve developed some togetherness,” coach Billy Napier said. “There’s some chemistry there. 
We have not executed our formula to win games at the rate in which we would desire. We’re very much a 
work in progress, but I do believe in this group relative to the fight they show, the competitive spirit, the 
intangibles.” 


Napier called Hill “a difference-maker today” and called him in front of teammates for a postgame 
celebration that stands as a testament to arthroscopy. Hill tore his right ACL in high school and tore the 
left last season, making you wonder if his latest injury was bad luck or bad ligaments. 


He returned to the lineup last week against Eastern Washington and played timidly. So imagine the 
surprise of Missouri quarterback Brady Cook when the apprehensive player he saw on film turned into a 
ballhawk. 


When Cook fired a third-and-6 slant near midfield, Hill recognized the route combination as one he’d 
watched three times the previous night. The third-year sophomore broke on the ball and made the 
interception, seeing a path so clear that teammate Gervon Dexter was the only player with an angle to 
possibly catch him. After Hill reached the end zone, the entire defense caught up and swarmed him. 


“Some of them got teary-eyed,” he said, “and I’m like, ‘Man, come on!’” 
Hill last returned an interception for a touchdown in 2017, his junior season at Bob Jones High, against 
Gadsden City (Ala.). And for a chunk of Saturday, it looked like his might be the Gators’ only 


touchdown. 


If Florida’s first-half offense had been a homecoming float, it would’ve featured flat tires, a wobbly 
chassis and shredded festoons. It netted 65 yards and averaged 1.9 per carry. 


The fact Florida enjoyed a 10-0 lead was a product of Hill’s takeaway and a scoring opportunity provided 
by Xzavier Henderson’s 48-yard punt return. The offense gained all of 4 yards before bringing out the 
field-goal unit. 


That cushion was erased in the final 3:55 of the half when Missouri finished off a 67-yard touchdown 
drive and forced Anthony Richardson into a fumble on the ensuing possession. Florida’s offense — so 
promising against Tennessee and EWU — was lethargic and sputtering. 


The late-arriving ground game finally surfaced on third-quarter runs of 41 yards by Montrell Johnson and 
39 by Trevor Etienne. Richardson briefly limped into the medical tent but then limped back out and 
turned a fourth-and-2 pass play into a 32-yard scramble. 


Johnson’s 3-yard touchdown put Florida ahead 17-10, which set the scene for another Hill takeaway. 


“The one pick six I got, it just didn’t feel like it was enough,” he said. “Honestly, I was like, ‘Man, I’ve 
gotta get it again.’ Just something where I felt like I was gonna touch the ball again.” 


That clairvoyance was rewarded after Mizzou drove into the red zone. Hill broke on another third-down 
slant, beating receiver Dominic Lovett to the spot. 


It served as the perfect proving day for Hill, who rankled Missouri fans — and ignored some recent 
history — by proclaiming that last year’s loss to the Tigers wasn’t supposed to happen. 


“Man, I know what we’re supposed to do: We’re supposed to beat Missouri, that’s something we’re 
supposed to do. What I say, I had to back it up. So I came out there and I did that.” 


Hill improved to 3-0 in games in which he actually appeared against Mizzou. He didn’t travel to 
Columbia last season, staying on campus to rehab the second ACL tear. Based on how he dashed and 
sprinted and baited the Tigers this time around, we can only brace for what’s next. 


How GatorMade changed Justin Shorter's ‘whole perspective on life’

Prior to this summer, Florida receiver Justin Shorter didn’t have any stamps on his passport. Now he’s trying to fill 
it up. 


Shorter was one of 16 UF student-athletes who traveled to Greece in June for a 10-day service abroad trip with the 
GatorMade program. 


The group of Gators volunteered with the non-profit organization “The Smile of the Child” before checking out the 
historical sites and local culture. 


“T had my favorite life experience I’ve ever had. Just changed my whole perspective on life, really how I look at 
things,” Shorter said Wednesday. 


It was the first time leaving the country for Shorter, who has exploded in Florida’s last two games with 230 
receiving yards. After visiting Greece this summer, he wants to travel the world now. 


Shorter explained how the service abroad trip with GatorMade created a life-changing experience for him. 


“Really just seeing something else, seeing how other people live, someone else’s culture for a change. That really 
opened my eyes up,” he said. “I was kind of like, ‘Whoa.’ They call it wanderlust. Now I just want to travel 
everywhere now after doing that.” 


The group was led by senior director player relations and GatorMade Savannah Bailey. She educated the 10 Florida 
football players and six UF women student-athletes on the philosophy of servant leadership and planned a short trip 
to Santorini to give them a fun break from eight-hour workdays. 


What was the highlight of the trip for Shorter? 


“T would definitely say the last day,” he said. “Miss Savannah sat at my table, too. We were at this beautiful 
restaurant where you could look over, the sun was setting, you could see an island out there, the water, the ships. It 
was just breathtaking. I'll never forget that.” 


GatorMade Week 

The Florida football team is celebrating its first GatorMade Week ahead of the homecoming game Saturday against 
Missouri. It’s a new tradition to raise awareness and promote the initiatives of GatorMade, which was established 
earlier this year. 


The program has four full-time staff members in Bailey, Vernell Brown Jr. (senior director of student-athlete 
development and alumni relations), Marcus Castro-Walker (Florida’s director of player engagement) and Diane 
Lebon (football business manager and GatorMade coordinator). 


Bailey was asked Wednesday what GatorMade has accomplished so far that she’s most proud of. 


“The fact that Justin Shorter gets up and says, ‘Hey, I had the best life-changing experience I could ever want.’ 
That’s all that you want,” Bailey said. “That makes my whole job, my whole stress, my whole everything worth it.” 


The GatorMade program, launched by Florida coach Billy Napier in January, is a holistic player-focused and 
purpose-driven initiative that develops football players during their time at UF and beyond. 


“Miss Savannah, she does a great job,” Shorter said. “I feel like that’s definitely a program that’s going to help a lot 
of boys become men in this program, which is I feel like a lot of us need.” 


Gators CB Jaydon Hill Looks Back On 'Long Journey' of Returning to Play

641 days separated Jaydon Hill's two most recent appearances in a Florida Gators uniform. 


Prior to this past Sunday's matchup with the Eastern Washington Eagles, Hill had last stepped onto the 
gridiron for UF on December 30, 2020, playing a role in the Gators' brutal Cotton Bowl defeat to the 
Oklahoma Sooners that saw former head coach Dan Mullen's tenure begin to spiral downhill. 


"It’s been a long journey," Hill remarked on Wednesday. 
He's right. Much changed in those 21 months. 


On Florida's end, Mullen was dismissed from his position the next season, 11 games after the Cotton 
Bowl. Billy Napier was hired as the Gators' new head coach and placed an emphasis on player recovery 
and health, resulting in an expansive athletic training and physical therapy team as well as endless 
recovery resources within the program's new Heavener Football Training Center. 


For Hill, he sat on the sidelines as Mullen's Gators struggled to 6-7, recovering from an ACL tear suffered 
in 2021's fall training camp. He was cleared to participate in spring camp earlier this year and quickly 
impressed the new coaching staff, specifically Napier. 


"Jaydon has been very much a work in progress as he's kind of made his return to play. You know, he's 
done everything that he's been asked to do," Napier explained on Sept. 28. "Jaydon was one of the better 
players that we had on our team in spring practice in my opinion. I was very impressed with him as a 
player." 


However, a summertime setback made Hill fear the worst. 


At first, Hill thought he had torn an ACL again. He had every reason to believe it, freshly recovered from 
the same injury to his left knee and having dealt with the same wound to his right knee in high school. 
Fortunately for the Huntsville, Ala. native, that wasn't the case this time around. 


"T had a little tweak in the summer and that’s what set me back to now," Hill shared, revealing that the 
tweak required minor surgery. "I’m just getting back in a groove.” 


Hill did not partake in Florida's fall camp due to the latest knee hindrance, instead working daily with 
director of player athletic development Joe Danos and the Gators' training staff on gaining his strength 
back, as well as his confidence. 


In the meantime, new Gators cornerbacks coach Corey Raymond — a "true guru," in Hill's opinion — 
had to identify suitors for Hill's projected starting role in his absence. Sophomores Jason Marshall Jr. and 
Avery Helm continued to fill in for Hill as the first-team tandem, while offseason transfer Jalen Kimber 
and true freshman Devin Moore were quickly thrust into action. 


Kimber, in fact, has played through a broken hand to begin the season. He opted against surgery to 
preserve UF's cornerback depth with Hill out at the time, according to Napier, sacrificing a shorter 
recovery process from the injury. 


"Those boys stepped up big time. You know, even now they're still playing great ball," Hill said. "I can't 
thank them boys enough for just keeping me up, keeping me going every day ... They push me every day 
to just keep getting better. You know, we push each other. We just hold each other to a high standard in 
that room." 


It wasn't until Week 3 when Hill's status was first upgraded, from out for the first two weeks of the season 
to questionable against USF. While he warmed up with the team in full pads before kickoff, it wasn't time 
quite yet. 


Hill was on the travel roster when Florida took on Tennessee in Week 4 and, almost 14 months removed 
from going down on the practice field, walked out with the starters against the Eagles in Week 5. 


“Honestly, I remember taking the field. It felt unreal. I was just happy to be back out there," Hill recalled, 
before acknowledging he had some rust to shake off at the time. 


"It’s funny because the third play of the game, it was a third down. I gave it up. It was me. That was my 
welcome back. I was like, ‘I gotta get right.’ That was my point right there. I was like, 'let me stop 


playing.'” 


Sure, Hill gave up a couple of completions against Eastern Washington, who would have expected 
otherwise considering his time away from the game? Still, the fourth-year redshirt sophomore collected 
four tackles in the contest and showed enough to remain on the first team entering UF's homecoming bout 
with Missouri. 


Hill has proven in the past to be a productive member of Florida's secondary. He broke out as a redshirt 
freshman in 2020, starting five games and breaking up seven passes in 12 appearances. He was expected 
to take on a full-time starting role in 2021 before his injury. 


The nature of his back-to-back wounds at one point made him wonder if he'd ever approach that status 
again. 


"I used to question that all the time ... I felt so bad. I was like, ‘why?’ " Hill admitted. "Honestly, after a 
short time after I was like, 'I can do it.' I just really put my mind to it. '’ ve been set back twice. It won’t 
be much to it.' That was the mindset I had throughout. That’s what kept me going.” 


His demeanor and work ethic made the journey, as painstaking as it may have been, worthwhile. Not only 
did Hill regain his gig as a starting member of Florida's secondary, but he also learned how to handle 
adversity and find "positivity within," something for which he is thankful. 


"A lot of hard work, long late nights, a lot of tears. It’s been a journey," Hill proclaimed. "The work I’ve 
put in has paid off and I can’t complain. I’m just blessed. I’m still out here. I’m still going.” 


Billy Napier's 'scared money don't make money' approach nearly pays off for 
Florida

Before he was even hired, Billy Napier won a lot of Gator hearts when he said, “Scared money don’t 
make money.” 


He pushed all his chips onto the checkerboard table that was Neyland Stadium on Saturday. It didn’t work 
out, but the Gators should have reclaimed a lot of hearts and hope in the process. 


Tennessee won 38-33 in a rollicking offensive extravaganza. It wasn’t over until Tennessee intercepted 
Anthony Richardson’s desperation heave toward the end zone on the final play. 


That was about 50 plays later than when most thought the game would be decided. 


“There were plenty of times we could have put our heads down and quit,” Richardson said. “But we kept 
fighting.” 


The gambler on fourth down 


If you have bought a UF “Scared money don’t make money” T-shirt, the slogan means you can’t be afraid 
to lose money in order to realize big returns later. Napier’s Let-‘er-Rip approach was worthy of the 
highest rollers in Las Vegas. 


The Gators went for it six times on fourth downs and converted five of them. That allowed them to keep 
trading punches until the end with Hendon Hooker and the explosive Vols. 


It also allowed Tennessee fans to release years of pent-up frustration in one afternoon. You know the 
particulars: 


UT had lost 16 of the past 17. Josh Heupel has descended like a savior from the clouds. Saturday was 
supposed to mark a hinge point in the rivalry. 


That’s why the Vols were 10’2-point favorites. That’s why Tennessee designated it a “Checker Neyland” 
game, with fans wearing orange or white shirts to form a giant checkerboard. 


That’s why ESPN’s “College GameDay" was in Knoxville with its pregame mob scene. Everybody on set 
picked the Vols, except for Kirk Herbstreit. 


“There has been three hours of Tennessee love. All this talk about Tennessee,” he said. “I just picture 
Florida sitting in their hotel room getting mad.” 


Then Lee Corso capped the festivities by putting on a big Smokey the hound dog head. Whether it was 
three hours of Tennessee love or a crafty game plan or both, the Gators played as if they felt like throwing 
their TVs out of their hotel windows. 


The feistiness flowed. Napier even got a personal foul for protesting a call. Under that placid exterior is a 
gambler who doesn't like to be crossed. 


You saw his aggressiveness on the first drive, when UF went for it on 4th-and-1 from its own 40. It didn’t 
work, but the Scared Money tone had been set. 


“Tt was required,” Napier said. “I just believe in it.” 


Especially against a team like Tennessee. To paraphrase Steve Spurrier, you don’t beat the Vols kicking 
field goals. 


Passing game finally breaks through 
One fourth-down conversion led to a moment long in the making — a touchdown pass. 


It had been 276 days since the last one. Let history record that at 4:29 p.m., the drought was broken with a 
Richardson 44-yard toss to Keon Zipperer. 


Let history also record that Tennessee responded with a TD at about two minutes later. No Gator was 
within 15 yards of Bru McCoy when he caught a 70-yard pass. 


“When we go back and watch the film, I think there are going to be 12-15 plays where Florida beat 
Florida,” Napier said. 


Most of them were on defense. Nobody expected UF to stifle Heupel’s hurry-up attack. But the Gators 
never even forced a punt as UT rang up 576 yards of total offense. 


That was 18 fewer than Florida had, which raises the question: Will the real Anthony Richardson please 
stand up? 


His running ability seemed to vanish the past two games. That was partly due to defenses adjusting to 
him, and partly to UF wanting to keep him healthy. 


Caution was not in the playbook Saturday. Richardson gained 62 yards on 17 carries. Those weren’t eye- 
popping numbers, but running seems to relax Richardson. 


He completed 22 of 44 passes for 453 yards. For the first time in almost a month, he looked like he was 
having fun. 


“He flipped the switch and competed in the game,” Napier said. “He showed who is today.” 
Which leads to another question: Did the Gators show who they were on Saturday? 


On defense, you’d better hope not. But AR’s resurgence alone should get Gator Nation out of its funk. So 
is the resiliency UF showed by taking so many haymakers from Hendon and not wilting. 


Then there’s the Scared Money attitude. 


It didn’t pay off Saturday, but you get the feeling the Gators will eventually start cashing in. 


Jalen Kimber Went the 'Long Haul.' It Made 'The Difference' for the Gators

Jalen Kimber had a choice to make prior to his debut with the Gators just over three weeks ago: To postpone his first game 
with Florida and undergo surgery on his broken left hand, or put a cast on it and play through the injury while extending 
his recovery timetable. 


His decision, ultimately, played a crucial part in the Gators squeaking out their 31-28 victory over the USF Bulls on 
Saturday night. 


Kimber intercepted a Gerry Bohanon pass late in the second quarter and returned it for a touchdown that extended 
Florida's lead to two scores, 24-10. It proved monumental as the Gators only needed to score once in the second half to 
regain control — they were down by four points from 11:14 through 5:05 in the fourth quarter — and win the game. 


"That's the difference in the game," Napier remarked on Saturday, acknowledging Kimber's pick-six and the Gators' three 
takeaways from the Bulls. 


Kimber's choice was influenced by a similar situation that he faced at Georgia a year ago. The then-redshirt freshman 
suffered a shoulder injury in fall camp with the Bulldogs that required surgery after Week 1, sidelining him for the rest of 
the 2021 campaign, one in which he was expected to contribute to what became a National Championship-winning 
defense. 


"Honestly I just wanted to keep playing, keep going out there fighting with my brothers," Kimber explained after the 
game. "I didn’t want to get surgery and miss any more games, ‘cause I already missed last season, so I just wanted to keep 
fighting with my brothers.” 


The Gators were aligned in Cover 3 when Bohanon dropped back at the 3:20 mark of the second quarter, with Kimber on 
an inside shade of the right outside receiver. 


Bohanon immediately stared down the receiver's slant and pulled the trigger well after the route was broken into, which 
allowed Kimber to patiently observe the read before quickly crashing the top of the route and snatching the pass over the 
receiver's right shoulder. He made it to the endzone untouched otherwise. 


"(Defensive coordinator Patrick Toney] really called the best call he could possibly call on that play," Kimber recalled. "I 
read it, got the ball and I just scored.” 


The pick-six was also noteworthy beyond its Week 3 implications. For one, it was Kimber's first career interception 
following a turbulent start to his college career. 


It was also the first interception returned for a touchdown by a Florida defender in 39 games, last accomplished by nickel 
corner Chauncey Gardner-Johnson in the Gators' 41-15, 2018 Peach Bowl victory over the Michigan Wolverines, his final 
game with the program. 


The streak likely wouldn't have been snapped if not for Kimber's dedication to his craft, as he began to practice catching 
passes the day after his cast went on. He didn't want the team to be left without a second key depth piece at the cornerback 
position. 


"T think it's impressive. The kid got banged up [and] made a decision he was going to play through," Napier said on 
Monday. "Could have had a surgical procedure ... or he could just wear the cast, deal with the pain management. 


"It really says a lot about the kid's character because he knew our situation with Jaydon Hill being out. So he was in the 
rotation, chose to go the long haul there, and for him to make a pick-six at a critical moment, I think was big." 


Nickel cornerback Tre'Vez Johnson — who also recorded a pivotal interception against USF, in the fourth quarter to set up 
Florida's game-winning touchdown — expressed a similar sentiment to Napier's about his running mate in the Gators' 
secondary. 


"That was another big play we needed, that game-changing play," Johnson said. "I know he's going through a little 
something with his hand, but for him to just keep playing instead of going through surgery on it and stuff and toughing it 
out, that was big for him. He had a big moment in the game, so I'm happy for him." 


Desmond Watson has been a quite massive force inside for the Florida Gators 
defense. Here are three things to know.

Florida Gators sophomore defensive lineman Desmond Watson is hard to miss. 


Listed at 6-foot-5 and a jaw-dropping 415 pounds, Watson's size has been a story in itself. But what really 
impresses people is Watson's ability to move around the way he does at his size. 


After being on the bench his entire freshman campaign in 2021, Watson has started getting reps as a 
sophomore, first appearing in Florida's season opener against Utah, when he recorded a pair of tackles. 


And despite a quiet performance against Kentucky in Week 2, Watson returned to action on Saturday 
night against the USF Bulls, recording three tackles through three and a half quarters. 


Here's what you might be wondering about the big fella. 


Where did Desmond Watson come from? 
A native of Florida, Watson comes from the land of the strawberries, Plant City, Fla. 


Prior to arriving in Gainesville, Watson played for Armwood, where he helped the Hawks go 12-2 and 
make a deep run in the Class 7A playoffs in 2019. 


In that same year, Watson posted 65 tackles, 34 tackles behind the line of scrimmage and 10 sacks. 


Who recruited Desmond Watson? 
After his career at Armwood, Watson fielded offers from a handful of big programs. 


Alabama, Florida State, Kentucky, Michigan and Tennessee were all among those that showed interest in 
the big-bodied defensive lineman. 


On July 30, 2020, Watson committed to the Gators and there was no monkey business come signing day, 
when he signed his letter of intent to play at Florida. 


Has Desmond Watson always been that big? 
Nope. 


Believe it or not, when Watson first arrived at Florida, he was bigger. 


At the time of his enrollment, Watson weighed 440 pounds. He went on to drop around 40 pounds during 
his rookie campaign, but put on 15 more between his freshman and sophomore seasons. 


The goal of the Gators is to get Watson down to 375 pounds. 


Walk-on Adam Mihalek works his way into starting job as Florida Gators

Last season, Florida football walk-on kicker Adam Mihalek was best known as one of the members of the “juice 
squad” — a sideline quartet that kept players and fans energized with different stunts and routines while not 
appearing on the field. 


But a new coaching staff presented a new opportunity for Mihalek, who won the starting kicking job based on his 
consistency in spring and fall camp. Mihalek made the first two career field goal attempts — from 39 and 50 yards 
— last week during UF’s 26-16 loss to Kentucky. 


“Adam’s been impressive since the day we got here,” coach Billy Napier said. “He was able to take advantage of an 
opportunity in spring practice. He was able to get reps and he has earned it.” 


The 50-yarder was the longest for a UF kicker since Evan McPherson, now kicking for the Cincinnati Bengals, 
drilled a 50-yarder against Georgia on Nov. 7, 2020. 


“Tt felt amazing, putting in all the time, work and effort and hitting something like that in a game,” Mihalek said. 
“Tt’s pretty special.” 


Adam Mihalek was a soccer player first 


Mihalek’s path to UF began as a kicker at Wiregrass High School in Tampa. A high school soccer standout, Mihalek 
didn’t begin kicking until his junior year in high school. He caught the attention of college coaches with a strong 
showing at the Kornblue Kicking Academy, ranking second in the country. 


Army and Navy both offered scholarships, but Mihalek instead opted to take a preferred walk-on spot at Florida, 
offered from former special teams analyst Shayne Graham. 


“T always wanted to play at a big school,” Mihalek said. “I wanted to play in the SEC. The SEC is pretty awesome. I 
really love the Gators. We moved from New Jersey so I didn’t really know much but when I first got here, everyone 
was like, ‘OK, you either have to pick Florida or FSU,’ and I was like, ‘OK, then I’m going to go to Florida.’ ” 


After not appearing on the field last season, Mihalek realized he had a clean slate when Napier was hired in 
December. He made a subtle change in kicking mechanics, going from a jab step to a two-step approach. He also 
focused on keeping his plant foot straighter. 

The results first showed in UF’s spring game, when Mihalek made field goals from 52 and 48 yards. 

“T focused more on perfect contact,” Mihalek said. “I remember when I first started kicking I would just like whale 
on the ball, which I mean, it’s not going to be accurate every time. So I learned every time if you hit the sweet spot 
perfectly every single time you don’t have to whale on it all the time.” 


Still, Mihalek had to beat out a scholarship kicker, freshman Trey Smack, to earn the job in the fall. 


“He wants to do his job for the team,” Napier said. “It means something to him. He’s got ability, and he’s got skill 
that he has worked hard to develop.” 


For now, Mihalek is handling both kickoffs and field goals, but Napier said Smack could end up kicking the ball off 
as well. 


“Trey is a really good kickoff guy, and he is getting healthy,” Napier said. “He was hitting some great balls out here 
today. So we’re blessed. I think we’ve got two really talented kickers.” 


Gators Raving About Rookie RB Trevor Etienne: ‘This Is Going To Be 
Special’

The expectation entering Billy Napier's first campaign as Florida's head coach was that young and 
inexperienced players would earn plenty of playing time, in some cases learning their responsibilities on 
the fly due to the state of the UF roster Napier inherited. 


Through two weeks, that theory has proven true, including a handful of true freshmen that have cracked 
the rotation and earned significant snaps against Utah and Kentucky. 


One rookie contributor stands above the rest when it comes to production, however, and it's one that 
outsiders may not have foreseen standing out in 2022. 


Although he walked into a position room consisting of three experienced running backs (albeit to varying 
degrees) as a summer enrollee, Trevor Etienne has quickly taken over an important role in UF's rushing 
committee and offense as a whole. 


"When [Etienne] first got here for workouts over the summer, just watching him run and really seeing 
how he cuts and stuff like that," wide receiver Justin Shorter recalled on Monday, "I was like, 'Okay, this 
is going to be special.'" 


The early returns suggest that Etienne could, indeed, be a special talent. 


31 SEC running backs have posted at least ten rushing attempts through the first two weeks of the 2022 
season (keep in mind that Vanderbilt has played three games). Etienne's 14 carries rank tied for 23rd 
among that group, as well as third within Florida's running back room and fourth in UF's backfield due to 
Anthony Richardson's 17 attempts. 


Yet, according to Pro Football Focus, Etienne has been one of the conference's most productive and 
explosive backs despite his limited sample size. 


Etienne's 110 rushing yards are good for 13th most in the SEC among the qualifying backs; he ranks third 
in breakaway percentage (65.5 percent), third in elusiveness rating (269.2), fourth in yards per attempt 
(7.9), fourth in yards after contact (4.79), eighth in missed tackles forced (nine) and eighth in rushes of 
10+ yards (five). 


Breakaway percentage is determined by dividing total yards gained on carries of 15+ yards by the back's 
total yardage output on the season — 72 of Etienne's 110 rushing yards coming from four attempts that 
ended in gains of 15+. Elusiveness rating measures the success and impact of a runner with the ball 
independent of the team's blocking and is a signature PFF stat. 


Keep in mind that Florida is the only SEC team to have faced two AP Top 25 teams to begin this season. 
Etienne isn't putting up his big numbers against inferior competition. 


"He's a home run threat," fellow running back Montrell Johnson proclaimed about Etienne on Sept. 5. 


"I'm looking on film and I'm like, 'This man's good right here,'" left tackle Richard Gouraige added 
regarding Etienne on Monday. "I'm seeing it face to face, going crazy in the game. It's great to see young 
players buying into the system and then taking coaching. He's been doing great." 


Etienne's looming breakout, however, was first noticed during Florida's fall camp. Etienne routinely 
impressed during running back individual drills during media viewing periods, seen breaking off on a few 
huge runs during team drills as media entered and exited the facility throughout August. 


Even when reporters couldn't watch, there was a buzz of Etienne consistently making a strong impression 
in practice. Several teammates confirmed those rumors on numerous occasions. 


“T love Trevor. In the scrimmages and practices when he breaks off a run, I tell people. ‘That kid’s gonna 
be great,’ " quarterback Anthony Richardson said on Aug. 31. "I’m happy we’ve got him on our team.” 


Although redshirt junior Nay'Quan Wright, Johnson, redshirt freshman and transfer from Napier's 
previous school, and two-year Gator redshirt junior Lorenzo Lingard were viewed on the outside as the 
leaders of Florida's running back committee prior to the season, Etienne's role has quickly been elevated. 


While Etienne ranks fourth on the team in rushing attempts, he's only five carries removed from Johnson, 
the leader of the group with 19. Lingard, who earned first-team reps during the spring before Etienne's 
arrival and while Wright recovered from a 2021 injury, has yet to earn a carry. 


Napier indicated that Etienne's maturity, in addition to his skill-set, allowed him to quickly take the field 
in a Gators uniform. 


“T think Trevor’s a good young player," Napier said after UF's loss to Kentucky on Sept. 10. "I think 
Trevor’s got great vision, great instincts. I think he’s elusive, he can make people miss, he’s low to the 
ground. He catches the ball well. 


"He’s out there playing as a rookie, but he’s got the intelligence and maturity to do that. He’s in the 
rotation. Did some good things tonight. I also think there’s some areas he can improve. Excited about 
Trevor and his future. for sure.” 


Of course, as Napier suggested, Etienne is far from a finished product just two games into his college 
career and will have much to prove moving forward. 


But his early production speaks for itself, and considering Napier's known utilization of freshmen running 
backs — look no further than Johnson's team-leading 162 carries at Louisiana in 2021 — Etienne is going 
to keep earning the opportunities to do so. 


Gators Q&A: Defensive Lineman Justus Boone

The defensive line represented one of the big question marks for the Gators entering the season. 


Those questions remain after two games, but there's no denying Florida's defensive front played better in 
the Week 2 loss to Kentucky than the Week 1 victory over Utah. The next question: how will the unit 
respond on Saturday night against USF. 


One reason for optimism is redshirt freshman defensive end Justus Boone, a former basketball player 
from Sumter, S.C., who played in only two games as a freshman. Boone made one of Florida's most 
memorable plays against the Wildcats when he burst unimpeded across the line for a sack of quarterback 
Will Levis with Kentucky at UF's 30 on its second drive of the game. 


Officials initially tossed flags to signal a targeting penalty on Boone. However, the replay determined 
Boone did not launch the crown of his helmet toward Levis' head and the drive ended with a Kentucky 
punt. 


Boone finished with two tackles and his first career sack, one of three on the night for the Gators after 
they failed to record one in the win over the Utes. 


"I don't want to say it was a preparation thing, but in a way, we were a little bit more prepared for 
Kentucky," Boone said. "I feel that we, as a team, as well as a defensive line room, we took our time to 
really like break down our pass rushes, our games and analyze who our opponents were and what kind of 
quarterback we were going against. So, I just felt like we saw that we didn't really get the kind of effort 
we wanted to or really the kind of statement we wanted to make the first game, so we had to make sure 
we did it the second." 


Boone is among a young group of defensive linemen the Gators will need consistent production from for 
more performances like the one against the Wildcats. 


Listed at 6-foot-3.75 and 260 pounds, Boone's performance against Kentucky — and his noteworthy sack 
— is one he hopes serves as an appetizer for what is to come. 


For more from Boone, here is a Q&A following Wednesday's practice: 
JUSTUS BOONE Q&A 
Q: What did it feel like to have that clean shot at Kentucky quarterback Will Levis? 


A: I want to say that's probably my first mindset anyway, playing D-end, trying to get a shot at the 
quarterback. But when I saw it available, my eyes lit up. 


Q: What was it like to celebrate your first sack? 


A: Well, for me personally, it's everything. Coming from last year, I didn't have too much playing time on 
the field. So for me being able to, my first full series on the field, to get a sack felt pretty good. 


Q: What did you think when you saw the flag? 


A: Oh lord, I thought they was gonna try to get me up out of there. I'm really thinking about not being 
able to be there for my team next week, if anything, and then not being able to finish the game. 


Q: And what about when the flag was picked up? 

A: Exactly as I did when I first got it. 

Q: Coach Napier said you have improved in every aspect of your life — what prompted the changes? 
A: Well, like I previously said, last year I didn't get too much time on the field and get too much time to 
play against anyone. So, I really snapped into it last year, just to keep my head down, keep on working 
and keep on doing the things that matter. That's going to eventually pay off whenever it's time for me to 


play, and I've just been sharpening up everything since there. 


Q: How does the defense rally not having senior linebacker Ventrell Miller (injured) on Saturday against 
USF? 


A: As a team, we all have player accountability. We all depend on each other to communicate with each 
other. Like you said, Ventrell is one of the leaders on our defense and it will be a little setback with not 
having him. But like I also said, collectively as a team we all have player accountability, so we're gonna 
communicate and watch each other [like] we would if he was out there. 


Q: When did you put the Kentucky loss behind you? 

A: Me personally, I wouldn't say I've put it behind me. I don't think I've ever put a loss behind me. I just 
want to say that it put a chip on my shoulder to do better than I did last week, be more prepared than I was 
last week. 

Q: How do you remain focused on USF? 

A: Well, one thing I can refer back to with [co-defensive coordinator] Coach Spencer told me is that we 
don't disrespect or look down on any team we play. We always show respect, we always want to respect 
them because they're a college team like we're a college team. We're going to approach them the same 
way we'd approach anybody. That's putting our head down and working as if we're trying to get to the 
next game. 

Q: Was the sack of Levis the biggest hit you've ever had in your life? 

A: Nah, not the biggest, but it's close. 


Q: Have you ever knocked off someone's helmet? 


A: Yeah, actually, I did in my Senior Bowl game. I got a like a hit, but the backside got a chance to knock 
his head off, too. 


Florida Gators have elite line, great effort, USF coach Jeff Scott says

Though there is some familiarity between the No. 18 Florida Gators and USF from last year’s matchup, Bulls coach Jeff 
Scott does not expect that to help his team Saturday. 


“This looks like a different (Florida) team through two weeks than maybe where they were last year,” Scott said Tuesday. 
The obvious reason why is Billy Napier, the first-year Gators coach whom Scott worked with at Clemson. 
Florida coach Billy Napier (right) has already made his mark on the Gators. 


Though Scott was careful not to make comparisons to what Florida looked like last year under Dan Mullen, he sees 
Napier’s stamp on the Gators. 


“You can definitely see a team that is playing extremely hard,” Scott said. “They believe in what they’re doing. 
Fundamentally, it doesn’t matter if it’s a backside tight end that’s not involved with the play — he’s doing his job like the 
game depends on it.” 


Scott also said the Gators look “very disciplined” on film. That’s a notable change from the previous regime, which was 
prone to penalties and breakdowns. 


The change shouldn’t be a surprise. Scott knows firsthand how much Napier preaches fundamentals and effort after 
working with him closely with the Tigers from 2009-10. 


Florida also looks different on film because of a name Scott knows well: Etienne. Freshman running back Trevor Etienne 
leads UF with 7.9 yards per carry and had a rushing touchdown and two-point conversion reception last week. Scott sees 
the resemblance between that Etienne and his older brother, Travis, who played for Scott with the Tigers. 


“He looks just like Travis did at Clemson, except I don’t know that Travis looked like that as a true freshman...” Scott 
said. “He’s already a big-time playmaker for them.” 


The biggest playmakers Scott raved about were on the other side of the ball. He called UF’s defensive line “elite” and the 
best he has faced in his two-plus seasons at USF. That’s high praise, considering the Bulls have gone up against a pair of 
College Football Playoff participants (2020 Notre Dame and 2021 Cincinnati), two ranked BYU teams and a Houston 
front that ranked sixth nationally in sacks. 


“They’re physical,” USF center Brad Cecil said. “I think that they play the game how it’s supposed to be played. They 
play hard. They play fast.” 


USF has the potential to play that way, too. The Bulls entered the season with more career starts on the offensive line 
(154) than anyone else in the country. 


One common thread between last year’s matchup and this year’s is Florida quarterback Anthony Richardson. He came off 
the bench last year to rip off an 80-yard touchdown run and pass for a 75-yard score in the Gators’ 42-20 win. 


Though Richardson struggled last week against Kentucky, he remains one of the most talented players in the country and a 
major challenge for USF to try to corral for its first win over a ranked opponent since 2016. 


USF coach Jeff Scott will go for his first win against a ranked opponent this weekend at Ben Hill Griffin Stadium. 

“IT would say that after we finished the BYU game, we were not ready to beat a top-25 team. That was two weeks ago,” 
Scott said. “That’s the exciting part about football. Each week is a new week. You get new opportunities to grow. We’ ll 
find out after Week 3 whether we play well enough to do that.”

"He looks just like Travis': USF coach, former Clemson OC Jeff Scott praises

It was fairly clear that Travis Etienne was going to be a special running back in his first year at the college 
level. 


As a true freshman at Clemson in 2017, he led the Tigers with 766 rushing yards and 13 touchdowns on 
107 carries. It was enough to land him on the All-ACC third-team offense and set him on his course to 
eventually becoming one of the best and most decorated running backs in ACC history as the conference's 
all-time leader in rushing yards, rushing touchdowns, total touchdowns and total points scored. 


But, according to his former offensive coordinator Jeff Scott, who is now in his third year as head coach 
at the University of South Florida and will face off against No. 18 Florida in Gainesville on Saturday, 
Travis Etienne might not have been as impressive a freshman as his younger brother, Gator first-year 
running back Trevor Etienne. 


"He looks just like Travis did at Clemson, except I don’t know that Travis looked like that as a true 
freshman, watching him play this past week," Scott told USF media members Tuesday. "He's already a 
big-time playmaker for them." 


It's been just two weeks but Etienne has already made his impact on Florida's offense. The former four- 
star prospect has rushed just 14 times but already has 110 yards and a touchdown to his name. In Florida's 
season-opening matchup against then-No. 7 Utah, which has been known for its stout run defense under 
longtime head coach Kyle Whittingham, Etienne rushed five times for 64 yards and paced the Gators. His 
7.9 yards per rush currently leads the team. 


“T think Trevor’s a good young player,” Florida head coach Billy Napier said. “I think Trevor’s got great 
vision, great instincts. I think he’s elusive, he can make people miss, he’s low to the ground. He catches 
the ball well. He’s out there playing as a rookie, but he’s got the intelligence and maturity to do that. He’s 
in the rotation. Did some good things tonight. I also think there’s some areas he can improve." 


Despite his success, Etienne is hardly the only running back receiving carries in Florida's offense. In fact, 
he arguably hasn't even been the loudest member of a noisy group. 


Sophomore Montrell Johnson, who transferred to Florida at a season at Louisiana, leads the Gators in 
rushing attempts (19) and rushing yards (137) through two games. Johnson's 40-yard rush against then- 
No. 20 Kentucky on Saturday accounted for nearly 15 percent of the team's total yardage on the day. 


“T remember watching his high school tape and in the evaluation, I said, ‘Leveon Bell,’ a little bit of that 
slow, patient, and he hits it,” Napier said. 


Florida is widely expected to lean on its rushing attack throughout the remainder of the campaign despite 
running the ball on just 45 percent of its plays from scrimmage against Kentucky. 


At Louisiana last year, Napier kept the ball on the ground nearly 58 percent of the time against FBS 
opponents and has a similar multi-back structure that allowed him to put players in the best spots for them 


to succeed. The Ragin Cajuns finished the 2021 season with three 600-plus-yard rushers, including 
Johnson, who was recognized as the Sun Belt Freshman of the Year. 


“We’re a run-heavy team,” sophomore running back Nay'Quan Wright, who is listed as Florida's starter at 
the position, said in August. 


Florida's rushing attack also has the benefit of having a very mobile quarterback working with them, 
sophomore Anthony Richardson. While Richardson rushed just six times for four yards against Kentucky, 
the 6-foot-4, 238-pounder picked up 106 yards and three touchdowns on 11 carries against Utah a week 
earlier. Florida's running backs have said that Richardson's mobility makes it easier for them throughout 
the game as defenses are required to protect against a potential quarterback keeper even when the play 
call is a designed running back run. 


“That takes it off me a lot,” Johnson said of having a quarterback who presents a threat on the ground. 
“Once I get the ball, I see [the defense] flow with me but they know he can score as well and do stuff 
outside the pocket.” 


Florida's ground game will likely continue to be an effort distributed across several players, including its 
starting quarterback. But Etienne's success is getting hard to ignore. 


"Excited about Trevor and his future for sure," Napier said. 


Hometown Hero: Gators Coach Billy Napier's Debut — and His Late Father's 


Memory — Talk of Town

The drive is so short that there was no need to reach for the car keys. They usually just walked the easy path here from the 
downtown First Baptist Church to the Village Cafeteria on Sunday mornings. 


The routine was more like a ritual for the Napier clan, the town's First Family of Football. Rain or shine, Sunday mornings 
meant a trip to church for Bill Napier, his wife, Pam, and their four kids: sons Billy, Matt and Kurt, and daughter Whitney. 


And as sure as the sun rising over nearby Fort Mountain, the Napiers walked out the front doors of the large church on 
West Market Street, turned left to walk across North Third Avenue — the main thoroughfare in town — and strolled another 
block before turning right and heading for the door of the Village Cafeteria. 


"It's the spot-to-meet place," Kurt Napier said. "There's always a big line." 


The Village Cafeteria is no longer open Sundays, not since the COVID-19 pandemic altered the business landscape. But 
Monday through Friday, the residents of this small town in northwest Georgia flock to the buffet line for Teresa 
Morrison's Southern-flavored homestyle meals. 


Morrison has owned the Village Cafeteria for 36 years. She has known the Napiers and their kids since not long after she 
started frying up her famous chicken and dishing out the restaurant's hearty country-fried steak with gravy. 


In those days, Gators head coach Billy Napier, who turned 43 in July, was already serious about football like his dad. 
Morrison recalls all of them being passionate about the game that defined the family in the eyes of locals. 


"I've known them all since they were teeny-tiny," Morrison said this week while tending a busy lunch crowd. "His momma 
comes in every week, and his brother comes in two or three times a week. If [Billy's] in town, they all come here to eat." 


Morrison first met Bill Napier, a local legend and former head coach at Murray County High, where all three boys played 
for their father. Soon, she got to know Pam and the kids as they made their regular visits. 


The oldest Napier child, Billy, carried himself like his dad. He was respectful, polite and hard-working. Much of the 
conversation this week around the Village Cafeteria's tables has centered on what Napier and his Gators did in the season 
opener. 


Florida's victory over then-No. 7 Utah earned Napier his first win at UF and vaulted the Gators into the AP Top 25 at No. 
12 heading into Saturday night's game against No. 20 Kentucky. 


Morrison couldn't be more delighted for the small-town boy on the big stage. You don't even have to ask her about Bill 
Napier. She fully grasps the Napier story that tugs at this town's heartstrings. 


"Everybody is thrilled to death and knows that his daddy would be very happy," Morrison said. 


Settled slap-dab in the heart of the Southeastern Conference footprint, Chatsworth is a 415-mile drive from Ben Hill 
Griffin Stadium. It's closer to SEC outposts Knoxville, Nashville, Lexington, Tuscaloosa, Auburn, Columbia, S.C., Oxford 
and Starkville. 


But since last December, when Billy Napier took over the Gators, locals have noticed a severe uptick in interest in their 
orange-and-blue rivals. The reigning national champion Georgia Bulldogs are No. | and located 120 miles away, but the 
Gators have quickly ascended into second place. 


"It was a front-page story for us," said Erik Green, sports editor of the Chatsworth Times. "They are about as well-known 
people in town as you can possibly imagine." 


Most of those who either grew up with Billy or knew the family had kept tabs on his career. Napier left Chatsworth to play 
quarterback at Furman University. After playing, he embarked on a coaching career that stopped at FBS programs 
Clemson, Alabama and Arizona State before becoming a head coach for the first time at Louisiana in 2018. 


When he was named head coach of the Gators, a buzz rippled through town for days. It was as if Chatsworth residents 
needed to recalibrate their equilibrium. 


"I may not root for Florida, but I'll root for Billy," said Brandon Bond, who played for Bill Napier in high school and later 
served as one of his assistants. 


Roger Rainey, another former assistant on Bill Napier's staff, is now principal at Northwest Elementary School in the area. 
He shared the same sentiment heard throughout Murray County these days. 


"I'm not much of a Florida Gator follower until now," Rainey said. "I bleed red and black, but I'll be following Florida. I 
wish him the best of luck. We'll root for him every week but one." 


Of course, the county's newfound backing of the Gators traces directly to Billy Napier and his father, the late Bill Napier, 
who died five years ago this month after a four-year battle with ALS (Lou Gehrig's Disease). 


The elder Napier spent more than 25 years coaching in the area, including 16 as head coach at Murray County High. When 
he passed away in September 2017, a standing-room-only crowd packed the pews at First Baptist Church for his memorial 
service. 


"He's a legend," Rainey said. "He put us on the map and had us competing year-in and year-out for region 
championships." 


Bill Napier is memorialized with a plaque adjacent to Murray Field, home of the Indians. He remains the school's all-time 
winningest coach and the architect of the most famous football family this town has ever known. 


All three Napier boys are head coaches. Matt Napier is at LaGrange (Ga.) High, and Kurt Napier, the youngest son, is in 
his first season as head coach at Murray County High, named to the post 31 years after his father was hired to lead the 
program in 1991. 


"It's a coach's family," said Rainey, whose son Cody grew up idolizing Billy and wore his No. 19 when he later played 
quarterback in high school. "His wife was very supportive. His sons were ball boys on the sideline. I can remember when I 
was in high school, Billy and Matt running around in the weight room and the fieldhouse." 


There was little doubt about Billy's path by the time he got to high school. 


"My dad is my greatest influence," Billy said. "I was able to observe him make a tremendous impact on young people. 
That's why I chose the profession." 


Bond and Rainey gathered in a gym at Northwest Elementary to share one of their favorite Billy stories. Rainey was the 
receivers coach, and Bond a defensive assistant under Bill Napier at Murray County High. 


Billy was at Furman by this time and would come home when the Paladins had a bye week. Often, he would come up to 
the press box where Rainey and Bond were and put on a pair of headsets during the game. 


Meanwhile, Bill Napier was known for his no-nonsense approach on game day and in addition, served as the team's 
offensive coordinator. That never stopped young Billy from chiming in over the headsets. Despite his assistants suggesting 
a change to a play-call from time to time, Bill rarely took their advice. But it was different when Billy pointed something 
out to his dad. 


"His dad was very football-minded, a genius," Bond said. "He would listen to Billy. He wouldn't listen to the rest of us. 
Sure enough, Bill would run it, and it would work. It was awesome." 


Kurt Napier, six years younger than Billy, said the years his brother played at Furman are some of his favorite childhood 
memories. As soon as Murray County's Friday night games ended, the Napiers and their four kids would load into the car 
and head wherever the Paladins were playing. 


Pam and Whitney loved the game as much as the men of the house, making Billy's rise in the profession a family affair. 
The Napiers gather each summer in Rosemary Beach in the Florida Panhandle for a family vacation. 


It's a tradition that started while Bill was alive and has continued, growing in the years since to include wives and 
grandchildren. 


While there to relax before the season kicks off, the nights inevitably end the same way. 
"We all just love to sit around and talk ball and talk scheme. That's what we do at the house," Kurt said. "Billy is so 


detailed. He brings these three-inch binders full of information on how to run a program. I learned so much by listening to 
him and looking at his notebooks. 


"I'm excited to see where it goes. I think he's ready for it. Everything that he's done leading up to this point, it just makes 
sense." 


The folks around Murray County chat about the Napier boys as if they were family. In the small town of about 5,000 
residents, they have talked a lot this week about Napier's debut with the Gators. 


Napier's family made the trip to The Swamp for his first game. There was no way Kurt was going to miss it. The morning 
after his Murray County team's game on Friday night, Kurt and 4-year-old daughter Reghan, who now considers the 
Gators her team, hopped into the car for the 6 42-hour drive. 


All he had to mention was "Uncle Billy's game," and Reghan, who attended the Orange & Blue Game in the spring, was 
ready for a return engagement. Following Florida's 29-26 comeback win, a photographer snapped a keepsake picture as 
Kurt, holding Reghan, embraced his older brother. Pam is seen watching from off to the side. 


Afterward, Kurt and Matt got a Heavener Football Training Center tour from Nancy Scarborough, Napier's executive 
assistant. Billy was already home when Kurt arrived to spend the night capping a long day for both. 


"He was there, and we sat on the couch and watched TV together, just kind of decompressed from the night," Kurt said. 
"That was a great experience, to be at his first game. 


"It was somewhat of a family reunion. This was the first week of school [in Murray County], so it's the first time seeing 
teachers and others you don't see over the summer, so everybody is just talking about the game and asking about our trip 
down." 

It's a trip many from Chatsworth plan to make this season. 

A retired football coach and principal in Murray County, Dan Harkleroad has known the Napier family for decades. He 
watched Billy grow up and transform into essentially a player-coach when he starred at quarterback for the Indians in the 
late 1990s. 


Harkleroad watched last week's game with a smile, imagining Bill Napier doing the same. He watched a video of Napier's 
postgame press conference and speech to the team in the locker room. 


It was as if he was watching Bill Napier. 


"Reminds me of his dad straight down the line," Harkleroad said. "This whole town was upside down when they won. It 
couldn't happen to a better guy." 


Green, the sports editor at the town's newspaper, covers Kurt's Murray County team. The Indians lost their starting 
quarterback in a preseason scrimmage and their backup early to injury in their last game. Kurt has a lot of work to get the 
program back to where his father had it before the county split into two primary high schools instead of one. 


But Green watched what Billy did at Louisiana and what Matt has done at LaGrange. He figures that if anyone can do it, 
having the last name Napier is an excellent place to start. 


"I think most people consider the Napiers to be sort of program resurrectors," Green said. 


That's part of why Billy was hired at Florida. He is already ahead of the curve in many ways, much like those back home 
who remember him. They say he was destined to follow in his father's footsteps and have success doing it. 


The crowd at the Village Cafeteria has no doubt Napier is the right man for the job. After all, they know he learned from 
the best ever in their neck of the woods. 


"He was a great coach, and his son has become a great coach," Morrison said. 
Rainey agreed. He spent seven seasons on Bill Napier's staff, and despite drinking from a Georgia Bulldogs-themed 
thermal cup as he discusses Bill's oldest boy, Rainey expects the Gators to get their chomp back under Napier — with his 


father guiding the way. 


"I'm sure he's looking down and shaking his head, 'Yep, that's what I wanted for him.'" Rainey said. "He would be so 
proud." 


Receiver Ricky Pearsall a top target in Florida offense, thanks to relentless routine

The morning routine for Florida Gators wide receiver Ricky Pearsall begins with 100 catches on the JUGS Sports machine, 
which simulates passes thrown from a quarterback at various speeds and distances. 


Then, after practice, it’s back on the JUGS machine for 100 more catches at night. 


“You gotta get in 100 catches each time. I mean, in a row,” Pearsall said. “That's how I look at it. I gotta get 100 in a row on the 
JUGS machine before I can leave. So if I drop one, I got to restart.” 


Pearsall is no stranger to hard work. 
Transfer Ricky Pearsall moves past injury setback 
Even after an injury setback in fall camp, Pearsall emerged as quarterback Anthony Richardson’s top target in UF’s 29-26 win 


over Utah last Saturday, finishing with four catches for a team-high 67 yards receiving. 


“T've always been a hard worker,” Pearsall said. “So I think that’s something that’s really honed is my work ethic. I think that just 
over time has developed.” 


An Arizona State transfer, Pearsall had 48 catches for 580 yards and four TDs for the Sun Devils last season. Pearsall grew up in 
Tempe, Arizona, near Arizona State’s campus, and admitted the decision to leave home was difficult. 


When Pearsall put his name in the transfer portal, his cellphone rang all week, but the conversation with Florida coach Billy 
Napier stood out most. 


“T put all my trust into Billy Napier,” Pearsall said. "He’s a tremendous coach and the things that he had to say. We trust him and 
want to be here.” 


At 6-foot-1 and 200 pounds, Pearsall flashed the first week of UF’s fall camp with his quickness, hands and route running ability 
out of the slot. But then came a foot bruise, which sidelined him for close to two weeks in August. Pearsall returned in time to 
finish up the final week of fall camp and earn a starting job. 


“Tt was really unfortunate because I wanted to be out there with my guys,” Pearsall said. “I just got here and I want to show 
everybody what I got ... 


“T'm good now and I'm gonna keep building on these days and keep proving to the world and keep proving to my teammates that 
I can get up.” 


Napier, a former receivers coach at Alabama from 2013-16 who worked with Jerry Jeudy, Amari Cooper and Calvin Ridley, said 
what stands out about Pearsall is his experience. 


“He’s a very skilled player,” Napier said. “I think he’s skilled at the line of scrimmage, at the top of the route. He’s got really 
good ball skills. He’s got a really unique quickness and acceleration. 


“T think he’s got a little creativity. The guy’s been running routes a long time and we needed a player like that, who’s got some 
run after the catch and some quickness.” 


So how hard does Anthony Richardson throw? 

In addition to putting trust in Napier, Pearsall said he’s developed a chemistry with Richardson, who possesses the arm strength 
to deliver balls into tight windows. 

“He's a tremendous athlete,” Pearsall said. “He can throw the ball. Everything you want in a quarterback, he has.” 


How hard does Richardson throw? 


“You gotta be prepared for sure,” Pearsall said. “You gotta have strong hands, but that's why I'm on the JUGS machine every day 
in the morning and at night.” 


Pearsall will look to build off his impressive Florida debut when the No. 19 Gators (1-0) host No. 20 Kentucky (1-0) on Saturday. 
Through the ups and downs of adjusting to a new team and new surroundings, Pearsall said he’s feeling more comfortable. 


“Tt took a lot for me to pick all my stuff up and leave,” Pearsall said. “But I know this is a really good opportunity for me and I 
know I can do it. I knew it was the right time to do it and it’s a blessing to be here and this is home now.” 


In Billy Napier, Gators receiver Ricky Pearsall trusts — and vice versa

Once the football was firmly in hand, 2-year-old Ricky Pearsall awaited his reward. 

Ricky Sr. was quick to deliver it. 

“Every catch I’d get, he’d give me a Skittle,” Pearsall recalled. 

Along with a sweet tooth, Pearsall developed sure hands. 

A Pavlovian response to a football in the air now makes him a difference-maker for coach Billy Napier’s No. 
12 Florida Gators. During last Saturday’s 29-26 win against Utah, Pearsall debuted with 4 catches for a team- 
best 67 yards to position him as quarterback Anthony Richardson’s go-to receiver. 


“He definitely makes it easier for me,” Richardson said. “I’m looking forward to more games with him.” 


Pearsall’s performance also validated the difficult decision to leave Arizona State and his native stomping 
grounds. 


The 6-foot-1, 200-pound receiver’s talent, work ethic and approach traveled well. 


In Gainesville, Pearsall, who turns 22 Friday, established a strict regimen that includes catching 100 passes 
every morning and evening from a JUGS machine. 


“You got to get a routine together,” he explained. “Like Napier always says, get your routine together and 
that’s going to carry you through your week.” 


Pearsall’s sense of routine began years ago at his father’s knee. 


Ricky Pearsall Sr. was a receiver from 1993-96 at Northern Arizona University, where he recorded 124 catches 
for 1,802 yards and developed a blueprint for success he’d pass down to his son. 


“My dad is everything,” Ricky Pearsall said. “He’s my biggest critic. That’s really important, having a father 
figure. It started since I was young and he never stopped. " 


Pearsall’s chance to follow in his father’s footsteps arrived when coaches moved him from quarterback to 
receiver during his sophomore season at Tempe Corona del Sol. 


“That’s when I really started running routes and taking it serious,” he said. 

Pearsall focused on the position’s fine points to separate himself from the pack — and opposing defenders. 

As a Corona del Sol junior, he set a single-game state receiving yardage record for school 6A, 11-man football 
with 342 yards. Eventually he signed with his hometown Sun Devils in 2019. In 2021, Pearsall broke out with 
48 catches, 580 receiving yards and 6 total touchdowns. 


Pearsall, though, sensed bigger opportunities were available beyond a middle-of-the-pack Pac-12 program. 


When Pearsall decided to transfer from ASU last spring, he generated immediate and overwhelming interest. 


“T wasn’t expecting how it went,” he said. “I woke up that morning and the phone calls and the rest of that 
entire week, honestly, I was on the phone for the entire time because I wanted to make that right decision. 


“T put all my trust into Billy Napier.” 


Napier, a former receivers coach at Clemson and Alabama, put his faith in Pearsall to provide the Gators with a 
playmaker on the perimeter. 


“He’s a very skilled player,” Napier said. “He’s got really good ball skills. He’s got a really unique quickness 
and acceleration. He’s got a little creativity. 


“The guy’s been running routes a long time and we needed a player like that, who’s got some run-after-the- 
catch [ability] and some quickness.” 


Pearsall’s No. | jersey is a testament to Napier’s confidence. 

During his recruiting visit to Gainesville, Pearsall actually requested a different number. 

“The last thing I said was, ‘Save No. 5 for me,’ and I just walked out the door,” he recalled. “When I got here, 
they didn’t really say anything about the numbers for the longest time. Then I got a phone call from Coach and 


he just basically told me that, ‘We’re going to put you in No. 1.’ 


“T just thanked him and I knew it came with a lot behind it. But I believe in myself. I wear it on my chest every 
day.” 


Pearsall, though, faced a tougher adjustment after he injured his left foot early in preseason camp. That forced 
him to miss two weeks and jeopardized his availability for the opener. 


“Tt was very unfortunate. I wanted to be out there with my guys,” he said. “I just got here and wanted to show 
everybody what I got.” 


Pearsall didn’t need long to make an impression. A 23-yard catch on third-and-15 during Florida’s first scoring 
drive against Utah was one of four first-down catches on just five targets. 


In the stands, Pearsall’s parents looked on. 

But even more than 2,000 miles away during the week, Ricky Sr. monitors closely his son’s progress. 

“He still texts me to this day,” Pearsall said. “Every day after practice, I’ll be expecting a long paragraph ... 
and I’ll send him clips from practice. I do everything he says. What he has said and taught me has taken me so 
far. 


“It’s really important because not a lot of people out there have this and it’s truly a blessing.” 


Decades later, Pearsall said he still enjoys the occasional Skittle. But the sweet taste of success and a job well 
done remain his daily reward. 


“Just going out there every single day with the same mindset that I’m going to get better at something,” he 
said. “You know, ‘1 percent every day’ is what I live by.” 


First-and-goal: Gators slot receiver Ricky Pearsall cherishes victory No. 1 in 


The Swamp

The roar inside Ben Hill Griffin Stadium had settled, and the locker room hooting subsided as coach Billy 
Napier spoke the epilogue to Florida’s 29-26 win over No. 7 Utah. “Let’s enjoy it, but you remain 
humble. You show up with an edge tomorrow and understand we’ve got work to do to get better.” 


Slot receiver Ricky Pearsall cherished the moment — his first game as a Gator — and took to heart the 
message, one which he heard again upon stepping outside the locker room to hug his euphoric parents, 
who flew in from Tempe. Ariz. 


“Son, realize how fortunate you are, being in the position to help this program get back to its winning 
tradition,” said his father, Ricky Sr. “But never be satisfied. You aren’t even close to accomplishing what 
you came here to do.” 


The dad, who was a four-year letterman at Northern Arizona from 1994 to 1997, used to toss a football to 
his 2-year-old son and reward every catch with a Skittle. Pearsall still likes Skittles and still likes catching 
passes. 


Each morning’s routine begins with a team breakfast, followed by 8 a.m. physical treatment, followed by 
catching 100 balls from the JUGS machine. “I’ve gotta get 100 in a row before I can leave,” he said. Each 
evening after practice, he grabs a manager or one of the equipment staffers and they head back to the 
JUGS machine to catch 100 more. 


The hand-eye coordination looked sharp in Week | as Pearsall touched four passes and caught them all 
for a team-high 67 yards. A fifth target, at the end of a broken play, was batted down along the Utah 
sideline. Even that incompletion showed synergy between scrambling quarterback Anthony Richardson 
and the Arizona State transfer who modified his route. 


When Pearsall was in the portal in May and choosing between Florida and Oregon, multiple 
conversations with Richardson helped seal the decision. They discussed the offense, the vibe around the 
program, and Napier’s intentions on building a winner. “He had a lot of good things to say,” Pearsall said, 
“and I believed everything.” 


Summer throwing sessions made for a nice introduction and he started preseason camp looking 
impressive in one-on-ones against defensive backs. Then came a foot injury, and though the MRI showed 
no fracture, Pearsall missed two weeks with a pair of painful bone bruises. 


“Tt was really unfortunate because I wanted to be out there with my guys,” he said. “I just got here and I 
wanted to show everybody what I’ve got.” 


Though Pearsall missed both preseason scrimmages, he moved well on intermediate routes against Utah. 
All four catches resulted in first downs, including a 14-yarder on Richardson’s first pass of the season. 
The longest gainer was a 23-yard pickup on third-and-15 that led to the Gators’ first touchdown. 


“T think he’s skilled at the line of scrimmage and at the top of the route,” Napier said Wednesday night. 
“He’s got really good ball skills, really unique quickness and acceleration. And IJ think he’s got a little 
creativity. 


“The guy’s been running routes a long time and we needed a player like that, who’s got some run-after- 
the-catch quickness. I think he’s a unique player in the slot who presents a mismatch. The guy is also 6-1 
1/2 and 195 pounds, so he’s not a small guy.” 


Pearsall felt small, at least at first, playing in front of 90,799 fans, a record season-opening crowd at The 
Swamp. Pac-12 crowds simply don’t compare. The most fans for one of Pearsall’s previous games was 
73,531 at Michigan State in 2019 and 61,570 at BYU last year. 


“Tt took a second for me to soak it in when I walked out that tunnel for the first time because it was a 
different atmosphere out there in The Swamp,” he said. “Everybody wants to talk about it, and I heard all 
about it when I was coming here. Yeah, the Pac-12 and the SEC are definitely two different atmospheres, 
for sure. 


“Tt was really loud. Really loud.” 

Pearsall didn’t request the prized No. | jersey. Rather, he was informed about landing it on a late-summer 
call from Napier. (“I just thanked him and said I knew it came with a lot behind it.”) It’s an appropriate 
number, given his mindset of “getting | percent better every day.” 

Teammates have noticed. 

“You know, his first impression was amazing — a guy who put his head down and worked,” cornerback 


Jason Marshall said. “He’s fast, quick, got hands, and his routes are good, too. With me covering him, 
sometimes it gets hard, but I like the work, he likes the work, and it’s just good competition.” 


Inside the Gators’ upset of Utah: ‘This group’s got a lot of fight in them’

Florida quarterback Anthony Richardson wants the football in his hands with the game on the line. 


As his team faced 4th-and-2 with 1:53 remaining during Saturday night’s thriller against Utah, the moment suddenly 
felt a bit too big and too real for Richardson. 


With the Gators trailing by four points during head coach Billy Napier’s debut, he turned to his redshirt sophomore 
QB. 


“Coach Nape told me, “You’re going to try to score right here. A game-winner,’” Richardson recalled. “My heart 
kind of froze. I’d never really heard those words.” 


But Richardson kept his cool, picked up a first down with a 10-yard run and four plays later crossed the goal line for 
the third time during his team’s 29-26 win. 


Richardson’s athleticism, arm strength and ability to meet the moment carried the unranked Gators past the No. 7 
Utes. 


Senior Amari Burney’s interception — and redemption — sealed the deal. Victimized all night by Utah’s talented 
tight ends, Burney jumped a route by Dalton Kincaid to intercept Cam Rising’s second-down pass into the end zone 
with 17 seconds remaining. 


“Someone had to make a play. It happened to be me,” Burney said. 


A sold-out crowd of 90,799, the highest ever for a Gators’ home opener, let out a roar that did not subside for some 
time. 


Napier picked up his first win at Florida after four seasons at Louisiana. 
The 43-year-old moved to 17-3 in one-possession games but was quick to credit the Gators’ grit. 
“This group’s got a lot of fight in them,” he said. 


The Gators were 3-point underdogs, the first time a visiting season-opening opponent was favored against Florida 
since 1969 against Houston. 


Those Gators were led by a sophomore quarterback, John Reaves, on his way to a record-setting season for a 9-1-1 
squad. 


Napier inherited a team coming off a 6-7 season. SEC media picked Florida to finish fourth in the SEC East. 
The Gators and Richardson have other ideas. 


“We just knocked off a top-ranked team,” Richardson said. “There’s great energy in the locker room right now. I 
feel like it boosted some guys’ confidence. 


“A lot of people were doubting us.” 
An SEC-opening visit from No. 20 Kentucky at 7 p.m. Saturday offers the Gators’ their next chance to make people 


believers. The Wildcats have beaten the Gators two of the past four meetings, including a 2018 upset in the Swamp 
to end a losing streak against Florida dating to 1986. 


Game-winning interception 'meant a lot' to fifth-year senior LB Burney

Billy Napier’s eyes widened as if he were trying to reconcile what had just happened. Behind him was a 
glob of Florida players, coaches and trainers who appeared to briefly do the same. 


When reality sunk in, Napier’s arms shot toward the sky in celebration of an unexpected but brilliant 29- 
26 triumph over a formidable foe, No. 7 Utah. 


Napier’s reaction was the product of what Florida fans are already calling “an instant classic play.” 
“A special moment,” Napier said Saturday. 


Utah had been marching down the field, threatening to score a touchdown that Florida would have been 
unlikely to recover from. But with just 17 seconds left in the fourth quarter, Utah quarterback Cameron 
Rising fired a pass on second-and-goal from the 6-yard line intended for his dependable tight end, Dalton 
Kincaid. But Kincaid couldn’t stay on his feet as he crossed over the middle of the field, tripping and 
falling after Rising had already released his pass. 


That’s when Florida fifth-year senior linebacker Amari Burney sprawled out and ensnared the ball, 
ensuring a Florida victory over a top-10 team. As far as the Gator football program goes, the moment was 
one that will go down in history books as it tied Florida’s highest-ranked victory in a season opener in 
program history. For Burney personally, the moment was immensely meaningful. 


“Tt just meant a lot,” Burney said. “For coach Napier and [co-defensive coordinator Patrick Toney] and 
(linebackers) coach (Jay) Bateman to come in here and just trust me with that opportunity to be on the 
field in that clutch moment.” 

It hasn’t always been easy for Burney, a fifth-year senior who joined the program in 2018 as a safety. The 
former four-star prospect then moved to STAR, a hybrid position that has linebacker and defensive back 
elements, only to move to linebacker full time a year later in 2020. 


But tackling and execution issues pushed Burney into a reserve role at the linebacker position, where he 
appeared in 13 games in 2021 but made just two end-of-year starts. When Florida made its coaching 
change, many fans thought Burney was a candidate to enter the NCAA transfer portal, however, he said 
he felt compelled to honor the commitment he made to the university years earlier. Napier is glad he did. 


“Amari Burney is one of my favorite players here on the team,” the first-year head coach said. “This 
guy’s played — I think this is his sixth year here. He’s played like 1,600 snaps here. I call him old man all 
the time.” 


Burney was arguably stuck with the most difficult task of the night against the Utes Saturday: covering 
their immensely talented and versatile tight ends Brant Kuithe and Dalton Kincaid. 


At times, Kuithe functioned like a wide receiver and moved around the field as much as anybody on the 
Utes’ roster, something that created mismatches for Florida’s defensive backs and linebackers in 
coverage, especially when Kuithe aligned in the slot. And while Kincaid does not have as much alignment 
flexibility, he has a history of being equally as effective in the team’s passing attack. 


For the majority of the night, Kuithe seemed to get the best of Burney, scooting by him on several 
occasions for explosive plays like a 37-yard snag that occurred with Burney in tow. Kuithe finished the 
night with nine receptions for 105 yards and a touchdown. 


“Great tight ends,” Burney said. “They’re probably the best tight ends that we’re going to play all season. 
Just guarding him tonight, great coverage but just have to get my head around for the ball. Those guys are 
very outstanding athletes.” 


But Burney made plays when he needed to. 


It happened in the third quarter when Florida put together a phenomenal goalline stand in which they kept 
Utah out of the end zone on four plays from the half-yard line. 


It happened on a number of run plays when Burney filled his lane properly. He finished the game with 
seven tackles, matching his third-highest single-game total in his career. 


And, of course, it happened with just 17 seconds left in the game. When his team needed it most. 


“T just knew I had to come up with it,” Burney said. “It felt great. I really couldn’t hear anything. My ears 
were ringing, I had a headache, people were trying to tackle me and I was trying to get away from them, 
that’s why I was running down the field.” 


According to Napier and several Florida players, the game-ending interception could not have been pulled 
off by a better teammate and role model for the rest of the roster. 


Napier said Burney is a “good communicator” who “makes other players around him better,” and added 
that Burney has “really risen to the occasion” in a middle linebacker room that entered the season with 
extremely limited depth. 


“For that guy to make the play,” Napier said, “I think that’s pretty special.” 
Florida star sophomore defensive lineman Gervon Dexter echoed the sentiment. 


“He deserved it,” Dexter said. “He works real hard, he does the right things, both inside and outside of his 
locker room. He’s a veteran guy, so when I see him get a pick I felt like he really deserved it.” 


By Burney’s own admission, his performance in Saturday night’s contest could have been better. He 
could have been sharper in coverage or more efficient in his tackling and run-stopping. But as he dove 
toward Rising’s late-fourth-quarter pass into the end zone, none of that mattered. The fifth-year senior 
cemented himself in Florida lore. 


“Like Kobe (Bryant) said, ‘Job ain’t finished yet,’” Burney said with a smile. “We got to move onto the 
next week.” 


Gators Q&A: Running Back Montrell Johnson Jr.

The newness around the Gators this season starts at the top with head coach Billy Napier. 


Napier has spent the last nine months adjusting to his new team and the Gators to their new coach. The get-to-know-you 
transition was not as difficult for running back Montrell Johnson Jr. as most of his teammates. 


Johnson is one of three players on the roster who played for Napier at Louisiana, joining offensive linemen O'Cyrus Torrence and 
Kamryn Waites as former Ragin' Cajuns. 


A sophomore from De La Salle High School in New Orleans, Johnson and Napier got to know each other quickly at Louisiana. 
Johnson led the Ragin’ Cajuns with 12 rushing touchdowns as a true freshman, including a 99-yard score against Arkansas State, 
making him only the 13th player in NCAA history to race that distance for a touchdown. 

Johnson is part of a backfield mix that includes Nay'Quan Wright, Lorenzo Lingard and true freshman Trevor Etienne with the 
Gators. He shouldn't have to wait long for his first attempt on Saturday night when the Gators host No. 7 Utah in the season 
opener at Ben Hill Griffin Stadium. 

For more on Johnson, here is a Q&A with No. 2 on the roster: 

MONTRELL JOHNSON JR. Q&A 

Q: Hotter in Florida or Louisiana? 

A: I got Louisiana heat. It's a little more humid there. It's kind of the same way here, but it's a little better in Louisiana. 


Q: What is Billy's philosophy on running the football? 


A: Billy's going to run the football. He likes to run the football and do play-action as well. He will run the football a lot, and then 
do some play-action. I'm so bad at this! That's all I got. 


Q: Can you expand on that and the philosophy of being physical to other teams? 
A: Running the ball is our philosophy, so say that's not working, we're going to air it out and explore our options and stuff like 
that. Running the ball, we're going to do it regardless of whether the opponent likes it or not. 


Q: What do you think about Anthony Richardson's running ability? 


A: He's a freak. Since I got here he took me in with open arms. We talk about a lot of stuff in the playbook, trying to get on the 
same page. He's a great guy. 


Q: Most think of you as a between-the-tackles runner. Are you going to surprise people when you go outside? 
A: I think I can do it all. I think I can run outside, make moves, be a bruiser at times. I think I'll surprise a lot of folks. 
Q: What was the sales pitch to get you to come to Florida? 


A: It wasn't really a sales pitch. It was like, 'you know how we run a program. You know what we do here, how we like to run the 
ball. If you want to come, come. If you don't, don't." 


Q: What is core of Coach Napier's culture? 


A: Coach Napier has set the same values that he wants us to follow, like being disciplined, coming together and being tough and 
believing in what they've got going on here. We're slowly starting do that and get better as a team. 


Q: Did offer to join him at Florida serve as validation for you? 


A: I wouldn't say it validated me because I still got some doubters out there, so I still say I have something to prove. It gave me a 
point of like, 'I can do this thing. I can play on this level, I can compete against the high-level guys.' 


UF coach Billy Napier borrows from Nick Saban’s Alabama blueprint

Let go at Clemson, coach Billy Napier landed at Alabama humbled, hungry and — he soon discovered — oblivious. 
Napier would never be the same. College football would not, either. 


“My experience at Alabama kind of opened my eyes to what’s required to compete at this level,” Napier told the 
Orlando Sentinel. 


Dabo Swinney’s fledgling Clemson program remained years away from flourishing when Napier’s fast rise came to 
a screeching halt. At Alabama, Nick Saban’s Crimson Tide were taking full flight. 


Upon arriving in 2011 as an offensive analyst, Napier was awestruck by the Crimson Tide’s extensive infrastructure, 
strong financial commitment and detail-oriented CEO able to orchestrate such an ambitious enterprise. 


“T walk into this building and I’m observing this operation and I’m thinking, ‘OK, I get it,’” Napier recalled earlier 
this year. 


Napier, 43, has brought to the Gators key elements of what he gleaned during five formative seasons with Saban. 


Alabama’s program set the standard for hiring a massive support staff, providing a deep salary pool for assistant 
coaches, building state-of-the-art facilities and capitalizing on a football-obsessed culture. 


“Some of it’s the resources of the program — not to take anything away from Coach Saban, because he does a 
tremendous job,” Mississippi State coach Mike Leach said. “But there’s circumstances that can be beneficial, too.” 


Napier accepted the Florida job after athletic director Scott Stricklin assured similar buy-in. 

Napier has since hired around 60 people in roles ranging from co-defensive coordinators to dietitians, from 
overseeing logistics to NIL — a roughly 20% increase in staffing from 2021 and $2.7 million increase in salary. On 
Sunday, the Gators are scheduled to move into an $85 million, 140,000-square foot facility years in the making. 
The Saban blueprint, however, is rooted in more than hiring binges or big checks. 

Alabama has produced six national championships and 41 first-round NFL draft picks since he arrived in 2007. 
Even as others have kept pace in the arms race, Saban separated himself with his eye for talent, organizational 


genius, competitive drive and ability to consistently field disciplined, no-nonsense teams. 


“Certainly he has not sat on his laurels,” former Florida coach Steve Spurrier said. “He gets ready to go the next 
year, the next game. He keeps his guys on the go. They don’t sit around and talk about how great they are. 


“T like the way they play, very few penalties, they don’t hit you late out of bounds, they don’t have those 
interception chains and nonsense. They do things, in my opinion, the right way.” 


The Saban way has rubbed off on college football, particularly in the nation’s southern region. 


Napier joins Ole Miss’ Lane Kiffin, Texas A&M’s Jimbo Fisher, Miami’s Mario Cristobal, Texas’ Steve Sarkisian, 
Georgia Tech’s Geoff Collins and Georgia’s Kirby Smart as former Saban assistants serving as head coaches. 


“T would doubt there’s ever been a coach in any sport, college or professional, that has so many people under him 
that are at major jobs,” Kiffin said. “It really is amazing.” 


Producing Saban-like success is the challenge. Consider the 70-year-old’s career record against former assistants is 
25-2 after losing to Fisher’s Aggies in 2021 and Smart’s Bulldogs in the national title game.. 


Last season, Smart joined Fisher as the only Saban acolyte to win a national title. Former Michigan State coach 
Mark Dantonio is the only other one to reach the College Football Playoff. 


Many Saban disciplines have flamed out. 


The biggest flop was Tennessee’s Derek Dooley, who was 4-19 in the SEC in his three seasons (2010-12). Two 
former Saban assistants also failed in Gainesville, Will Muschamp and Jim McElwain. 


“You just have to be a little different,” SEC Network personality Paul Finebaum told the Sentinel. “All children are 
not the same, but they have the same parents. In Napier’s case, the indications are strong, though. 


“This is not an assistant that’s never been tested before.” 


Louisiana evolved into a Top 25 program during Napier’s four seasons, finishing 33-5 the past three seasons and 40- 
12 overall. Along the way, Napier spurned Auburn, among other SEC suitors. 


“To turn down an SEC job when you’re at Louisiana, that’s pretty hard to do,” said Finebaum, a longtime college 
football observer who spent much of his media career in Birmingham. “But he knew where he was going.” 


To get there with the Gators, Napier will draw on his many experiences. 


“Everything I’ve learned I’ve stolen from someone else,” he said. “You have to remain humble enough to admit 
that.” 


Napier credits many coaching influences for his success, beginning with his late father Bill, Napier’s high school 
coach in Georgia and idol. South Carolina State legend Buddy Pough gave Napier his first full-time job. Swinney, a 
two-time national champion, made Napier the youngest offensive coordinator in Division I, though the role was 
short-lived. 


Napier’s subsequent time in Tuscaloosa was career-changing. After his stint as an analyst, Napier spent a season 
with McElwain at Colorado State before returning to Alabama to coach receivers and recruit for Saban from 2013- 
16. 


Saban’s rigorous approach meshed with Napier’s own meticulous nature. 


“A lot of his notes and detail, that comes from Coach Saban,” said Gators offensive coordinator and line coach Rob 
Sale, who was at Alabama from 2007-11. 


Napier keeps notebooks charting each month from previous seasons to improve and refine. 

“The football calendar is pretty much the same thing over and over again,” Sale said. “So he can see what we did, 
what mistakes we had the year before so you don’t make the same mistakes the next year. He’s constantly taking 
notes. He’s like a machine. 


“T’m not that disciplined.” 


Napier maximized every opportunity and examined every angle at resource-strained Louisiana, where he 
implemented a bare-bones version of the Saban blueprint and continued to develop it. 


“T always used to tell people, we need to operate at a level where we can pick our system up and take it to the next 
stop and transplant it,” Napier told the Sentinel. “So everything we do we need to think, if we were at the elite level 
in college football would this translate? That’s what really I’m excited about ... We got better every year. We 
continued to tinker with everything. 


“Now the challenge is, OK, you got the budget, you got the resources, you got a little bit more.” 


Rarely is a program able to put the pieces in place to challenge Saban’s SEC stranglehold. Beginning with his first 
national title season there in 2009, Alabama is 164-17. 


Meanwhile, Napier inherits a program coming off a 6-7 season and picked to finish fourth in the SEC East. The 
Gators’ new coach knows the destination and how to get there, but ultimately will follow his own path. 


“The nuts and bolts are very similar,” Sale said. “But he puts his personality on it. He doesn’t try to be somebody 
else. He’s his own man.”

Though first-year Florida Gators coach Billy Napier isn’t a Nick Saban clone, you can see Saban’s 
fingerprints everywhere in Gainesville, down to the parking spots. 


That’s the biggest takeaway from “The Leadership Secrets of Nick Saban: How Alabama’s Coach 
Became the Greatest Ever.” We received an advanced copy and read it through the prism of Napier and 
his five years at ‘Bama. Though Saban’s impact on Napier is well chronicled, the similarities were still 
striking. 


Here are five takeaways on the Wall Street Journal bestseller, written by AL.com’s John Talty: 


Everything comes back to recruiting 

In his first meeting at ‘Bama, Saban told the entire staff, “Everything we do is about recruiting.” The 
message applied to coaches, janitors and everyone else. How a secretary answers the phone shapes how 
outsiders view the program, which affects recruiting. 


Napier made his priority clear on Day 1, too, when he called college football “a talent-acquisition 
business.” Napier said he looks for three traits in potential hires across the organization: a sincere care for 
others, subject-area expertise and the recruiting footprint or personality/networking skills that “they bring 
to the table from recruiting dynamics.” 


The recruiting approach is similar 

Saban’s Crimson Tide have “critical factors” for each position. Defensive backs, for instance, must be 6 
feet tall with 33-inch arms. The “Saban sheets,” Talty writes, eliminate office politics through clear 
criteria. 


Napier cites “critical factors” often, too. On signing day, he stressed players’ height, length, verified 
speed and functional movement. 


One thing that isn’t a critical factor: a player’s ranking. In his introductory news conference, Napier said 
UF won’t “get consumed with the stars” and will instead focus on evaluation. It wasn’t well received by 
every Gators fan, but the approach works for Saban. Rick Trickett — who worked with and under Saban 
before becoming a Florida State assistant from 2007-17 — said Saban succeeds because he “‘still trusts his 
eyes.” 


“T think what hurt us at Florida State at the end was we quit trusting our eyes,” Trickett said. “We cared 
more about the recruiting magazines telling us we were No. 3 in the nation.” 


The FSU recruiting class that was No. 3 in the nation in 2016 went 10-3, 7-6, 5-7 and 6-7 on the field. 
Talty writes that Saban routinely reviews previous classes “to know what he and his staff missed in their 
evaluation so it wouldn’t happen again.” Napier’s staff includes a spot for a director of research and 


evaluation to study player production and the program’s scouting process. 


‘Pick where you can win’ 


After leading Michigan State to a top-10 season in 1999, Saban left for LSU. Why? “I'll never be 
Michigan.” 


Only a dozen or so programs can be Michigan. LSU is one. So is Alabama. And, yes, Florida. 


The Gators weren’t the first Power Five program to try to hire Napier away from Louisiana. But they 
succeeded because they have the resources and willingness to invest in Napier’s vision, which he called 
“the most important part” in his decision. 


It was the same for Saban at LSU and Alabama. Both programs were starved for success and agreed to 
give Saban whatever he wanted, from an expanded football facility to better parking spots for players. 
Though UF’s $85 million football complex was already in the works, UF tweaked it for Napier’s needs. 
And one of the first things Napier’s staff did this spring? Improve players’ parking. 


The secret to the massive staff: clear roles 

Saban’s process is known for his massive support staff, but it works because every role is defined. “In 
clear and concise language,” Talty writes, “(Saban) explains what their job responsibilities are and what 
success looks like.” 


Napier follows that blueprint. The Gators expanded their staff for him, because his vision was detailed: 
Napier needs this specific position for this specific purpose. 


“He didn’t just bring you here to bring you here,” director of college personnel Bird Sherrill said this 
spring. “There’s a thorough, detailed plan.” 


If that sounds obvious, it isn’t. Athletic departments can be inefficient bureaucracies like any other 
workplace. 


The emphasis on structure across the organization comes back to something Napier said at the start of 
preseason camp: “The gray area is the enemy.” Both Napier and his former boss try to eliminate it. 


There are differences, too 

Saban yells often. Talty tells the story of Saban unloading on a ball boy one minute and screaming at 
offensive coordinator Jim McElwain the next. Napier doesn’t. At media day, punter Jeremy Crawshaw 
said he had not yet seen Napier mad. Napier shows his intensity differently. 


Though Saban’s massive support staff is inspired by Alabama, it’s not a carbon copy. Napier’s analysts 
and quality control staffers are up-and-comers. Many worked for him at Louisiana Lafayette. 


Saban hires some of those, too, but there’s an entire chapter dedicated to the way he gives “distressed 
assets” a second chance. Fired coaches like Butch Jones, Lane Kiffin, Charlie Strong and an offensive 
coordinator Clemson canned after the 2010 season: Billy Napier. 


Three Meals a Day Takes on New Meaning for Gators

A health-conscious eater who has maintained a lifelong commitment to fitness, Gators volleyball coach 
Mary Wise took a lunch break last week at a new spot in town. 


The options appeared endless as Wise contemplated what to have. At one point, Wise began thinking out 
loud. 


"T can't believe I'm about to eat marinated tofu from the training table," Wise uttered to no one in 
g 
particular. 


Standing nearby, Tonya McGowan heard Wise's amazement to find such a healthy and diverse item at a 
place geared toward busy college students on the go. 


"You can get the tofu grilled over here," McGowan responded, standing at a nearby serving station. 


McGowan is executive chef for Sodexo Live!, the exclusive food and beverage partner of the Gators at 
Ben Hill Griffin Stadium. The University Athletic Association's relationship with Sodexo Live! is 
expanding to provide premium sports nutrition for UF student-athletes at the Gary Condron Family 
Dining Hall, located inside the new $85 million Heavener Football Training Center that opened to the 
football team Aug. 14. 


Wise was part of a soft opening for the dining hall that included various UF coaches and university 
officials. McGowan and Sodexo Live! are ready to serve when the facility opens Wednesday to all of 
UF's student-athletes. 


"They already have two months of menus to mix it up," said Chip Howard, UF's executive associate 
athletics director for internal affairs. "There is going to be something for everybody." 


A longtime UAA administrator who was closely involved with the planning and design of the Heavener 
Football Training Center, Howard has been around long enough to remember when the UAA operated 
Roberts Dining Hall in Yon Hall on the east side of Ben Hill Griffin Stadium more than 30 years ago. The 
world has changed a lot since then, and so has athletic training and nutrition. The UAA has eight full-time 
dieticians on staff to provide meal plans and information for student-athletes looking to use their eating 
habits as another tool to reach peak performance. 


McGowan worked with the UAA's dieticians to develop menus aimed toward that goal. 


"They are here for a reason and that's to make sure our student-athletes are being fueled the way they need 
to," Howard said. "They all have diverse eating habits, they all have diverse needs, and identifying the 
right nutritional values for each student-athlete has really become a science. 


"Throughout our travels across the country, we focused on wherever we could go to take a look at the 
dining facilities on college campuses and also on professional teams to see how the best were feeding 
their athletes. I can say ours is one of the largest, particularly the seating area where the athletes eat. I 
think that bodes well in our ability to feed our 524 student-athletes three meals a day." 


The dining hall features a 4,200 square-foot kitchen and dining area open to student-athletes from all 
sports, coaches, and staff, with an anticipated 300 to 400 guests coming through for each main service 
(breakfast, lunch and dinner). The serving space includes a mix of self-service stations, served items and, 
outside of opening hours, a Grab-N-Go area with the option for mobile ordering through the Notemeal 


app. 


The dining hall is located in the front corridor of the Heavener Center and resembles a Gators-themed 
food court in an upscale shopping mall. Sodexo Live!, which also oversees dining operations at Michigan, 
Gonzaga, Liberty, West Virginia and Louisiana-Lafayette among others, is eager to expand its 
relationship with the Gators. 


"We're proud of the partnership we've built with the University of Florida over the years," said Steve 
Pangburn, CEO of Sodexo Live! in North America. "We're honored to continue to serve fans while now 
expanding to serve their elite athletes." 


The offerings focus on providing nutritious, well-balanced meals. Station highlights include grill, deli and 
salad options, as well as smoothies and dessert, plus gluten and allergen-free stations. 


Wise, who is set to open her 32nd season at UF on Friday, has witnessed college athletics and UF evolve 
in so many ways during her distinguished career. The Condron Family Dining Hall is another example in 
her view of what makes Florida one of the top athletic programs in the country. 

"Much like a Hawkins Center, it puts in concrete the commitment to the student-athlete's championship 
experience that is our core value," Wise said. "This dining hall shows it — the commitment to all student- 
athletes. You might see something similar around the country, but are they for the men and the women?" 


And, of course, do they have grilled tofu? 


"They clearly brought in the experts," Wise said, "because the attention to detail is so impressive." 


UF’s Heavener Football Center creates efficiency, comfort for Gators

Six years in the making, Florida’s football facility opened Aug. 14 to launch a new era for the Gators. 


Officials pulled back the curtain Monday during a guided tour through the 142,000-square foot James W. “Bill” 
Heavener Football Training Center sure to level the playing field for first-year coach Billy Napier’s program. 


The $85 million investment will not solely benefit the athletic department’s cash cow program, either. Dining is 
available Monday through Friday for the first time to all the 500-plus scholarship athletes and walk-ons in UF’s 21 
sports. 


“We’ve never had every student-athlete on a meal plan,” executive athletic director Chip Howard said. 


Yet the focus is to ultimately recreate a national championship-caliber football program at a school with three titles 
(1996, 2006, 2008) won during a time when facilities were not nearly as critical to success. 


The new training center, nicknamed “The 7th Heavener” by the Gainesville Sun’s David Whitley, exemplifies the 
investment required to lure the nation’s best players — then train them, teach them, care for them and coach them. 


Here are five areas of note: 


Take a load off 
A little R&R or a power nap after class and before practice can be a player’s salvation during a long, taxing season. 


The challenge at the Heavener Center could be getting players to leave their locker. Each features many amenities 
and a $15,000 price tag. 


The centerpiece is a zero-gravity chair able to recline into a bed and replenish a tired body in no time. Twenty 
minutes in zero-gravity position generates the spinal compression achieved during 8-10 hours of sleep. While 
drifting off, a player can put on the Normatec air compression boots available at each locker to rejuvenate his aching 
feet and fatigued lower legs. 


A table alongside recharges a player’s phone and storage areas include a helmet nook below an illuminating placard 
featuring his name and photo. 


A messy, sweaty locker room never was so inviting. 


Rinse, Recover, Repeat 
Hall of Fame coach Bill Parcells once said, “Availability is the best ability.” 


Recovery is critical. 

The Heavener Center offers an array of modalities to revitalize and rehabilitate players to keep them on the field. 
The wet area includes a cold-plunge pool and two rehab pools, including one with two underwater treadmills for 
players nursing lower-extremity injuries. A sauna, steam room and two float tubs sit adjacently, as does a glassed-in 


athletic training area twice the size as previously available. 


Nearby are two cryotherapy rooms, one set at minus-67 degrees and another at minus-167 degrees, to accelerate 
recovery. A three-minute treatment delivers well-documented benefits while replacing ice packs or ice baths. 


Room with a view 


Napier’s office occupies the northwest corner of the Heavener Center. A balcony 15 to 20 steps from his desks 
offers a view of Sanders Practice Fields. A window to his left overlooks the basketball court and swimming pool 
west of the building and available to all athletes. 


Behind Napier’s desk are two bookshelves filled a variety of reading materials for the learned 43-year-old. A well- 
detailed day planner on his desk provides a window into his meticulous mind. 


Napier’s influences and sources of inspirations are felt everywhere. 


A framed collection of photos and writings pays tribute to Bill Napier, his late father and high school coach in 
Georgia. Napier’s three children and wife are well represented on the same wall. 


Helmets sit in the corner, representing each of his stops. Napier’s sizable office is suited to a man now holding one 
of college football’s biggest jobs. 


Florida living 
Gainesville’s warm weather and sunshine are key selling points to recruits. A resort-style pool at the Heavener 
Center aims to capitalize. 


The area is sure to be a prime gathering spot for UF athletes once it is completed. A large hot tub will sit nearby. 


The pools sit at the west end of the building down the hall from the dining area and past a barber shop, pool table, 
ping-pong table and several massage chairs. 


“How many schools can do this?” Howard said overlooking the pool area. “It’s uniquely Florida. That’s what you 
want.” 


Hall of Honor 
Jeremy Foley’s presence is felt in every corner of Florida’s athletics program, including when one enters the new 
building. 


The Foley Hall of Champions features banners celebrating the championship successes under the former AD. The 
Gators won 27 national championships and 130 SEC titles during Foley’s 25 seasons (1992-2016). 


“Tt’s hard for me to put into words how meaningful this is to me,” Foley said in a statement. “Not only the 
recognition, but the way it embodies what I believe and what they still believe at the University of Florida; that all 
sports matter, and all will compete at the highest level.” 


The banners hang in the foyer, dining hall and player lounge — areas open to athletes in all sports involved in 
shaping Foley’s legacy. 


Leading up to his retirement, Foley recognized the need to improve the football program’s lagging facilities. In 
September 2016, Foley proposed one to serve as the centerpiece of roughly $100 million in construction projects 


also impacting the baseball and softball programs. 


Considerable changes were made to push the price tag up as much $80 million. The Gators believe the Heavener 
Football Training Center is worth it. 


“This is a 50- or 60-year fix,” athletic director Scott Stricklin said.” 


New facility the 'living room' for Florida athletics

Florida executive associate athletics director for internal affairs Chip Howard stood just inside the front 
entrance of the James W. Heavener Football Training Center, a project that he helped oversee for much of the 
last five years. 


Understandably, Howard was proud of the outcome: a categorically stunning $85 million facility outfitted with 
cutting-edge technology, craftily designed spaces that could allow for enhanced off-field football training, a 
state-of-the-art locker room in which each individual locker costs roughly $15,000, and a training center that 
includes hydrotherapy, cryotherapy, and more. 


It’s the kind of building that can “impact a school forever,” Howard said at one point while offering a facility 
tour on Monday afternoon. 


"When we went through the process, we visited a lot of schools and it wasn't so much about what Clemson had 
or Alabama had or what FSU has or Kentucky, it's what Florida could have," Howard said. "When we looked 
at what we were looking for as it relates to the development of our student-athletes, the ability for them to 
efficiently work in a certain amount of time, you know, 20 hours a week, that's how this was designed.” 


But the bells and whistles of the facility were not the features that made Howard proudest. Instead, it was the 
building’s entry space, a vast lobby that points to the university’s strong history in all of its sports that connects 
to a dining hall, indoor recreation area, lounge and accesses the facility’s outdoor amenities. Why? 


“This is an all-student-athlete amenity area,” Howard said with a smile. “Most times when you go to a football 
facility or a football complex, it’s football only. What we thought was, how do we make the entire program 
better? This all-athlete amenity area, coupled with the Hawkins Center, there’s no comparison in college sports 
for what we can do to help our student-athletes.” 


Some of that help will come immediately. On Wednesday, Howard said the dining hall in the front entry space 
of the James W. Heavener Football Training Center will be fully operational, serving three meals a day, five 
days a week starting at 7 a.m. 


And when that dining hall opens on Aug. 24 it will make history. For the first time in Florida history, all 500- 
plus student-athletes will have a three-meal-a-day meal plan, which was made possible by the school’s 
fundraising efforts over the last several years. 


Athletes from all Florida sports will also have access to an indoor recreational area with TVs, a pool table, 
massage chairs, a place to get their hair cut, a virtual reality room and a lounge. That space connects to the 
facility’s outdoor amenities which include a resort-style pool and basketball court. 


Florida athletic director Scott Stricklin called it the new “living room” for Florida Gators athletics. 
“T think what’s uniquely Florida is the swimming pool and the outdoor amenity area,” Howard said. “Student- 


athletes can relax and hang out. You can eat here and you can have a Heisman Trophy candidate eating next to 
a gold-medal winner. The interaction we’re going to see in this area, I think it’s going to be exciting.” 


Over 120 former Gators visit new facility, practice on invite from Billy Napier

GAINESVILLE, Fla. — More than 120 former UF players and their families surrounded the practice 
field Friday as the Gators went through fall training camp. 


The attendees included athletes spanning decades. It served as a reunion for some old teammates, as well 
as an introduction to the new era of Florida football. 


All had accepted a personal invitation for first-year coach Billy Napier and his staff. 


“They invited us. It’s really cool,” said former tight end Trey Burton, who also back on campus in July to 
help them recruit. “I got the opportunity last month to come and speak in front of some recruits. A huge 
point of emphasis for me was like, ‘Man, listen, these guys, they want us to come back. They’re gonna 
want you to come back when you’re done playing here. You’re not just here for four years or five years 
and getting kicked out to the road and whatever happens, happens. No, they want to invest in us. They 
want us to come back.’ So, it’s special for all of us former guys.” 


In the past, former Gators have regularly returned to UF for various events, team reunions or games. 
Friday’s visit was different, however, and some players even felt more welcomed. 


“Tt’s really an honor and it’s really cool to receive that invite from a current coach. He wants to reach out 
to the former players,” former All-American defensive end Kevin Carter said. “We know how special this 
place is and how special it was, what an integral part of the fabric of who we’ve become as adults in this 
world. We wouldn’t be there without this program so for us to be invited back, it really means the world 
and it’s really a cool thing for Coach [Napier] to do that. 


“Every coach that has taken over since Coach [Steve] Spurrier left hasn’t been as inviting with former 
players coming back and it’s really refreshing to have someone who wants to include, I think, the rich 
history of the Gator program, through its players that were here so long ago. So, I think it’s great.” 


In addition to watching practice, Carter said the players also toured the stadium and the Heavener 
Football Training Center, which opened last Sunday. 


He called the standalone “amazing” and added that it felt “pretty weird” seeing all the facility changes 
and upgrades since his playing days (1991-94). 


“We got a chance to look at everything new and we got to basically see how much the program has grown 
over the years,” Carter said. “I was here for three SEC titles in the early 90s and I really feel honored to 
be part of that golden age of Florida football. And really, there wouldn’t be all of this now if we didn’t do 
all if what we did back then. And it’s all standing on the shoulders of all these old guys, like myself, that 
are out there on the sidelines watching practice, so it’s really been a wonderful experience thus far.” 


Former Florida linebacker Brandon Siler admits the new $85 million facility, which features a locker 
room area for ex-Gators, will bring a lot more players back to campus, as well as Napier and his staff 
being so approachable and welcoming. 


“T think Coach Napier is doing a good job of reconnecting with all the guys from before. I think it’s a real 
welcoming environment for the former players. There are more of us showing up than you’ve seen in the 

past,” Siler said. “But coach Napier, man, he’s inviting. He’s warm with the fellow players. Guys want to 
come back and guys want to be around. 


“T met Napier when we first hired him. My impression was like, ‘Oh shoot, man. We needed a guy with 
this kind of attitude. He’s got swag.’ Nowadays with these kids, that’s what you’re going to need. You’re 
recruiting them, you’re coaching them, you got to be able to relate to them a little bit, so I think coach 
Napier is right on time.” 


What Is the Gator Room? 'It’s Going to Make the Game Easier'

Gators linebacker Derek Wingo, a few of his teammates, and over 90 Florida fans glaring through the lens 
of his Instagram Live walked into a room with a 28-foot wide by eight-foot high projector screen, a carpet 
carefully designed with hash marks to replicate just over 10 yards of a football field, and seats perfectly 
aligned across seven rows on Sunday. 


The chairs in the Gator Room are temporary, assistant athletic director of recruiting strategy Katie Turner 
told Wingo. 


There is a greater purpose beyond meetings and press conferences, both of which will be held in the 
room, for the mock field setup inside of Florida's new James W. “Bill” Heavener Football Training 
Center. 


"It's to give the best possible view to be able to walk through and simulate what they will see on the game 
field," Florida's director of football operations Joshua Thompson told AllGators on Sunday. 


Wingo took a second to process the Gator Room's function after Turner explained it, left in awe, before 
letting out "oh, that's cool" twice and a "that's crazy" while his live stream viewers crept upward. His next 
thought, which he exclaimed to his teammates, was about preparing for Florida's season-opener against 
the Utah Utes on Sept. 3. 


"They did this thing the right way. You’re talking about every bell and whistle," head coach Billy Napier 
said on Monday, broadly speaking about the new facility. "I think there’s some huge advantages here 
relative to the technology that’s in the building from a teaching standpoint." 


The Gator Room is one of those advantages, and it isn't a common one. 


"The way that we're doing it is unique," Thompson said. "A lot of programs have projectors and we 
decided, because of the multi-purpose that the Gator Room has, that wanted to be able to do different 
things with it. Like, coach press conferences will be in there. We'll also be able to host really nice meals 
in there. That screen does not turn off, it's on at all times. We did our research and I feel like we did it 
right." 


If any Florida players want to interactively study film after, say, a few rounds of billiards and their nightly 
dinner, they can head to the Gator Room, pull up footage of their next opponent and mimic their 
alignment as it would look on the field. Part of Napier's approach as head coach is to ensure the team has 
good sleeping habits, but theoretically, a player could do this for all hours of the night. 


Thompson believes that the Gators' defense will frequent the room more so than the offense, which would 
make sense, as offenses line up a certain way depending on their play-call whereas defenses adjust their 
look based on what the offense gives them. 


Wingo and safety Trey Dean III are among the players that have vocalized their appreciation for the 
concept. 


“You walk in the room and simulate the game as another plus on your opponent, because we know the 
more times you get the more game reps in your head, it’s going to make the game easier," Dean said on 
Monday. "Practice makes perfect. Preparation prevents poor performance." 


However, its use will certainly extend beyond film study, so the chairs will be kept nearby. Former 
University of Tennessee comerback and motivational speaker Inky Johnson helped break the room in on 
Tuesday when Florida hosted him for a team speaking event. 


Senior director of student-athlete development/alumni relations Vernell Brown Jr. believes features like 
the Gator Room helped Florida set a new standard when it comes to state-of-the-art football facilities — 
one that other programs will surely attempt to surpass. 


"[There are] definitely some unique things within the facility, the Gator Room being one of them," Brown 
said. "I definitely think we've set a new standard. You know the reality of facilities, though, as soon as 
you have one for a year, you're behind because somebody else is already building or trying to build based 
on what you have. 


"So, I think we've made a lot of improvement and surpassed everybody, but the thing that's different 
between a lot of schools and the University of Florida is the winning tradition and everything that comes 
along with being here." 


Napier has made note that one of the biggest perks of the new facility is its location, eliminating the 36- 
minute round trip walk between the stadium, which included the team's only locker room and the coaches' 
offices prior to the opening of the Heavener Center, and the practice fields. 


The 63 hours of walking shaved from the Gators' yearly schedule, as calculated by Matt Baker of the 
Tampa Bay Times, can now be used in the Gator Room as an extension of practice, among the many 
other things to do in the new facility. 


"I think," Napier pondered, "we’ve given ourselves a few more resources relative to the development of 
the player.” 


Florida football team moves into $85 million Heavener Football Training

For Florida football players, Sunday marked a move-in day of sorts. 


The Gators entered the 142,000-square foot, $85 million Heavener Football Training Center, a facility the 
school hopes will be a game-changer for both recruiting and efficiency. The team is to begin day-to-day 
football operations at Heavener. 


Amenities inside the building include a dining hall, lounge area, barber shop, virtual reality room, gaming 
and golf center, as well as resort-style pool area (65,000 gallons) with basketball courts and multipurpose 
lawn and volleyball areas. 


UF players anxious to see new digs 
“Tt’s just going to light a fire,” senior linebacker Ventrell Miller said. “I feel like anytime you get 
something new you’re always happy to check it out and see what it’s about. That should be pretty good. 


“They’ ve been telling me that it’s going to be here since I’m a freshman. That was like six years ago. I’m 
glad to be able to have it and be a part of it this year.” 


For football purposes, the center will feature 13,000 square feet of weight and training facilities, which 
overlook and are connected to the Condron Family Indoor Practice Facility. 


“Tt’s something that I’ve seen since I’ve been a recruit in high school and I know all the other guys I’ve 
played with, we can’t wait,” offensive lineman Michael Tarquin said. “I think it’s going to be a game- 
changer. There’s a lot of great things that are going to be in that facility and they are going to help us a lot 
to perform at a high level." 


The facility is for the most part operational, though scattered construction for certain areas will remain a 
work in progress throughout the month. The center is not yet open to the public or the media. 


It will eventually open for student-athletes of all other UF sports closer to the first day of classes for the 
fall semester. 


“Tt took support and dedication from a lot of individuals to make it a reality,” UF athletic director Scott 
Stricklin said. “It’s a tangible demonstration that we are committed to investing in our student-athletes 
and enhancing their experience at UF. Without our Boosters this project wouldn’t have been possible, and 
we’re grateful for the way they’ ve helped this vision come to life.”
